The  Bight  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Privy  Council  for  Trade,  give  Notice 
that  the  Moniteur  of  the  30th  instant,  contains  a 
French  Imperial  Decree,  of  which  the  following  is 
a  translation,  fixing  the  import  duties  on  British 
and  Belgian  products,  having  Salt  as  their  basis, 
and  abolishing  the  supplementary  duties  upon 
glass  of  British  or  Belgian  origin  : 

Art.  1.  The  British  and  Belgian  productions, 
having  salt  as  their  basis,  which  are  specified  in 
the  table  annexed  to  the  present  decree,  will,  after 
the  1st  January,  1863,  pay  on  importation,  in  lieu 
of  the  existing  supplementary  duties,  the  supple- 
mentary duties  therein  set  forth,  to  countervail  the 
direct  and  indirect  charges  attaching  to  the  manu- 
facture of  soda. 

Nevertheless,  the  supplementary  duties  fixed 
by  the  treaties  of  the  16th  November,  1860,  and 
the  1st  May,  1861,  with  England  and  Belgium 
respectively,  will  continue  to  be  levied  : — 1st,  on 
sulphate  of  anhydrous  soda,  containing  more  than 
25  per  cent,  of  salt;  2nd,  upon  artificial  raw  sodas 
below  30  degrees ;  3rd,  upon  carbonates  of  soda 
below  60  degrees. 

Art.  2.  From  the  1st  of  January,  1863,  the 
supplementary  duties  upon  looking  glass  or 
mirrors,  upon  glass  wares,  window  glass,  and 
other  white  glass  and  glass  bottles  of  British  or 
Belgium  origin,  will  be  abolished.

toms'  Duties  the  following  articles,  when  imported 
into  France : 

Silk  unbleached,  raw  or  thrown,  including  double 
thread  (Doupions).  Waste  silk  in  mass,  un- 
bleached, or  dyed. 

Bones  and  hoofs  of  animals,  of  European  origin, 
raw  or  calcined  (calcines  &  blanc),  imported  in 
French  vessels,  or  by  land.

The  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  have  received 
from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs 
the  following  translation  of  the  Customs  Tariff  and 
Regulations  recently  promulgated  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Netherlands,  which .  came  into  force  . 
on  the  1st  November  last. 

Art.  1. 

Under  the  name  of  import  duty,  a  duty  shall  be 
paid  on  the  articles,  as  specified  in  the  following 
list  (1)  and  declared  for  home  consumption. 

Art.  2. 

No  duty  is  to  be  paid  on  articles  not  mentioned 
in  the  art.  1,  except  that  they  could  be  classed, 
according  to  their  nature  or  destination,  as  one  of 
the  articles  mentioned  in  the  list. 

The  excise  on  foreign  turf  for  fuel  is  to  be  paid, 
conformably  to  art.  1  of  the  law  of  the  26th  De- 
cember, 1833  (Offic.  Journal,  No.  77). 

Art.  3. 
x  No  import  duty  is  to  be  paid  on: 

(1)  See  the  Tariff  hereafter. 


«.  Tne  merchandise,  relanding  within  two  years 
from  our  colonial  possessions,  after  being  exported 
from  the  Netherlands; 

&.  The  merchandise  of  certified  Dutch  origin, 
relanded  within  two  years,  after  being  exported 
So  foreign  markets; 

c  The  merchandise  relanded,  after  being  ex- 
ported from  the  Netherlands  to  places  where  it 
cannot  be  imported  in  consequence  of  prohibition 
or  augmentation  of  import  duty,  which  could  not 
be  known  when  exported. 

Ajbt.  4. 

.  When  the  merchandise  mentioned  by  the  art.  3 
is  exported  from  the  Netherlands,  with  discharge 
or  restitution  of  excises,  it  cannot  be  relanded  be- 
fixe  the  drawback  is  repaid. 

Abt.  5. 

No  import-duty  is  to  be  paid  on  provisions  and 
victuals  for  consumption  on  board  inward-bound 
ships,  unless  the  merchandise  is  declared  as  such, 
and  does  not  exceed  the  quantity  fixed  by  the 
law. 

When  it  exceeds  the  fixed  quantity,  freedom  of 
hnport-duty  will  be  granted,  when  it  is  to  be 
exported  in  the  same  ship.  In  this  case  it  must 
remain  under  the  care  of  sthe  custom-house  until 
exported. 

These  articles  are  free  of  excise. 

Abt.  6. 

No  import-duty  is  to  be  paid  on : 

a.  Utensils  and  cordages  belonging  to  and 
whereof  use  is  made  on  rafts  of  wood  descending 
the  rivers  provided  this  use  is  duly  stated  by  an 
inventory  when  imported; 

b.  Goods  belonging  to  ambassadors  of  foreign 
states  in  the  Netherlands,   but  only   for   those 


states  where  the  goods  of  our  ambassadors  are  also 
exempted  from  duty; 

c.  Carriages  used  in  travelling; 

d.  Luggage  of  travellers; 

e.  Furniture  in  course  of  removal ; 

f.  Fruits  and  productions  of  the  earth  and  trees, 
the  produce  of  places  situated  within  the  distance 
of  five  thousand  five  hundred  ells  from  the  fron- 
tiers of  the  country,  imported  for  consumption  in 
the  Netherlands,  provided  that  they  are  imported 
between  sun-rise  and  sun-set  and  during  the  or- 
dinary time  of  harvest.  The  possession  or  the  occu- 
pation of  the  grounds  is  to  be  duly  stated; 

g.  Empty  bags,  barrels,  baskets,  and  all  objects 
intended  only  for  the  transport  of  merchandise 
when  exported; 

h.  Merchandise  free  of  excise  imported  to  be 
dressed  or  prepared  and  re-exported  ; 

t.  Merchandise  free  of  excise  exported  for 
restoration  in  any  foreign  country,  and  which  is 
imported  again  within  six  months. 

The  goods  mentioned  sub  b  are  free  of  excise. 

Art.  7. 

The  .stipulations  necessary  to  prevent  abuse,  re- 
lative to  the  freedom  mentioned  in  the  articles  3, 
5,and  6,  are  fixed  by  the  law. 

Art.  8. 

For  the  calculation  of  the  import-duty,  the 
fractions  of  the  lb.,  the  litre,  the  cubic  ell  or  the 
florin,  shall  be  reckoned  integrally* 

Fractions  of  cents  are  counted  for  whole  cents. 

Art.  9. 

No  less  import-duty  than  five  cents  will  be 
charged  for  any  declaration,  however  trifling  the 
quantity  or  value  may  be. 


Ajlt.  10. 

For  merchandise,  of  which  the  tare  is  not  fixed 
*>y  the  taring  the  following  tare  may  be  subtracted 
from  the  gross  weight: 

«.  For  merchandise  packed  in  barrels,  or  wooden 
boxes,  fifteen  per  cent.; 

&  For  merchandise  packed  in  leather,  mats, 
baskets,  canisters,  linen  or  such  articles,  eight  per 
cent 

Art.  11. 

When  the  importers  object  to  the  tare,  as  fixed 
by  the  preceding  article,  they  may  pay  the  import- 
duty  of  the  net  weight,  which  shall  be  determined 
by  the  custom-officers  at  the  expense  of  the  im- 
porters. 

Art.  12. 

When  there  are  a  great  number  of  barrels, 
casks,  baskets,  canisters,  bales,  or  packets  of  the 
same  size  and  sort,  the  tare  may  be  determined  by 
weighing  the  empty  barrels,  &c.,  which  shall  be  in- 
dicated by  the  custom-officer.  The  tare  shall  be 
fixed  according  to  the  result. 

Art.  13. 

When  ad-Talorem  goods  are  packed  with  those 
whereof  duty  is  to  be  paid  according  to  the  weight, 
then  the  net  weight  can  "be  determined  by  the 
eostom-officers  at  the  expense  of  the  importer. 

Art.  14. 

For  the  determination  of  the  import-duty  on 
liquids,  which  do  not  pay  excise,  the  following 
deduction  will  be  allowed  for  leakage*

a.  When  imported  by  sea,  from  the  harbours  of 
the  North  Sea  and  Baltic,  of  France,  Portugal, 
and  Spain,  from  this  side  of  the  Strait  of  Gib- 
raltar, six  per  cent. 

b.  When  imported  from  elsewhere;  twelve  per 
cent 

Akt.  15. 

When  the  importer  objects  to  the  deduction 
fixed  by  the  preceding  article,  he  may  pay  duty 
for  the  real  quantity,  to  be  determined  at  his  own 
expense. 

Art.  16. 

For  liquid*,  imported  by  land  or  by  the  rivers, 
which  do  not  pay  excise,  and  which  are  charged 
according  to  the  measure,  no  deduction  will  be 
allowed. 

The  duty  is  to  be  paid  for  the  whole  contents 
of  barrels,  except  when  the  importer  should  prefer 
to  have  the  real  contents  determined  by  the  cus- 
tom-officers}  at  his  own  expense* 

Abt.  17. 

In  extraordinary  circumstances,  or  whenever  it 
should  be  for  the  interests  of  trade  and  industry, 
the  duty  fixed  by  the  tariff  can  be  decreased  or 
annulled  by  the  law. 

In  this  case  our  resolution*  shall  be  communi- 
cated to  the  States-General  within  thirty  days 
after  the  opening  of  the  session,  accompanied  by  a 
project  of  law. 

When  circumstances  require  that  a  resolution 
should  be  taken  when  the  States -General  are 
assembled,  then  the  communication  shall  be  madb 
within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the  resolution* 


"When  the  project  of  law  k  rejected  by  the 
States-General,  the  resolution  remains  in  force  for 
twenty  days  after  the  date  of  rejection. 

Art.  18. 

The  duties  that  are  determined  by  the  tariff 
ahafl  not  be  increased. 

Abt.  19. 

Importation  of  the  following  articles  is ; 

a~  Reprints  of  books,  the  copyright  of  which 
exist  la  the  Netherlands  or  in  foreign  states  with 
which  they  have  concluded  a  copyright  convention, 
o.  Copper  coin  and  plates  for  copper  coin* 
Copper-plates  for  coin,  however,  may  be  im- 
ported, with  oar  consent,  for  the  use  of  the  mint, 
by  paying  the  import  duty  as  fixed  by  the  tariff  for 
beaten  copper,  leaves  or  plates. 

Abt.  20. 

An  export  doty  of  five  guilders  per  100  lbs. 
shall  be  paid  on  linen  and  cotton  rags,  including 
old  useless  paper,  torn  or  not,  linen  and  cotton, 
worn  clothes  of  linen  and  cotton,  sold  by  weight, 
pulp  for  paper,  and  all  these  articles  when  they  are 
mixed  with  woollen  rags. 

An  export-duty  of  two  guilders  fifty  cents,  per 
100  lbs.  shall  be  paid  on  unmixed  woollen  rags. 

Abt.  21. 

The  export  or  transit  of  gunpowder  and  ammu- 
nition can  be  prohibited,  entirely  or  partially,  by 
the  law. 

Abt,  22. 

The  existing  legal  stipulations  concerning  the 
formalities  of  transit,  which  are  to  be  observed,

may  be  modified  by  the  law  when  it  can  tend  to 
the  accommodation  of  trade,  preserving  the  neces- 
sary rules  to  secure  the  import-duties* 

Art.  23. 

The  duty  of  four  per  cent.,  mentioned  in  art. 
the  2d.  of  the  Law  of  the  8th  August,  1850 
(Off.  Journ.,  No.  49),  shall  be  reduced  to  two  per 
cent. 

Art.  24. 

The  exemption  of  inland  passports  for  trans- 
ports, as  provided  by  art.  161,  litt.  /,  of  the  Law 
of  the  26th  August,  1862  (Off.  Journ.,  No.  38), 
is  limited  for  linen,  cotton  and  woollen  rags,  to 
a  quantity  of  not  less  than  five  pounds. 

Abt.  25. 

The  following  Laws  are  annulled;  Law  of  the 
19th  June,  1845  (Off.  Journ.,  No.  28),  those  of  the 
30th  May,  1847  (Off.  Journ,  No.  24),  with  ex- 
ception of  the  articles  3,  4,  and  5,  the  articles  1, 
2,  4,  and  5  of  the  Law  of  the  8th  August,  1850 
(Off.

TREASURY  WARRANT. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made 
tad  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  third  and  fourth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her 
Majesty,  for  the  regulation  of  the  duties  of  postage, 
power  is  given  to  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury,  from  time  to  time,  by  Warrant, 
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under  their  hands,  to  alter  and  fix  any  of  the  rates 
of  British  postage,  or  Inland  postage,  payable  by 
law  on  the  transmission  by  the  p6st  of  foreign  or 
colonial  letters  or  newspapers,  or  of  any  other 
printed  papers,  and  to  subject  the  same  to  rates  of 
postage  according  to  the  weight  thereof,  and  » 
seale  of  weight  to  be  contained  in  such  Warrant, 
and  from  time  to  time,  by  Warrant  as  aforesaid,  to 
alter  or  repeal  any  such  altered  rates,  and  make 
and  establish  any  new  and  other  rates  in  lieu 
thereof,  and  from  time  to  time,  by  Warrant  a© 
aforesaid,  to  appoint  at  what  time  the  rates  which 
may  be  payable  are  to  be  paid.  And  it  is  provided 
that  the  power  thereby  given  should  extend  to  any 
increase,  or  reduction,  or  remission  of  postaga 

And  whereas  further  powers  are  given  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  by 
another  Act,  made  and  passed  in  the  Session  of 
Parliament,  holden  in  the  tenth  and  eleventh  years 
of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty,  for  giving  further 
facilities  for  the  transmission  of  letters  by  post, 
and  for  the  regulating  the  duties  of  postage  thereon, 
and  for  other  purposes  relating  to  the  Post 
Office. 

And  whereas  certain  powers  are  also  given  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  by 
another  Act  passed  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  the 
reign  of  Her  Majesty,  for  amending  the  laws 
relating  to  the  stamp  duties  on  newspapers,  and 
for  providing  for  the  transmission  by  post  of 
printed  periodical  publications. 

And  whereas  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Treasury,  by  certain  Warrants  in  writing, 
under  their  hands,  relating  to  the  transmission  by 
the  post  of  letters,  and  newspapers,  and  other  printed 
papers,  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  Bremen, 
and  between  Bremen  and  Her  Majesty's  colonies, 
and  foreign  countries  through  the  United  Kingdom 
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mpettmiy,  and  bearing  date  respectively,  the 
31st  day  of  August,  1841  ;  fee  30th  day  of. 
September,  1*41  ;  the  8th  day  of  October,  1847  ; 
the  27th  day  of  June,  1859  ;  and  the  16th  day 
ot  April,  i860  ;  did  make  and  gire  certain  orders, 
directions,  and  regulations  relating  to  the  trans- 
nuoKHi  by  the  poet  of  inch  letters,  and  newspapers, 
and  other  printed  papers  respectively. 

And  whereas  a  Conrention  hath  been  lately 
made  and  entered  into  between  the  General  Post 
Office  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  end  the  Post  Office  of  Bremen,  for 
the  purpose  of  regulating  the  communications  by 
pott  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  Bremen  ; 
and  it  is  expedient  lor  the  better  carrying  out  of 
the  same,  that  the  said  reeked  Warrants  of  the 
several  date*  hereinbefore-mentioned  should  be 
respectively  repealed,  and  that  certain  other  regu- 
lations should  be  made  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
mentioned* 

Now  we,  the  Oommissionen  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  to 
as,  in  and  by  the  said  hereinbefore  recited  Acts 
of  Parliament,  and  every  of  them,  and  of  all  other 
powers  enabling  us  in  this  behalf,  do,  by  this 
Warrant  ^  under  the  hands  of  two  of  us,  the  said 
Commissioners,  by  the  authority  of  the  Statute  In 
that  case  made  and  provided),  order  and  direct  as 
fellows; — 

1  The  said  recited  Warrants,  bearing  date 
respectively,  the  3ist  day  of  August,  1841  ;  the 
30th  day  of  September,  1841  ;  the  8th  day  of 
Oetober,  1847  ;  the  27th  day  of  Jane,  1859  ;  and 
the  16th  day  of  April,  1860  ;  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed,  revoked,  and  annulled,  and 
the  several  orders,  directions,  regulations,  and 
rites  of  postage  therein  mentioned  and  set  forth, 
stall  wholly  cease  and  determine,  except  so  far  as 
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the  said  recited  Warrants  shall  respectively  repeal, 
revoke,  or  annul  any  other  Warrants,  or  any 
orders,  directions,  regulations,  or  rates  of  postage 
therein  mentioned  and  set  forth,  whi<*hsaid  several 
last  mentioned  Warrants,  orders,  directions,  regu- 
lations, or  rates  of  postage  shall  remain  repealed, 
revoked,  and  annulled,  as  if  this  present  Warrant 
had  not  been  made  or  signed. 

2.  On  every  letter,  not  exceeding  one-half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  posted  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
addressed  to  Bremen,  and  on  every  letter  not 
exceeding  one-half  of  an  ounce  in  weight,  posted  in 
Bremen,  addressed  to  any  place  within  the  United 
Kingdom,  when  the  said  respective  letters  are 
conveyed  between  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Bremen  in  closed  mails  via  Belgium,  there  shall 
be  charged,  taken,  and  paid,  an  uniform  rate  of 
British  postage  of  two-pence  halfpenny,  if  such 
respective  letters  be  prepaid ;  and  if  such  respective 
letters  be  not  prepaid,  an  uniform  rate  of  British 
postage  of  three  pence  halfpenny;  and  when  the 
said  respective  letters  are  conveyed  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Bremen  direct,  by  private 
ship,  there  shall  be  charged,  taken,  and  paid  an 
uniform  rate  of  British  postage  of  fourpence  half- 
penny, if  such  respective  letters  be  prepaid,  and  if 
such  respective  letters  be  not  prepaid,  an  uniform 
rate  of  British  postage  of  sixpence. 

3.  On  every  letter,  not  exceeding  one-half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  posted  in  Bremen,  addressed  to 
any  place  in  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Colonies,  or 
any  foreign  country,  transmitted  by  the  post 
between  Bremen  and  any  of  Her  Majesty's 
colonies,  or  any  foreign  country  through  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  on  every  letter,  not  exceed- 
ing one-half  of  an  ounce  in  weight,  posted  io  any 
of  Her  Majesty's  Colonies,  or  any  foreign  country, 
addressed  to  Bremen,  transmitted  by  the  post

between  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Colonies  or  any 
foreign     country     and     Bremen     through     the 
United  Kingdom,  when  the  said  respective  letters 
are  conveyed  beween  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Bremen,  in  closed  mails,  via  Belgium,  there  shall 
be  charged,  taken,  and  paid,  an  uniform  rate  of 
British  postage  of  two  pence  halfpenny,  if  such 
respective  letters  be  prepaid,  and  if  such  respective 
letters  be  not  prepaid,  an  uniform  rate  of  British 
postage  of  three  pence  halfpenny;  and  when  the 
said  respective  letters  are  conveyed  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Bremen  direct,  by  piyvate 
ship,  there  shall  be  charged,  taken,  and  paid,  an 
uniform  rate  of  British  postage  of  fourpence  half- 
penny, if  such  respective  letters  be  prepaid  ;   and 
if  such  respective  letters  be  not  prepaid,  an  uniform 
rath  of  British  postage  of  sixpence ;   and  also  on 
every  letter  mentioned  in  this  3rd  Clause  there 
shall  be  charged,  taken,  and  paid,  such  a  further 
^r  additional  rate  of  British  postage  for  the  con- 
veyance of  every  such  letter  between  the  port  in 
the  United  Kingdom  of  the  departure  or  arrival  of 
the  packet  or  ship  conveying  the  same,  and  the 
colony  or  foreign  country  to  or  from  which  the 
same  shall   be   forwarded  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  charged  and  payable  for  British  postage 
on  letters,  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight, 
posted   or  delivered   at   the  port  in  the  United 
Kingdom  of  the  departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet 
or  ship  conveying  the  same,  and  transmitted  direct 
between  such  port,  and  #oy  such  colony  or  foreign 
country  ;  provided,  that  in  all  cases  where  such 
additional   rate    includes    both    inland    and    sea 
services,   there  shall  be  deducted  therefrom  the 
Sana  of  one  penny  in  respect  of  the  inland  con- 
veyance,  under  thi6  clause,  of  every  such  letter 
sent  through  the  United  Kingdom. 
4.  On  every  letter  transmitted,  as  is  hereinbefore 
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in  this  Warrant  mentioned,  exceeding  one  hair  o 
an  ounce  in  weight,  there  shall  be  charged,  taken 
and  paid,  progressive  and  additional  rates  o 
postage,  according  to  the  scale  of  weight  azic 
number  of  rates  following,  that  is  to  say  : 

On  every  such  letter  so  transmitted,  exceeding 
one  half  of  an  ounce  in  weight,  and  not 
exceeding  one  ounce  in  weight,  two  rates  of 
postage. 

On  every  such  letter  so  transmitted,  exceeding 
one  ounce,  and  not  exceeding  two  ounces  in 
weight,  four  rates  of  postage. 

On  every  such  letter  so  transmitted,  exceeding 
two  ounces,  and  not  exceeding  three  ounces 
in  weight,  six  rates  of  postage. 

And  for  every  ounce  in  weight  of  any  such 
letter  above  the  weight  of  three  ounces  there 
shall    be    charged,    taken,    and    paid,    two 
additional  rates  of  postage,  and  every  frac- 
tional part  of  such  additional  ounce  shall  be 
charged  as  an  additional  ounce  in  weight,  and 
each  progressive  and  additional  rate  charge- 
able under  this  Clause  shall  be  estimated  and 
charged  at  the  sum  which  any  such  letter 
would  be  charged  with  under  this  Warrant, 
if  not  exceeding  one  half  of  an  ounce  in 
weight. 

6.  If  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  addressed  to  Bremen,  or  if  any  letter 
shall  be  posted  in  Bremen,  addressed  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  the  value  of  the  postage  stamp  or 
stamps  affixed  thereto  shall  be  less  in  amount  man 
the  rate  of  postage  to  which  such  letter  would  be 
Hable  under  or  by  virtue  of  this  Warrant,  every 
such  letter  shall  be  forwarded  charged  with  the 
amount  of  the  difference  between  the  value  of  the 
postage  stamp  or  stamps  thereon,  and  the  rate  of

6.  Registered  letters  may  be  traaemitted  by  the 
peat,  ooder  the   authority  of  this  Warrant,  upon 
the  payment  of  such  additional  charges  or  rates  of 
postage,  or  otherwise,  as  the  Postmaster-General 
aiay  from  time  to  time  direct  or  appoint,  provided

7.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  or 
construed  to  extend  to  any  letters  transmitted  by 
the  post  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  Bremen, 
via  France,  all  which  said  letters  shall  be  charged 
and  chargeable  with  the  same  rates  of  postage  a* 
are  now  chargeable  and  payable  thereon,  as  if  this 
Warrant  had  not  been  made. 

8.  AH  packets  consisting  of  printed  newspapers, 
whether  British,  Colonial,  or  Foreign,  and  all 
packets  consisting  of  book's,  publications,  or  works 
of  literature  or  art,  whether  British,  Colonial,  or 
Foreign,  and  not  being  respectively  of  the  dimen- 
sions or  weight  hereinafter  in  the  10th  clause  of 
this  Warrant  specified,  posted  in  any  of  the  respec- 
tive countries  and  places  mentioned  and  set  forth 
in  the  first  column  of  the  schedule  A  to  this  War- 
rant annexed,  addressed  to  any  of  the  respective 
countries  and  places  mentioned  and  set  forth  in 
the  second  column  of  the  said  schedule  A,  may  be 
transmitted  by  the  post  from  any  of  the  respective 
countries  and  places  mentioned  and  set  forth  in 
the  said  first  column  of  the  said  schedule  A,  to 
any  of  the  respective  countries  and  places  men- 
tioned and  set  forth  in  the  said  second  column  of 
the  said  schedule  A,  and  all  such  respective 
packets  shall  be  transmitted  in  conformity  with, 

and  subject  to,  the  several  regulations. 
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orders,  directions,  And  conditions  hereinafter  men- 
tioned  and  contained   relating  thereto,    and    tne 
single  rate  of  postage  for  the  transmission  of  such 
packets  shall  be  that  which  is  mentioned  and  set 
forth  against  such  respective  countries  and  places 
in  the  said  schedule  A,  and  all  such  respective 
packets    so    transmitted,    and    charge  ible    with 
postage  under  this  clause,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
several  progressive  and  additional  rates  of  postage 
hereinafter  mentioned  and  set  forth  (that  is  to 
say):— 

On  every  such  packet  so  transmitted,  if  not 
exceeding  two  ounces  in  weight,  there  shall  be 
charged,  taken,  and  paid  for  the  transmission 
thereof  respectively,  as  aforesaid,  the  uniform 
single  rate  of  postage  which  is  mentioned  and 
set  forth  against  the  said  places,  respectively, 
in  the  said  schedule  A. 

And  on  every  such  packet,  exceeding  two  ounces 
in  weight,  there  shall  be  charged,  taken,  and 
paid  progressive  and  additional  rates  of 
postage  as  follows  (that  is  to  say)—

and  not  exceeding  four  ounces  in  weight, 
two  rates  of  postage. 

And  on  every  such  packet  if  exceeding  four 
ounces  and  not  exceeding  one-half  of  a  pound 
in  weight,  four  rates  of  postage. 

And  on  every  such  packet  if  exceeding  one-half 
of  a  pound  and  not  exceeding  one  pound  in 
weight,  eight  rales  of  postage. 

And  on  every  such  packet  if  exceeding  one 
pound  and  not  exceeding  one  pound  and  the 
half  of  another  pound  in  weight,  twelve  rates 
of  postage. 

And  on  every  such  packet  if  exceeding  one 
pound  and  the  half  of  another  pound  and  not 
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exceeding  two  pounds  in  weight,  sixteen  rates 
of  postage. 
And  for  every  additional  half  of  a  pound  in 
weight  of  any  such  packet  above  the  weight 
of  two  pounds,  there  shall  be  charged,  taken, 
and  paid  four  additional  rates  of  postage,  and 
every  fractional  part  of  such  additional  half 
of  a  pound  in  weight  shall  be  charged  as  an 
additional  half  of  a  pound  in  weight,  and  each ' 
progressive  and  additional  rate  chargeable 
under  this  clause  shall  be  estimated  and 
charged  at  the  sum  which  any  such  packet 
would  be  charged  with  under  this  Warrant, 
if  not  exceeding  two  ounces  in  weight. 

9.  Every  packet  consisting  of  a  printed  news- 
paper, whether  British,  Colonial,  or  Foreign,  and 
every  packet  consisting  of  books,  publications,  or 
works  of  literature  or  art,  whether  British,  Colonial, 
or   Foreign,   and   not  being  respectively  of  the 
dimensions  or  weight  hereinafter  in  the  10th  clause 
of  this  Warrant  specified,  posted  in  any  of  the 
respective  countries  and  places  mentioned  and  set 
forth  in  the  first  column  of  the  schedule  B  to  this 
Warrant  annexed  addressed  to  any  of  the  respec- 
tive countries  and  places  mentioned  and  set  forth 
in  the  second  column  of  the  suid  schedule  B,  may 
be  transmitted  by  the  post  from  any  of  the  respec- 
tive countries  and  places  mentioned  and  set  forth  in 
the  said  first  column  of  the  said  schedule  B  to  any 
of  the  respective  countries  and  places  mentioned 
and  set  forth  in  the  said  second  column  of  the  said 
schedule  B ;  and  all  such  respective  packets  shall 
be  transmitted  in  conformity  with,  and  under  and 
subject  to,  the  several  regulations,  orders,  direc- 
tions, and   conditions  hereinafter  mentioned  and 
contained  relating  thereto ;  and  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Warrant  every  printed  newspaper  shall  be 
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deemed  and  considered  a  packet,  and  snail   be 
charged  and  chargeable  with  a  separate  and  dis- 
tinct single  rate  or  separate  and  distinct  progres- 
sive and  additional  rates  of  postage  according  to 
the  weight    thereof,    as    hereinafter    mentioned, 
notwithstanding  two  or  more  newspapers  shall  be 
enclosed  and  transmitted  in  one  and  the  same 
cover,  wrapper,  envelope,  or  bundle,  and   form 
only  one  parcel  or  bundle  of  newspapers;  and  the 
single  rate  of  postage  for  the  transmission  of  every 
such  packet  respectively,  shall  be  that  which  is 
mentioned  and  set  forth  respectively  against  such 
countries  and  places  in  the  said  schedule  B ;  and 
all  such  respective  packets  transmitted  under  this 
clause,  shall  be  subject  to  the  several  progressive 
and  additional  rates  of  postage  hereinafter  men- 
tioned and  set  forth ;  that  is  to  say:— 

On  every  such  packet  consisting  of  a  printed 
newspaper,  or  consisting  of  books,  publica- 
tions, or  works  of  literature  or  art.  so  trans- 
mitted if  not  exceeding  four  ounces  in  weight, 
there  shall  be  charged,  taken,  and  paid  for 
the  transmission  thereof  respectively,  as  afore- 
said, the  uniform  single  rates  of  postage 
which  are  respectively  mentioned  and  set 
fonh  against  the  said  respective  places  in  the 
said  schedule  B. 

And  on  every  such  packet  exceeding  four  ounces 
in  weight,  there  shall  be  charged,  taken,  and 
paid  progressive  and  additional  rates  of 
postage  as  follows,  that  is  to  say, — 

On  every  such  packet  if  exceeding  four  ounces 

and  not  exceeding  one-half  of  a  pound  in 

in  weight,  two  rates  of  postage. 
And  on  every  such  packet  if  exceeding  one-half 

of  a  pound  and  not  exceeding  one  pound  in 

weight,  four  rates  of  postage.

And  for  every  additional  half  a  pound  in  weight 
of  any  such  packet  above  the  weight  of  two 
pounds,  there  shall  be  charged,  taken,  and 
paid  two  additional  rates  of  postage,  and 
every  fractional  part  of  sneh  additional  half 
of  a  pound  in  weight,  shall  be  charged  as  an 
addftitional  half  of  a  pound  in  weight ;  and 
each  progressive  and  additional  rate  charge- 
able under  this  clause,  shall  be  estimated  and 
charged  at  the  sum  which  any  such  packet 
would  be  charged  with  under  this  Warranty 
if  not  exceeding  four  ounces  in  weight. 

10.  Every  packet  which  shall  be  transmitted 
by  the  post,  under  the  8th  or  9th  clause  of  this 
Warrant  hereinbefore  contained,  shall  be  so  trans- 
mitted, in  conformity  with,  and  under  and  subject 
to  the  several  regulations,  orders,  directions,  and 
conditions  hereinafter  contained  ;  that  is  to  say  :

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No  Vpacket  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  post 
under  the  8th  or  9th  clause  of  this  Warrant, 
which  in  length,  or  breadth,  or  width,  shall 
exceed  the  dimensions  of  two  feet  (British), 
or  which  shall  exceed  three  zoll  pounds  in 
weight ; 

Every  packet  transmitted  by  the  post  under  the 
8th  or  9th  clause  of  this  Warrant;  shall  be 
sent  open  at  the  ends  or  sides,  and  either 
without  a  cover,  or  in  a  cover  or  envelope 
open  at  the  ends  or  sides  ;  and  there  shall  be 
no  written  letter,  either  closed  or  open,  nor 
any  written  communication  in  the  nature  of 
a  letter,  either  closed  or  open  (whether  such 
letter  or  communication  be  addressed  to,  or 
intended  for  the  person  to  whom  the  packet 
shall  be  directed,  or  any  other  person),  nor 
any   inclosure,    sealed  or    otherwise  closed 
against  inspection,   nor  any  other  inclosure 
not  authorised  by  this  Warrant,  sent  in  or 
with  any  such  packet,  nor  shall  there  be  any 
writing,  figures,  or  manual  marks  whatsoever 
of  any  description  upon  any  such  packet,  or 
on  the  cover  or  envelope  thereof,  not  autho- 
rized by  this  Warrant,  except  the  name  and 
address  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is 
sent ;  but  the  name  or  title  of  any  news- 
paper,  and  the  name  and  address  of   the 
publisher,  newsvender,  or  agent,   by  whom 
the  same  is  sent,-  may  be  printed  on  the  cover 
thereof ;  and  any  other  packet,  not  being  a 
newspaper,  may  have  any  matter  or  thing 
printed  on  the  cover  thereof; 

Every  packet  transmitt°d  by  the  post  under  the 
8th  or  9th  clause  of  this  Warrant,  and 
posted  in  the  United  Kingdom,  shall  be  put 
into  the  post-office,  at  such  hours  in  the  day, 
and  under  all  such  regulations  as  the  Post- 
master-General may  appoint. 
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The  postage  of  every  packet  transmitted  by 
the  post  under  the  8th  or  9th  clause  of  this 
'Warrant,   shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  the 
same  being  posted  by  being  duly  stamped 
with  the  proper   postage    stamp  or  stamps 
affixed  thereto,  which  stamp  or  stamps  shall, 
in  every  case,  be  affixed,  or  appear  on  the 
outside  of  every  such  packet,  near  the  address 
or  direction,  and  shall  be  of  the  value  or 
amount  of  the  postage  duty  payable  thereon, 
under  or  by  virtue  of  this  Warrant. 
11.  If  any  packet,  authorized  to  be  transmitted 
by  the  post  under  this  Warrant,  shall  be  posted 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  addressed  to  Bremen,  or 
if  any  such  packet  shall  be  posted  in  Bremen, 
addressed  to  the  United  Kingdom,  the  postage 
whereof  shall  be  insufficiently  prepaid  by  having 
thereupon,  or  affixed  thereto,  a  postage  stamp  or 
stamps  which  shall  represent  a  sum  less  than  the 
amount  of  postage  duty  payable  in  respect  thereof, 
every  such  packet  shall  be  eharged  with  double 
the  amount  of  the  postage  which  shall  be  so  insuf- 
ficiently prepaid  upon  any  such  packet. 

12.  If  any  packet  transmitted  by  the  post  under 
the  8th  or  9th  clause  of  this  Warrant,  shall  be 
so  transmitted  otherwise  than  in  conformity  with 
the  conditions  and  regulations  established  by  or 
under  the  authority  of  this  Warrant  (except  only 
as  in  the  last  preceding  clause  mentioned),  the 
same  shall  and  may  be  detained  and  opened,  and 
at  the  option  oi  the  Postmaster-General,  shall  be 
either  returned  or  given  up  to  the  sender  thereof, 
or  be  given  up  to  the  person  to  whom  the  same 
shall  be  addressed,  or  be  forwarded  to  the  place  of 
its  destination ;  and  any  such  packet  on  being  so 
returned,  given  up,  or  forwarded,  shall,  at  the 
option  of  the  Postmaster-General,  be  either  free 
of  postage  or  be  charged  with  any  rate  of  postage

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be  may  think  fit,  not  exceeding  the  rate  that  wowAd 
be  chargeable  on  such  packet  as  an  unpaid  letter. 

13.  The  respective  letters  and  packets  trans- 
mitted by  the  post  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Warrant,  shall  be  subject  to  the  several  orders, 
directions,  regulations,  and  rates  of  postage  re- 
spectively contained  in  a  certain  other  Warrant  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury, 
under  the  hands  of  two  of  the  said  Commissioners, 
bearing  date  the  19th  day  of  February,  1855, 
relating  to  redirected  rates  of  postage  upon 
letters  and  packets  which  shall  be  redirected  and 
again  forwarded  by  the  post. 

14.  The  rates'  of  postage  chargeable  on  letters, 
printed  newspapers,  books,  publications,  or  works 
of  literature  or  art,  and  other  printed  papers, 
transmitted  by  the  post  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Warrant,  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  rates  of 
British  postage  now  chargeable  by  law  thereon* 

15.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
in  anywise  to  annul,  prejudice,  or  affect  any  of 
the  exceptions  and  privileges  granted  by  the  said 
recited  Act,  passed  in  the  session  of  Parliament 
holden  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  the  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  or  to  annul,  prejudice,  or 
affect  any  of  the  privileges  which  seamen  and 
soldiers  employed  in  Her  Majesty's  Service,  are 
now  by  law  entitled  to,  of  sending  and  receiving 
by  the  post  letters  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in 
weight,  subject  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions 
in  respect  of  the  same. 

16.  The  term  "  books,  publications,  or  works 
of  literature  or  art,"  in  this  Warrant  used,  shall, 
for  the  purposes  of  thU  Warrant,  mean  and  com- 
prise all  printed  books,  or  other  printed  publica- 
tions, printt-d  or  lithographed  letters,  and  such 
artistic  productions  as  prints,  printed  maps 
(whether  on  paper,  parchment,  or  vellum),  and 
photographs  (when  not  on  glass,   or  in  frames

containing  glass),  together  with  any  binding, 
mounting,  or  covering  of  or  upon  or  belonging  to 
any  such  article  or  production,  or%ny  portion 
thereof^  and  including  also  any  cases  or  rollers  of 
prints  or  maps,  book  markers  (whether  of  paper 
or  otherwise)!  or  other  thing  osually  appertaining 
to  any  such  article  or  production,  or  necessary 
for  its  safe  transmission,  which  shall  be  sent  in 
the  sasse  packet  with  any  such  article  or  pro- 
duction to  which  they  or  it  shall  belong,  and 
also  when  contained  in  any  packet  consisting 
of  unbound  proof  sheets  only,  any  ordinary  cor- 
rections in  writing  of  such  unbound  proof  sheets.

3.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one  half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight  posted  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
addressed  to  any  place  in  any  of  Her  Majesty's 
colonies   or    any    foreign    country,    transmitted 
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between  the  United  Kingdom  and  sueb  colony  or 
foreign  country,  through  Hamburg,  and  on  every 
letter  not  exceeding  one  half  of  an  ounce  in  weight, 
posted  in  any  of  Her  Majesty's  colonies  or  any 
foreign  country,  addressed  to  any  place  in  the

HER    Majesty's   Government  have    received 
from  the  Honourable  Henry  Elliot,  a  copy  of  the, 
following  Memorandum,  which  he  had  delivered  to. 
the  President  of  the  Provisional  Government  of 
Greece : , 

Memorandum. 

IT  ia  Her.  Majesty's  earnest  desire,  to  contribute 
to.  the  welfare  .and  prpaperity  of  Greece. 

The  Treaties  of,  1827  and.  1832,  bear  evidence 
of  .this  desire  oa  the  part  of  the,  British  Crown. 

The  r^roy^sipnal  l?pvernment'  of.  Greece  de- 
clared, upon, the  withdrawal  of  King  Otbo  from, 
Greece,   that    their  mission   is  to  maintain  for 
Greece,  Constitutional  Monarchy  aqd  the  Relations, 
of  Peace  w,ithi  all  other  States. 

If  the  new  Assembly  of  the  Representatives  of, 
the  Greek  Nation  should  prove  faithful  to  tbis 
declaration,  should  maintain  Constitutional  Mo- 
narchy, and  should  refrain  from  all  aggression 
against  neighbouring  States,  and  if  the/  should 
choose  a  Sovereign  against  whom  no  well  founded 
objection  could  be  raised,  Her  Majesty  wonld  see 
in  this  course  of  conduct  a  promise  of  future  free- 
dom and  happiness  for  Greece.  In  such  a  case, 
Her  Majesty;  wi|h  a  view,  to  strengthen  the 
Greek.  Monarchy,  woujd  be  ready  to  announce  to 
the  Senate  and  Representatives  of  the  Ionian  . 
Islands,  Her  Majesty's  wish  to  see  them  united 
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to  the  Monarchy  of  Greece,  and  to  form 
with  Greece  one  united  state;  and  if  this  'wish 
should  he  expressed  also  by  the  Ionian  Legisla- 
ture, Her  Majesty  would  then  take  steps  for 
obtaining  the  concurrence  of  the  Powers  who 
were  parties  to  the  Treaty  by  which  the  seven 
Ionian  Islands  and  their  dependencies  were  placed 
as  a  separate  state  under  the  protectorate  of  the 
British  Crown. 

I  am  to  take  care,  in  my  communications  upon 
this  subject,  to  make  it  understood,  that  the 
election  of  a  Prince,  who  should  be  the  symbol 
and  precursor  of  revolutionary  disturbance,  or  of 
the  adoption  of  an  aggressive  policy  towards 
Turkey,  would  prevent  any  relinquishment  of 
Her  Majesty's  protectorate  of  the  Ionian  Islands. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  trust  that,  in  the 
selection  of  a  sovereign  to  rule  over  Greece,  the 
Greek  Assembly  will  choose  for  their  king  a 
prince  from  whom  they  can  expect  a  regard  for 
religious  liberty,  a  respect  for  constitutional  free- 
dom, and  a  sincere  love  of  peace.  A  prince,  pos- 
sessing these  qualities  will  be  fitted  to  promote 
the  happiness  of  Greece,  and  will  be  honoured 
with  the  friendship  and  confidence  of  Her  Majesty 
the  Queen.

THE'  Secretary  of  State1  for  War  has  received 
a  Despatch  and  its  Enclosures,  addressed  to  him 
by  Brigadier- General  Staveley,  C.B.,  Command- 
ing Her  Majesty's  Troops  in  China,  of  Which  the 
following  are  copies : 

Head- Quarters,  near  Kah~dingy 
Sib,  24th  October,  1862. 

1  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  your  informa- 
tion, that  the  Chinese  authorities  having  expressed 
their  willingness  to  place  a  garrison  in  Kah-ding, 
if  the  allied  forces  would  recapture  it  for  them, 
the  place  was  taken  by  storm  after  a  bombardment 
of  two  hours,  this  morning,  by  the  force  under 
my  immediate  command,  mentioned  in  the  accom- 
panying return  marked  (A),  as  well  as  the.  British 
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naval  forte  under  Captain'  Bbrlese,  C.B.,  and  the 
French  troops,  placed  respectively  at  iny  disposal 
by  Tiee-Admiral  Sir  James  Hope  and  Captain 
'Fanefa,  eeunaanding  His  Imperial  Majesty's 
*  forces  in  China,  also  the  so-called  Ward's  forte, 
-  under  the  -command  of  an  American  (Colonel 
'Bargoriene),  and  Lieutenant  Kingsley's  67th 
Regiment,  battalion  of  500  Chinese,  and'  6  mor- 
tars worked  by  Chinese,  under  Lieutenant 
Cane,  R.A-,  all  detailed  in  return  marked  (A). 

Tlw  guns  and  mortars  were  -  got  into  position 
daring  the  night;  and  opened  fire  so/  soon  as  the 
walls  could  be  seen.  At  8  o'clock,  two  practicable 
breaches  *  having  been  made,  the  French  and 
British  each  established  their  bridges,  the  British 
tinder  the  direction  of  Lieutenant  Knevitt,  R.N., 
and  Lieutenant  Lyster,  R.E.,  the  storming  parties 
of  the  31st  and  67th  Regiments,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Captain  Christian,  31st  Regiment,  then 
planted  their  ladders  and  entered  the  place  without 
opposition,  the  enemy  escaping  by  the  opposite 
aide  of  the  city. 

The  place  had  been  considerably  strengthened 
since  our  last  visit,  by  an  outwork  made  to  flank 
the  walla,  and' protected  by  a  sort  of  bomb-proof, 
which  however  was  not  proof  against  8-inch  mor- 
tar shells. 

I  gave  over  the  place  to  Colonel  Burgoviene, 
and  his  men,  and,  except  the  storming  parties, 
none  of  Her  Majesty's  naval  or  military  forces 
were  allowed  to  enter  it. 

The  re-capture  of  Kah-ding  completes  the 
radius  of  thirty  miles  round  Shanghai,  which  it 
was  decided  should  be  cleared  of  the  Tai-ping 
rebels. 

I  trust  that  the  excellent  conduct  of  the  troops 
under  very  tempting  circumstances,  and  the  very 
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arduous  nature  of  the  service,  will  be  favourably 
considered. 

I  wish  to  mention  for  favourable  notice,  Captain 
C.  Gordon,  commanding  Royal  Engineers;  Captain 
Mansergh,  Deputy  Assistant- Adju tan t- General  ; 
Captain  Gammeil,  Deputy  Assistant-  Quartermas- 
ter- General ;  Dr.  Rennie,  31st  Regiment,  Senior 
Medical  Officer ;  Assistant-Commissary-General 
Thompson,  in  charge  of  Commissariat ;  Lieutenant 
Jebb,  31st  Regiment;  and  the  Prince  Witgen- 
stein,  of  the  1st  Prussian  Lancer  Guard  Regi- 
ment, who  acted  as  my  Aides-de-Camp. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  the  great 
assistance  I  have  invariably  received  on  the  occa- 
sions of  the  various  expeditions  from  Mr.  Consul 
Medhurst,  and  Mr.  C.  Alabaster,  of  the  Cons  alar 
service. 

I  also  wish  to  mention  the  services  performed 
by  Commander  Strode,  of  Her  Majesty's  ship 
"  Vulcan,"  who  was  employed  during  the  whole  of 
the  operations  against  the  Tai-pings,  and  whose 
name  was  inadvertently  omitted  in  my  recom- 
mendatory despatch ;  also  of  his  first  lieutenant, 
Lieutenant  Grant. 

Commander  Strode  had  the  working  of  the 
naval  3 2 -pounders  on  all  occasions  when  they 
were  used,  and  was  asaisted  by  Lieutenant  Grant.

diction which  Her  Majesty  then  had  or  might  at 
any  time  thereafter  have  within  any  country  or 
place  out  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  in  the 
same  and  as  ample  a  manner  as  if  Her  Majesty 
had  acquired  such  power  or  jurisdiction  by  the 
cession  or  conquest  of  territory : 

And  whereas  Her  Majesty  has  had  and  now 
has  power  and  jurisdiction  in  the  dominions  of 
the  Sublime  Ottoman  Porte  : 

And  whereas  Her  Majesty  was  pleased  on  the 
twenty-seventh  day  of  August,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  Her  Privy  Council,  to  make,  by  Order  in 
Council  dated  that  day,  provision  for  the  exercise 
of  Her  power  and  jurisdiction  aforesaid : 

And  whereas  it  has  seemed  to  Her  MajeBty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  to 
be  expedient  at  the  present  time  to  revise  the 
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provisions  of  the  said  Order,  and  to  make  further 
provision  for  the  due  exercise  of  Her  Majesty's 
power  and  jurisdiction  aforesaid,  and  for  the 
more  regular  and  efficient  administration  of 
justice  and  the  better  maintenance  of  order 
among  all'  classes  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  and 
of  •  persons  enjoying  Her  Majesty's  protection 
resident  in  or  resorting  to  the  dominions  of  the 
Sublime  Ottoman  Porte : 

Now,  therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by  virtue  of  the 
powers  in  this  behalf  by  The  Foreign  Jurisdic- 
tion Act  or  otherwise  in  Her  vested,  is  pleased 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council 
to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  as  follows : 

I. — Preliminary. 

1.  This  Order  shall  come  into  operation  on  the 
first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-three. 

2.  The  Order  of  the  twenty-seventh  day  of 
August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty, 
shall  be  repealed. 

This  repeal  shall  not  affect  the  past  operation 
of  that  Order,  or  any  appointment  made  or  thing 
done  under  it. 

Pending  proceedings  shall  be  regulated  by  this 
Order  as  far  as  the  nature  and  circumstance  of 
each  case  admit. 

3.  In  this  Order — 

the  term  "  the  Ottoman  dominions"  means 
the  dominions  of  the  Sublime  Ottoman 
Porte; 

the  term  "month"  means  calendar  month; 

words  importing  the  plural  or  the  singular 
may  be  construed  as  referring  to  one 
person  or  thing,  or  more  than  one 
person  or  thing,  and  words  importing 
the  masculine  as  referring  to  females 
(as  the  case  may  require). 
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4.  The  provisions  of  this  Order  relating  to 
British  subjects  apply  to  all  subjects  of  Her 
Majesty,  whether  by  birth  or  by  naturalization, 
and  also  to  all  persons  enjoying  Her  Majesty's 
protection  in  the  Ottoman  dominions. 

The  provisions  of  this  Order  relating  to  British 
subjects  shall  also,  until  it  is  otherwise  ordered, 
extend  to  subjects  of  the  United  States  of  the 
Ionian  Islands,  resident  in  or  resorting  to  the 
Ottoman  dominions,  except  in  the  following  par- 
ticulars:— 

(1.)  So  far  as  those  provisions  relate  to  trial 
in  civil  cases  with  a  jury  (with  respect 
to  which  Ionian  subjects  shall  be  in  the 
same  position  as  foreigners),  or  to  the 
serving  on  juries  in  civil  cases : 
(2.)  So  far  as  those  provisions  confer  or 
relate  to  the  power  of  imposing  punish* 
ment  of  an  amount  greater  than  that 
which  can  now  be  lawfully  awarded  in 
the  case  of   an  Ionian  subject  by  a 
Consular  Officer  of  Her  Majesty  in  the 
Ottoman  dominions : 
(3.)  So  far  as  those  provisions  confer  or 
relate  to  the  power  of  deporting  from 
the  Ottoman  dominions. 
The  provisions  of  this  Order  relating  to  British 
vessels  extend  to  vessels  navigating  under  the 
national  commercial  flag  of  the  United  States  of 
the  Ionian  Islands. 

The  provisions  of  this  Order  relating  to 
foreigners  apply  to  subjects  of  the  Sublime 
Ottoman  Porte  and  subjects  or  citizens  of  any 
other  Power  or  State  (not  being  enemies  of  Her 
Majesty). 

II.  General  Provisions  respecting  Her 
Majesty's  Jurisdiction. 

5.  All  Her  Majesty's  jurisdiction  exercisable 
in  the  Ottoman  dominions  for  the  judicial  hearing 
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and  determination  of  matters  in  difference  be- 
tween British  subjects,  or  between  British 
subjects  and  foreigners,— or  for  the  administra- 
tion or  control  of  the  property  or  persons  of 
British  subjects, — or  for  the  repression  or  punish- 
ment of  crimes  or  offences  committed  by  British 
subjects, — or  for  the  maintenance  of  order  among 
British  subjects, — shall  be  exercised  under  and 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order,  and 
not  otherwise. 

6.  Subject  to  the  other  provisions  of  this 
Order,  the  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction  aforesaid 
shall,  as  far  as  circumstances  admit,  be  exercised 
upon  the  principles  of  and  in  conformity  with  the 
Common  Law,  the  Rules  of  Equity,  the  Statute 
Law,  and  other  Law,  for  the  time  being  in  force 
in  and  for  England,  and  with  the  powers  vested 
in  and  pursuant  to  the  course  of  procedure  and 
practice  observed  by  and  before  Courts  of  Justice 
and  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  England,  according 
to  their  respective  jurisdictions  and  authorities. 

7.  Nothing  in  this  Order  shall  be  deemed  to' 
deprive  Her  Majesty's  Consular  Officers  of  the 
right  to  observe  and  to  enforce  the  observance  of 
any  reasonable  custom  obtaining  within  the 
Ottoman  dominions  or  to  deprive  any  person  of 
the  benefit  thereof,  except  where  this  Order  con- 
tains some  express  and  specific  provision  incom- 
patible with  the  observance  of  such  custom. 

8.  Except  as  to  offences  against  the  Capitula- 
tions, Articles  of  Peace,  and  Treaties  between 
Her  Majesty  and  the  Sublime  Ottoman  Porte,  or 
against  any  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
observance  thereof  or  for  the  maintenance  of 
order  among  British  subjects  in  the  Ottoman 
dominions  made  by  or  under  the  authority  of  Her 
Majesty,  or  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Order,  or  any  Rule  made  under  it, — 

No  act  done  by  a  British  subject  in  the  Otto- 
man dominions  or  on  board  a  British  vessel  within 
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those  dominions,  which  would  not  by  a  Court  or 
Justice  having  criminal  jurisdiction  in  England 
be  deemed  a  crime  or  offence  rendering  the  person 
doing  such  act  amenable  to  punishment  in 
England,  shall,  in  the  exercise  of  criminal  juris- 
diction under  this  Order,  be  deemed  a  crime  or 
offence  rendering  the  person  doing  such  act 
amenable  to  punishment. 

HL — Constitution  op  Heb  Majesty's  Consulab 

Coubts. 

1. — The  Supreme  Consulab  Coukt  at 
Constantinople. 

9.  There  shall  be  a  Court  styled  "  Her  Britannic 
Majesty's  Supreme  Consular  Court  for  the  Do- 
minions of  the  Sublime  Ottoman  Porte/' 

10.  The  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  hold  its 
ordinary  sittings  at  Constantinople ;  but  may,  on 
emergency,  sit  at  any  other  place  within  the  dis- 
trict of  the  Consulate-General  of  Constantinople, 
and  may  at  any  time  hold  its  ordinary  sittings 
at  any  such  place  within  the  Ottoman  dominions 
as  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State  may  approve. 

11.  There  shall  be  one  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Consular  Court. 

He  shall  be  appointed  by  Her  Majesty  by  war- 
rant under  Her  Royal  sign  manual. 

He  shall  be,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  a 
member  of  the  Bar  of  England,  Scotland,  or  Ire- 
land, of  not  less  than  seven  years'  standing,  or  a 
subject  of  Her  Majesty  (by  birth  or  naturaliza- 
tion) who  shall  have  filled  the  office  of  Legal 
Vice-Consul  in  the  Ottoman  dominions  or  the 
office  of  Law  Secretary  to  the  Supreme  Consular 
Court. 

He  shall  hold  by  special  commission  from  Her 
Majesty  the  appointment  of  Vice-Consul,  but

shall  have  rank  and  precedence  as  if  he  held  the 
appointment  of  Consul-General. 

He  may,  in  case  of  his  absence  from  the  dis- 
trict of  the  Consulate-General  of  Constantinople, 
either  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  with  per- 
mission of  one  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries 
of  State,  or  in  case  of  illness,  appoint,  by  writing 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  a  fit  person  to  be  his 
Deputy,  who  shall  have  all  the  power  and  autho- 
rity of  Judge. 

During  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Judge,  or  on 
emergency,  a  fit  person,  approved  by  one  of  Her 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  may 
temporarily  be  and  act  as  Acting  Judge,  with 
all  the  power  and  authority  of  Judge. 

12.  There  shall  be  attached  to  the  Court — 
(1.)  One  Legal  Vice-Consul:

(3.)  So  many  officers  and  clerks  as  one  of 
Her  Majesty's  Secretaries  of  State  may 
from  time  to  time  think  fit. 
One  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State  may  from  time  to  time  temporarily  attach 
to  the  Court  such  persons  holding  appointments 
as  Consuls  or  Vice-Consuls  as  he  may  think  fit. 

13.  The  legal  Vice-Consul  and  the  Law  Secre- 
tary shall  be  appointed  by  Her  Majesty. 

They  shall  respectively  hold  by  special  com- 
mission from  Her  Majesty  the  appointment  of 
Vice-Consul;  but  the  Legal  Vice-Consul  shall 
always  have  rank  and  precedence  above  the  Law 
Secretary. 

The  Legal  Vice-Consul  shall  act  as  Registrar 
of  the  Court. 

The  Law  Secretary  shall  discharge  such  duties 
in  connexion  with  the  conduct  of  criminal  pro- 
secutions as  the  Judge  may  from  time  to  time 
direct. 

The   Legal  Vice-Consul  shall  hear  and  de- 
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termine  iii  a  summary  way  such  criminal  charges 
as  may  under  this  Order  be  properly  so  heard 
and  determined,  and  as  may  be  specially  referred 
to  him  by  the  Judge. 

The  Law  Secretary  shall  hear  and  determine 
in  a  summary  way  such  criminal  charges  as  may 
under  this  Order  be  properly  so  heard  and  de- 
termined, and  as  the  Judge  may  from  time  to 
time  think  necessary  for  the  despatch  of  urgent 
business  to  refer  specially  to  him. 

Where  a  suit  or  proceeding  of  a  civil  nature, 
originally  instituted  in  the  Supreme  Consular 
Court,  relates  to  money,  goods,  or  other  property, 
or  any  civil  right  or  other  matter  at  issue  of  a 
less  amount  or  value  than  one  hundred  pounds 
sterling,  or  is  instituted  for  the  recovery  of 
damages  of  a  less  amount  than  one  hundred 
pounds  sterling,  the  Judge  may  refer  such  suit 
"r  proceeding  specially  to  the  Legal  Vice-Consul 
to  be  heard  and  determined  by  him,  or  if  it  ap- 
pears to  the  Judge  necessary  for  the  despatch 
of  urgent  business  he  may  refer  such  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding specially  to  the  Law  Secretary  to  be 
heard  and  determined  by  him ;  but  in  all  such 
cases  an  appeal  shall  lie  as  of  course  to  the 
Judge. 

In  case  of  the  absence  or  illness  of  the  Legal 
Vice-Consul  or  Law  Secretary,  or  during  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Legal  Vice-Consul  or  Law 
Secretory,  or  during  the  temporary  employment 
of  the  Legal  Vice-Consul  or  Law  Secretary  in 
any  other  capacity,  the  Judge  may,  by  writing 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  appoint  the  Law  Secre- 
tary to  act  temporarily  as  Legal  Vice-Consul  (if 
the  case  so  requires),  or  any  fit  person  approved 
by  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State  to  act  temporarily  as  Legal  Vice-Consul 
or  as  Law  Secretary  (as  the  case  may  require). 
The  Law  Secretary  or  other  person  so  appointed 
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shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  Legal 
Vice-Consul  or  of  Law  Secretary  (as  the  case 
may  be). 

Every  Consul  or  Vice-Consul  temporarily  at- 
tached to  the  Court  under  Article  12  shall  dis- 
charge such  duties  in  connexion  with  the  Court 
as  the  Judge  may  from  time  to  time,  with  the 
approval  of  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State,  direct;  and  for  that  pur- 
pose  shall  have  the  like  power  and  authority  as 
the  Legal  Vice-Consul. 

II. — The  Provisional  Consular  Courts. 

14.  Each  of  Her  Majesty's  Consuls-General, 
Consuls,  and  Vicc-Consms  (holding  a  commission 
as  such  from  Her  Majesty),  resident  in  the 
Ottoman  dominions  (with  the  exception  of  Her 
Majesty's  Consul-General  at  Constantinople,  and 
with  such  other  exceptions  as  one  of  Her 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State  may  at 
any  time  think  fit  to  make),  or  any  person  acting 
temporarily,  with  the  approval  of  one  of  Her 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  as  such 
a  Consul-General,  Consul,  or  Vice-Consul,  shall, 
for  and  in  his  own  Consular  district,  hold  and 
form  a  Court  styled  "Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
Consular  Court  at  [Smyrna,  or  as  the  case  may  be]" 
— hereinafter  called  a  Provincial  Consular  Court 

IV. — Juries.    Assessors. 

15.  Every  male  British  subject  resident  in  the 
Ottoman  dominions,— being  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  or  upwards, — being  able  to  speak  and 
read  English, — having  or  earning  a  gross  income 
at  the  rate  or  not  less  than  fifty  pounds  a  year, — 
not  having  been  attainted  of  treason  or  felony,  or 
convicted  of  any  crime  that  is  infamous  (unless 
he  has  obtained  a  free  pardon), — and  not  being 
under  outlawry, — shall  be  qualified  to  serve  on  a 
jury. 
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18.  All  persons  so  qualified  shall  be  liable  so 
to  serve,  except  the  following :_ 
Persons  in  Her  Majesty's  Diplomatic,  Con- 
sular, or  other  Civil  Service  in  actual  em- 
ployment ; 

0^,B'^erk8' keepers  of  PrisoU8'  messengers, 
and  other  persons  attached  to  or  in  the  ser- 
vice of  any  Consular  Court ; 

Officers  and  others  on  full  pay  in  Her  Majesty's 
>avy  or  Army,  or  in  actual  employment  in

vice, and  Commissioned  Officers  in  the  Naval

Advocates  and  attorneys  in  actual  practice;

toe  revision  of  the  fist. 
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The  Court  shall  hold  such  special  sitting  ac- 
cordingly, and  at  such  sitting,  or  at  some  ad- 
journment thereof  (of  which  public  notice  shall 
be  given),  shall  revise  the  list  by  striking  out 
the  name  of  any  person  appearing  to  be  not 
qualified  or  not  liable  to  serve,  and  by  inserting 
tne  name  of  any  person  omitted  and  appearing 
to  be  so  qualified  and  liable,  either  on  the  a}>- 
plication  of  the  person  omitted,  or  on  such  notice 
to  him  as  the  Court  may  direct. 

The  list  shall  be  finally  revised  and  settled  not 
later  than  the  twenty-first  day  of  April,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
and  not  later  than  the  twenty-first  day  of 
February,  in  every  subsequent  year,  and  when 
settled  shall  be  affixed  in  some  conspicuous 
place  in  the  Court,  and  be  there  exhibited  during 
not  less  than  two  months. 

Such  list,  as  settled  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  in  every 
subsequent  year  respectively,  shall  be  brought 
into  use,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-three,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  and 
in  every  subsequent  year  on  the  first  day  of 
March,  and  shall  be  used  as  the  Jury  List  of  the 
Court,  as  to  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-three  for  the  ten  months,  and  as  to 
every  subsequent  y#ar  for  the  twelve  months, 
then  next  ensuing. 

18.  Where,  in  pursuance  of  this  Order,  a  jury 
is  required,  the  Court  shall  summon  so  many  of 
the  persons  comprised  in  the  jury  list,  not  fewer 
than  fifteen,  as  may  seem  requisite. 

Any  person  failing  to  attend  according  to 
such  summons  shall  be  liable  to  such  fine  of  not 
more  than  ten  pounds  sterling,  as  the  Court 
may  impose. 

Any  such  fine  shall  not  be  levied  until  after 
the  expiration  of  fourteen  days.     The  proper 
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officer  of  the  Court  shall  forthwith  give  to  the 
person  fined  notice  in  writing  of  the  imposition 
of  the  fine,  and  require  him  within  six  days  after 
receipt  of  the  notice  to  file  an  affidavit  excusing 
his  non-attendance  (if  he  desire  to  so  do).  The 
Court  shall  consider  the  affidavit,  and  may,  if  it 
seems  proper,  remit  the  fine. 

19.  A  jury  shall  consist  of  five  jurors. 

In  civil  and  in  criminal  cases  the  like  challenges 
shall  be  allowed  as  in  England,  with  this  addition, 
that  in  civO  cases  each  party  may  challenge 
three  jurors  peremptorily. 

A  jury  shall  be  required  to  give  an  unanimous 
verdict 

Where  there  is  a  jury,  all  the  proceedings  at 
the  trial  shall  be  conducted  in  English,— evidence, 
if  given  in  any  other  language,  being  interpreted 
in  the  usual  way. 

20.  Where  a  Provincial  Consular  Court  (not 
held  before  a  resident  Legal  Vice-Consul)  pro- 
ceeds, in  pursuance  of  this  Order,  to  hear  and 
determine  any  case,  civil  or  criminal,  with  As- 
sessors, the  Court  shall  nominate  and  summon 
as  Assessors  not  less  than  two  and  not  more  than 
four  indifferent  British  subjects  of  good  repute, 
resident  in  the  district  of  the  Court. 

Where,  however,  by  reason  of  local  circum- 
stances, the  Court  is  able  to  obtain  the  presence 
of  one  fit  person  only  as  Assessor,  the  Court  may 
sit  with  him  alone  as  Assessor,  and  where  for 
like  reasons  it  is  not  able  to  obtain  the  presence 
of  any  fit  person  as  Assessor,  it  may  sit  without 
an  Assessor ;  but  in  every  such  case  the  Court 
shall  record  in  the  minutes  of  proceedings  its 
reasons  for  Bitting  with  one  Assessor  only,  or 
without  an  Assessor. 

An  Assessor  shall  not  have  voice  or  vote  in 
the  decision  of  the  Court  in  any  case,  civil  or 
criminal,  but  an  Assessor  dissenting  in  a  civil 
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case  from  any  decision  of  the  Court,  or  in  a 
criminal  case  from  any  decision  of  the  Court  or 
the  conviction  or  the  amount  of  punishment 
awarded,  may  record  in  the  minutes  of  proceed- 
ings his  dissent  and  the  grounds  thereof,  and  an 
Assessor  dissenting  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
gratis  a  certified  copy  of  the  minutes. 

V. — Jurisdiction  and  Authorities  of  the 
Consular  Courts. 

1. — In  General. 

21.  All  Her  Majesty's  jurisdiction,  civil  and 
criminal,  exerciseable  in  the  Ottoman  dominions 
shall,  for  and  within  the  district  of  the  Consulate- 
General  of  Constantinople,  be  vested  exclusively 
in  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  as  its  ordinary 
original  jurisdiction. 

22.  All  Her  Majesty's  jurisdiction,  civil  and 
criminal,  exerciseable  in  the  Ottoman  dominions 
beyond  the  district  of  the  Consulate-General  of 
Constantinople,  and  not  under  this  Order  vested 
exclusively  in  the  Supreme  Consular  Court,  shall, 
to  the  extent  and  in  the  manner  provided  by 
this  Order,  be  vested  in  the  Provincial  Consular 
Courts  each  for  and  within  its  own  district. 

28.  The  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  have, 
in  all  matters  civil  and  criminal,  an  original  juris- 
diction concurrent  with  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
several  Provincial  Consular  Courts,  such  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  to  be  exercised  subject  and  ac- 
cording to  the  other  provisions  of  this  Order. 

24.  The  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court 
may  visit,  or  appoint  the  Legal  Vice-Consul  or 
the  Law  Secretary  of  the  Supremo  Consular 
Court  to  visit,  in  a  magisterial  or  judicial 
capacity,  any  Provincial  Consular  Court,  and 
there  inquire  of,  or  hear  and  determine,  any 
case,  civil  or  criminal,  pending  in  that  Court,  or 
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arising  within  its  district,— or  may  appoint  the 
resident  Legal  Vice-Consul  of  any  Provincial 
Consular  Court  to  visit  in  like  manner  any  Pru- 
Ticial  Consular  Court  where  there  is  not  a  resident 
Legal  Vice-Consul. 

25.  A  Provincial  Consular  Court  may,  of  its 
own  motion,  or  on  the  application  of  any  person 
concerned,  report  to  the  Supreme  Consular  Court 
the  pendenry  of  any  case,  civil,  or  criminal, 
which  appears  to  the  Provincial*  Consular  Court 
fit  to  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  Supreme 
Consular  Court. 

The  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  thereupon 
direct  in  what  mode  and  where  the  case  shall  be 
heard  and  determined. 

26.  Every  Consular  Court  shall,  in  the  exercise 
of  every  part  of  its  respective  jurisdiction,  be  a 
Uoart  of  Record. 

27.  Each  Provincial  Consular  Court  shall  ex- 
ecute any  writ  or  order  issuing  from  the  Supreme 
Consular  Court,  and  take  security  from  any 
person  named  in  any  writ  or  order  for  his  appear- 
ance personally  or  by  attorney,  and  in  default  of 
such  security  being  given,  or  when  specially 
ordered  by  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  so  to  do, 
send  such  person  to  Constantinople  on  board 
one  of  Her  Majesty's  vessels  of  war,  or  if  there 
it  no  such  vessel  available,  then  on  board  any 
British  or  other  fit  vessel. 

The  order  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall 
be  sufficient  authority  to  the  commander  or 
ouster  of  such  vessel  of  war  or  other  vessel 
to  receive  and  detain  such  person,  and  cany 
him  to  and  deliver  him  up  at  Constantinople 
according  to  the  order. 

28.  The  several  Consular  Courts  shall  be  aux- 
iliary to  one  another  in  all  particulars  relative 
to  the  administration  of  justice,  civil  or  criminal. 

29.  Each  Provincial  Consular  Court  shall,  every 
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six  months,  furnish  to  the  Supreme  Consular 
Court  a  full  and  faithful  report  of  every  case, 
civil  and  criminal,  brought  before  it,  in  such 
form  as  the  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Consular 
Court  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

II. — In  Civil  Matters. 
Reconciliation  and  Arbitration. 

30.  Every  Consular  Court  and  its  officers  shall, 
as  far  as  there  is  proper  opportunity,  promote 
reconciliation,  and  encourage  and  facilitate  the 
settlement  in  an  amicable  way,  and  without 
recourse  to  litigation,  of  matters  in  difference 
between  persons  over  whom  the  Court  has  juris- 
diction. 

31..  Every  Consular  Court  may  promote  recon- 
ciliation, and  encourage  and  facilitate  the  settle* 
ment  in  an  amicable  way,  of  any  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding  pending  before  it. 

32.  A  Consular  Court  may,  with  the  consent  of 
the  parties,  refer  to  arbitration  the  final  determi- 
nation of  any  suit  or  proceeding  pending  before  it, 
or  of  all  matters  in  difference  between  the  par- 
tics,  on  such  terms  and  with  such  directions  as 
to  appointment  of  an  arbitrator  and  other  things 
as  may  seem  fit,  and  may,  if  it  thinks  fit,  take 
from  the  parties,  or  any  of  them,  security  to 
abide  by  the  result  of  the  reference. 

In  any  such  case,  the  award  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive. 

On  the  application  of  any  party,  a  decree  of 
the  Court  may  be  entered  in  conformity  with 
the  award,  and  such  decree  shall  not  be  open  to 
any  appeal  or  re-hearing  whatever. 

33.  Every  agreement  for  reference  to  arbitra- 
tion or  submission  to  arbitration,  by  consent 
between  or  by  British  subjects,  may,  on  the 
application  of  any  party,  be  made  a  rule  of  the 
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Consular  Court  having"  jurisdiction  in  the  matter 
of  the  reference  or  submission,  which  Court  shall 
thereupon  have  power  and  authority  to  enforce 
the  agreement  or  submission,  and  the  award 
made  thereunder,  and  to  control  and  regulate 
the  proceedings  before  and  after  the  award,  in 
such  manner  and  on  such  terms  as  may  be 
just. 

General  Authority  of  Courts. 

34.  The  Supreme  and  every  other  Consular 
Court  shall  be  a  Court  of  Law  and  of  Equity ; 
and  (subject  to  the  other  provisions  of  this 
Order)  shall  have  and  may  exercise  all  jurisdic- 
tion, power  and  authority,  legal,  eauitable,  or 
other,  which  any  Consul  of  Her  Majesty,  by 
custom  has  or  may  exercise  in  the  Ottoman 
dominions. 

Special  Authorities  of  Courts. 

35.  The  Supreme  and  every  other  Consular 
Court  shall  be  a  Court  of  Bankruptcy,  and  as 
such  shall,  as  far  as  circumstances  admit,  have, 
each  for  and  within  its  own  district,  with  respect 
to  British  subjects,  and  to  their  debtors  and 
creditors,  being  either  British  subjects  or  foreign- 
ers submitting  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court, 
all  such  jurisdiction  as  for  the  time  being  belongs 
to  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy  and  the  County 
Courts  in  England,  or  to  any  other  judicial 
authority  having  for  the  time  being  jurisdiction 
in  England  in  Bankruptcy. 

86.  The  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  be  a 
Court  of  Vice-Admiralty,  and  as  such  shall, 
for  and  within  the  Ottoman  dominions,  and 
for  vessels  and  persons  coming  within  those 
dominions,  have  all  such  jurisdiction  as  for  the 
time  being  belongs  to  any  Court  of  Vice-Ad- 
miralty in  any   of  Her  Majesty's  — -——*«*»• 
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abroad,  excepting  any  jurisdiction  relating  to 
prize  or  booty. 

Every  Provincial  Consular  Court  held  before  a 
resident  Legal  Yice-Consul  shall  be  a  Court  of 
Vice- Admiralty,  and  as  such  shall,  for  its  own 
district,  and  for  vessels  and  persons  coming 
within  that  district  have  the  like  jurisdiction. 

37.  The  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall,  as  far 
as  circumstances  admit,  have  in  itself  exclusively, 
for  and  within  the  dominions  of  the  Sublime 
Ottoman  Porte,  with  respect  to  British  subjects, 
all  such  jurisdiction  relative  to  the  custody  and 
management  of  the  persons  and  estates  of  per- 
sons of  unsound  mind,  as  for  the  time  being 
belongs  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  or  other  person 
or  persons  in  England,  intrusted  by  virtue  of 
Her  Majesty's  sign  manual,  with  the  care  and 
commitment  of  the  custody  of  the  persons  and 
estates  of  persons  found  by  inquisition  in 
England,  idiotic,  lunatic,  or  of  unsound  mind. 

38.  The  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  be  a 
Court  for  Matrimonial  Causes,  and  as  such  shall, 
as  far  as  circumstances  admit,  have  in  itself  ex- 
clusively, for  and  within  the  Ottoman  dominions, 
with  respect  to  British  subjects,  all  such  juris- 
diction, except  the  jurisdiction  relative  to  disso- 
lution or  nullity  or  jactitation  of  marriage,  as 
for  the  time,  being  belongs  to  the  Court  for 
Divorce  and  Matrimonial  Causes  in  England. 

39.  The  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  be  a 
Court  of  Probate,  and  as  such  Bhall,  as  far  as 
circumstances  admit,  have,  for  and  within  the 
Ottoman  dominions,  with  rodpect  to  the  property 
of  British  subjects,  having  at  the  time  of  death 
their  fixed  places  of  abode  within  those  do- 
minions, all  such  jurisdiction,  as  for  the  time 
being  belongs  to  Her  Majesty's  Court  of  Probate 
in  England. 

A  Provincial  Consular  Court  shall,  however. 
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also  have  power  to-  grant  probate  or  administra- 
tion where  there  is  no  contention  respecting  the 
right  to  the  grant,  and  it  is  proved  on  oath  that 
the  deceased  had  at  the  time  of  his  death  his 
fixed  place  of  abode  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  particular  Court. 

Probate  or  administration  granted  by  a  Pro- 
vincial Consular  Court  shall  have  effect  over  all 
the  property  of  the  deceased  within  the  Ottoman 
dominions,  and  shall  effectually  discharge  per- 
sons dealing  with  an  executor  or  administrator 
thereunder,  notwithstanding  any  defect  may 
afterwards  appear  in  the  grant.  Such  a  grant 
fliaU  not  be  impeachable  ty  reason  only  that  the 
deceased  had  not  at  the  time  of  his  death  his 
fixed  place  of  abode,  within  the  particular  juris- 
diction. 

From  the  death  of  a  British  subject,  having  at 
the  time  of  death  his  fixed  place  of  abode  within 
the  Ottoman  dominions,  intestate,  until  adminis- 
tration granted,  his  personal  property  within 
those  dominions,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Judge  of 
the  Supreme  Consular  Court,  as  the  personal 
property  of  an  intestate  in  England,  is  vested 
in  the  Judge  of  Her  Majesty's  Court  of  Probate 
there. 

If  any  person,  other  than  one  of  Her  Majesty's 
f oiwular  Officers,  takes  possession  of,  and  in  any 
manner  administers  any  part  of  the  personal 
property  of  any  person  deceased,  without  obtain- 
ing probate  or  administration  within  three 
months  after  the  death  of  the  deceased,  or  within 
one  month  after  the*  termination  of  any  suit  or 
dispute  respecting  probate  or  administration  (if 
there  is  any  .such  which  is  not  ended  within  two 
months  after  the  death  of  the  deceased),  he  shall 
be  liable  to  such  penalty  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  pounds  sterling,  as  the  Court  having 
jurisdiction  in  the  matter  of  the  property  of  the 
deceased  may  think  fit  to  impose. 
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Tbial  with  a  Jury. 

40.  Where  a  suit  instituted  in  the  Supreme 
Consular  Court,  or  in  a  Provincial  Consular  Court 
held  before  a  resident  Legal  Vice-Consul,  relates 
to  money,  goods,  or  other  property,  or  any  civil 
right  or  other  matter  at  issue,  of  the  amount  or 
value  of  fifty  pounds  sterling  or  upwards, — or  is 
brought  for  recovery  of  damages,  of  the  amount 
of  fifty  pounds  sterling  or  upwards, — the  suit 
shall,  on  the  demand  of  either  party,  be  tried 
with  a  jury. 

In  any  case  (except  where,  according  to  the 
Rules  of  the  Court,  the  suit  is  to  be  heard  and 
determined  in  a  summary  way)  a  suit  so  insti- 
tuted may  be  tried  with  a  jury,  if  the  Court,  of 
its  own  motion,  or  on  the  application  of  either 
party,  thinks  fit  so  to  order. 

One  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State  may,  by  order  under  his  hand,  extend  the 

S resent  provision  to  any  Provincial  Consulate 
ourt  not  held  before  a  resident  Legal  Vice-Con- 
sul, where  it  appears  to  him  a  sufficient  jury  list 
can  be  obtained. 

Trial  with  Assessors. 

41.  Where  a  suit  instituted  in  a  Provincial 
Consular  Court  not  held  before  a  resident  Legal 
Vice-Consul,  relates  to  money,  goods,  or  other 
property,  of  a  less  amount  or  value  than  three 
hundred  pounds  sterling,  or  does  not  relate  to, 
or  involve,  directly  or  indirectly,  a  question 
respecting  any  civil  right  or  other  matter  at 
issue,  of  the  amount  or  value  of  three  hundred 
pounds  sterling,  or  upwards,— or  is  brought  for 
recovery  of  damages  of  a  less  amount  than  three 
hundred  pounds  sterling,— the  Court  may  hear 
and  determine  the  case  without  Assessors. 

In  all  other  cases  the  Court  shall  hear  and 
determine  the  case  with  Assessors. 
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III.— In  Criminal  Matters. 

42.  Every  Consular  Court  shall  have  authority 
to  cause  to  be  apprehended  and  brought  before 
it.  any  British  subject  being  within  the  district 
<>f  the  Court,  and  charged  with  having  com* 
mitied  a  crime  or  offence  within  the  Ottoman 
dominions,  or  on  board  a  British  vessel  within 
those  dominions,  and  to  deal  with  the  accused 
according  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court,  and  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Order ;  or 
▼here  the  crime  or  offence  is  triable,  and  is  to 
be  tried  in  England,  to  take  the  preliminary 
examination,  and  to  commit  the  accused  for 
trial,  and  cause  or  allow  him  to  be  taken  to 
England. 

43.  Where  a  person  charged  with  a  crime  or 
offence  escapes  or  removes  from  the  Consular 
district  within  which  the  crime  or  offence  was 
committed  and  is  found  within  another  Consular 
district,  the  Consular  Court  within  the  district  of 
▼mch  he  is  found  may  proceed  in  the  case  to 
examination,  trial,  and  punishment,  or  in  a  sum- 
mary way  (as  the  case  may  require),  in  the  same 
maimer  as  if  the  crime  or  offence  had  been  com- 
mitted m  its  own  district;  or  may,  on  the 
requisition  or  with  the  consent  of  the  Court  of 
the  district  within  which  the  crime  or  offence 
▼as  committed,  send  him  in  custody  to  that 
Court,  or  require  him  to  give  security  for 
his  surrender  to  that  Court,  there  to  answer 
the  charge  and  be  dealt  with  according  »to 
law. 

Where  any  person  is  to  be  so  sent  in  custody 
*  warrant  shall  be  issued  by  the  Court  within 
•  the  district  of  which  he  is  found,  and  such 
warrant  shall  be  sufficient  authority  to  any 
person  to  whom  it  is  directed  to  receive  and 
detain  the  person  therein  named,  and  carry  him 
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to  and  deliver  him  up  to  the  Court  of  the  district 
within  which  the  crime  or  offence  was  committed, 
according  to  the  warrant. 

44.  Where  a  warrant  or  order  of  arrest    is 
issued  by  a  competent  authority  in  Malta  for  the 
apprehension  of  a  British  subject,  a  nativo  of 
Malta,  or  of  any  of  its  dependencies,  who  is 
accused  of  having  committed  a  crime  or  offence 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  authority  issuing 
the  warrant  or  order,  and  who  is,  or  is  supposed 
to  be,  in  the  Ottoman  dominions,  and  the  warrant 
or  order  is  produced  to  a  Consular  Court,  the 
Court  may  back  the  warrant  or  order,  and  the 
same,    when    so    backed,    shall    be    sufficient 
authority  to  any  person  to  whom  the  warrant 
or  order  was  originally  directed,  and  also  to  any 
constable  or  other  officer  of  the  Court  by  which 
it  is  backed,  to  apprehend  the  accused  at  any 
place  in  the  Ottoman  dominions  where  the  Court 
by  which  the  warrant  or  order,  is  backed  has 
jurisdiction,  and  to  carry  him  to  and  deliver  him 
up  at  Malta,  according  to  the  warrant  or  order. 

45.  Malta  shall  be  (under  the  Foreign  Juris- 
diction Act,  section  iv.)  the  British  Colony  to 
which  any  person  may  be  sent  for  trial  who  is 
charged  with  the  commission  of  any  crime  or 
offence  the  cognizance  whereof  appertains  to  a 
Consular  Court  in  the  Ottoman  dominions,  where 
it  is  expedient  that' the  crime  or  offence  should 
be  inquired  of,  tried,  determined,  and  punished 
within  Her  Majesty's  dominions. 

The  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court 
may,  where  it  appears  bo  expedient,  by  warrant 
under  his  hand  and  seal  and  the  seal  of  the 
Supreme  Consular  Court,  cause  the  accused  to 
be  sent  for  trial  to  Malta  accordingly.  f 

Such  warrant  shall  be  sufficient  authority  to 
any  person  to  whom  it  is  directed  to  receive  and 
detain  the  i*non  therein  named)  and  carry  him 
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to  and  deliver  him  up  at  Malta,  according  to  the 
warrant. 

Where  any  person  is  to  be  so  sent  to  Malta, 
the  Consular  Court  before  which  he  is  charged 
shall  take  the  preliminary  examination,  and  shall 
bind  over  such  of  the  proper  witnesses  as  may 
be  British  subjects  in  their  own  recognizances  to 
appear  and  give  evidence  on  the  trial. 

46.  A  Consular  Court  may  promote  recon- 
ciliation and  encourage  and  facilitate  the  settle* 
meat  in  au  amicable  way  of  proceedings  for 
assault  or  any  other  offence  not  amounting  to 
felony  and  being  of  a  private  or  personal 
character,  on  terms  of  payment  of  compensation 
or  other  terms  that  may  seem  reasonable  or 
expedient,  and  may  thereupon  order  the  pro- 
ceedings to  be  stayed. 

47.  All  crimes  which  in  England  are  capital 
shall  be  tried  by  the  Judge  .of  the  Supreme 
Consular  Court  with  a  jury* 

Other  crimes  and  oftences  above  the  degree  of 
misdemeanour,  tried  before  the  judge  or  any 
Officer  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court,  and  not 
heard  and  determined  in  a  summary  way,  shall 
be  tried  with  a  jury. 

Any  crime  or  ou'encc  tried  before  the  Judge 
f»r  any  Officer  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court 
may  be  tried  with  a  jury  where  the  Judge  or 
other  Officer  so  directs. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  such 
classes  of  criminal  cases  within  the  original 
jurisdiction  (ordinary  or  concurrent)  of  the 
Snpreme  Consular  Court  as  the  Judge,  having 
regard  to  the  law  and  practice  existing  in 
England,  may  from  time  to  time  direct,  shall 
,be  heard  and  determined  in  a  summary  way. 

48.  The  Supreme  Consular  Court  may  impose 
the  punishment  of  imprisonment  for  any  term 
*°t  exceeding  twenty  years,  with  or  without 
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hard  labour,   and  with  or  without  a  fine  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  pounds  sterling:,  or  the 

Eunishment  of  a  fine  alone  not  exceeding  five 
undrcd  pounds  sterling. 

49.  Where  any  person  is  convicted  of  murder, 
the  proper  officer  of  the  Court,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Judge,  shall,  in  open  court,  require 
the  offender  to  state  if  he  has  anything  to  say 
why  judgment  of  death  should  not  be  recorded 
against  him.  If  such  offender  does  not  allege 
anything  that  would  be  sufficient  in  law  to  pre- 
vent such  judgment  if  the  offence  had  been 
committed  and  the  trial  had  been  had  in  England, 
the  Court  may  order  such  judgment  to  be  entered 
on  record. 

Thereupon  the  proper  officer  shall  enter  judg- 
ment of  death  on  record  against  such  offender, 
as  if  judgment  of  death  had  been  actually 
pronounced  against  him  in  open  court  by  the 
Court. 

The  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court 
shall  forthwith  send  a  report  of  every  such 
judgment,  with  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  pro- 
ceedings and  notes  of  evidence  and  any  obser- 
vations he  may  think  fit  to  make,  to  one  of  Her 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  for  his 
direction  as  to  the  punishment  to  be  actually 
imposed,  such  actual  punishment  not  to  exceed 
the  measure  of  imprisonment  and  fine  mentioned 
in  Article  48. 

50.  Where  a  Provincial  Consular  Court  is  held 
before  a  resident  Legal  Vice-Consul,  crimes  and 
offences  above  the  degree  of  misdemeanour, 
tried  before  the  Court,  and  not  heard  and 
determined  in  a  summary  way,  shall  be  tried 
with  a  jury. 

Any  crime  or  offence  may  be  tried  with  a  jury 
where  the  Court  so  directs. 
Subject    to   the    foregoing  provisions,    such 
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classes  of  criminal  cases  as  the  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Consular  Court,  with  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  the  resident  Legal  Vice-Consul, 
having  regard  to  the  law  and  practice  existing 
in  England,  may  from  time  to  time  direct,  shall 
be  heard  and  determined  in  a  summary  way. 

51.  A  Provincial  Consular  Court  held  before  a 
resident  Legal  Vice-Consul  may  impose  the 
punishment  of  imprisonment  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  two  years,  with  or  without  hard 
labour,  and  with  or  without  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  pounds  sterling,  or  the  punishment 
of  a  fine  alone  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds 
sterling. 

52.  Where  the  crime  or  offence  with  which  any 
person  is  charged  before  a  Provincial  Consular 
Court,  not  held  before  a  resident  Legal  Vice- 
Consul,  is  any  crime  or  offence  other  than  assault 
endangering  life,  cutting,  maiming,  arson,  or 
housebreaking,  and  appears  to  the  Court  to  *  be 
such  that,  if  proved,  it  would  be  adequately 
washed  by  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard 
labour,  for  not  more  than  three  months,  or  by  a 
hue  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  pounds  sterling, 
the  Court  shall  hear  and  determine  the  case  in  a 
summary  way  and  without  Assessors. 

In  other  cases  the  Court  shall  hear  and 
determine  the  case  on  indictment  and  with 
Assessors. 

53.  A  Provincial  Consular  Court  not  held 
before  a  resident  Legal  Vice-Consul  may  impose 
the  punishment  of  imprisonment  for  any  term 
not  exceeding  twelve  months,  with  or  without 
hard  labour,  and  with  or  without  a  fine  of  fifty 
pounds  sterling,  or  the  punishment  of  a  fine  alone 
not  exceeding  fifty  pounds  sterling. 

54.  Where  the  crime  or  offence  with  which 
any  person  is  *  charged  before  a  Provincial 
Consular  Court  appears  to  the  Court  to  be  such 
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that,  if  proved,  it  would  not  be  adequately 
punished  by  such  punishment  as  the  Court  has 
power  to  impose,  and  the  accused  is  not  to  be 
sent  for  trial  to  England  or  Malta,  the  Court 
shall  reserve  the  case  to  be  heard  and  deter- 
mined by  or  under  the  special  authority  of  the 
Supreme  Consular  Court. 

The  Provincial  Consular  Court  shall  take  the 
depositions,  and  forthwith  send  them,  with  a 
minute  of  other  evidence,  if  any,  and  a  report  on 
the  case,  to  the  Supreme  Consular  Court. 

The  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  direct  in 
what  mode  and  where  the  case  shall  be  heard 
and  determined. 

55.  The  Supreme  and  every  other  Consular 
Court  in  imposing  punishments  shall  have  regard, 
as  far  as  circumstances  admit,  and  subject  to  the 
other  provisions  of  this  Order,  to  the  punish- 
ments imposed  by  the  law  of  England  in  like 
cases. 

56.  A  Consular  Court  may  order  any  person 
convicted  before  it  of  any  crime  or  offence  to 
pay  all  or  any  part  of  the  expenses  of  his  trial 
and  imprisonment  or  other  punishment. 

Where  it  appears  to  the  Court  that  a  charge 
is  malicious,  or  frivolous  and  vexatious,  the 
Court  may  order  all  or  any  part  Of  the  expenses 
of  the  prosecution  to  be  paid  by  the  prosecutor. 

57.  Where  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
render  it  just  or  expedient,  the  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Consular  Court  may  report  to  one  of 
Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State 
recommending  a  mitigation  or  remission  of  any 
punishment  awarded  by  the  Supreme  or  any 
other  Consular  Court;  and  on  such  recom- 
mendation any  such  punishment  may  be  mitigated 
or  remitted. 

But  no  such  recommendation  shall  be  made 
with  respect  to  any  punishment  awarded  by  a 
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Provincial  Consular  Court,  except  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  that  Court,  or  on  the  dissent 
of  the  Assessors  or  Assessor,  if  any,  from  the 
conviction  or  from  the  amount  of  punishment 
awarded. 

58.  The  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court 
may,  where  it  seems  expedient,  by  warrant 
under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  Supreme 
Consular  Court,  cause  any  offender  convicted 
before  any  Consular  Court  and  sentenced  to 
imprisonment,  to  be  sent  to  and  imprisoned  at 
any  such  place  in  the  Ottoman  dominions,  as 
one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State  may,  from  time  to  time,  approve. 

Such  warrant  shall  be  sufficient  authority  to 
any  person  to  whom  it  is  directed,  te  receive 
and  detain  the  person  therein  named  and  carry 
him  to  and  deliver  him  up  at  such  place, 
according  to  the  warrant. 

59.  Malta  shall  be  (under  the  Foreign  Juris- 
diction Act,  section  v.)  the  British  Colony  to 
which  any  offender  sentenced  to  suffer  imprison- 
ment in  respect  of  any  crime  or  offence  of  which 
he  is  convicted  before  any  Consular  Court  may 
be  sent,  where  it  is  expedient  that  the  sen- 
tence passed  in  the  Ottoman  dominions  should 
be  carried  into  effect   within   Her   Majesty's 


The  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court 
may,  where  it  appears  so  expedient,  by  warrant 
under  his  hand  and  seal  and  the  seal  of  the 
Supreme  Consular  Court,  cause  such  offender  to 
be  sent  to  Malta,  in  order  that  the  sentence 
passed  upon  him  may  be  there  carried  into  effect 
accordingly. 

Such  warrant  shall  be  sufficient  authority  to 
any  person  to  whom  it  is  directed  to  receive  and 
detain  the  person  therein  named  and  carry  him 
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to  and  deliver  him  up  at  Malta,  according  to  the 
warrant. 

60.  The  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  forth- 
with send  to  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State  a  report  of  the  sentence 
passed  by  the  Judge  or  any  Officer  of  the  Court 
in  every  case  not  heard  and  determined  in  a 
summary  way,  with  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of 
proceedings  and  notes  of  evidence  and  any  ob- 

.  servations  the  Court  may  think  fit  to  make. 

Every  Provincial  Consular  Court  shall  forth- 
with send  to  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  a 
report  of  the  sentence  passed  by  it  in  every  case 
not  heard  and  determined  in  a  summary  way, 
with  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  proceedings  and 
notes  of  evidence  and  any  observations  the 
Court  may  think  fit  to  make.  The  Supreme 
Consular  Court  shall  forthwith  transmit  the 
same,  with  any  observations  the  Court  may 
think  fit  to  make,  to  one  of  Her  Majesty's 
Principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

VI.— Deportation  of  Offenders. 

61.  (i.)  Where  it  is  shown  on  oath,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  a  Consular  Court,  that  there  is 
reasonable  ground  to  apprehend  that  any  British 
subject  in  the  Ottoman  dominions  is  about  to 
commit  a  breach  of  the  public  peace,— or  that 
the  acts  or  conduct  of  any  such  British  subject 
are  or  is  likely  to  produce  or  excite  to  a  breach 
of  the  public  peace, — the  Court  may  cause  him 
to  be  brought  before  it  and  require  him  to  give 
security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court,  to  keep 
the  peace,  or  for  his  future  good  behaviour,  as 
the  case  may  require  : 

(ii.)  Where  any  British  subject  is  convicted 
of  any  crime  or  offence  before  a  Consular  Court, 
or  before  a  Court  in  the  sentence  of  which  one 
of  Her  Majesty's  Consular  Officers  concurs,  the 
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ConsnJar  Court  for  the  district  in  which  he  hap- 
pens to  be  may  require  him  to  give  security  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  for  his  future  good 
behaviour. 

In  either  of  these  cases,  if  the  person  required 
to  give  security  fails  to  do  so,  the  Court  may 
order  that  he  be  deported  from  the  Ottoman 
dominions  to  such  place  as  the  Court  may  direct. 
The  Court  shall  not,  however,  without  the 
consent  of  the  person  to  be  deported,  direct  the 
deportation  of  a  native  of  Malta  or  any  of  its 
dependencies  to  any  place  other  than  Malta, — 
or  of  a  native  of  Gibraltar  to  any  place  other 
than  Gibraltar, — or  of  a  native  of  any  part  of 
Her  Majesty's  dominions  other  than  Malta,  its 
dependencies,  or  Gibraltar,  to  any  place  other 
than  England. 

A  Provincial  Consular  Court  shall  forthwith 
report  to  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  any  order 
of  deportation  made  by  it,  and  the  grounds 
thereof.  The  Supreme  Consular  Court  may  re- 
verse the  order,  or  may  confirm  it  with  or  with- 
out variation,  and  in  case  of  confirmation,  shall 
direct  it  to  be  carried  into  effect. 

The  person  to  be  deported  shall  be  detained 
in  custody  until  a  fit  opportunity  for  his  depor- 
tation OCCUTB. 

He  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable,  (and 
in  the  case  of  a  person  convicted,  either  after 
execution  of  the  sentence  or  while  it  is  in  course 
of  execution,)  be  embarked  in  custody,  under  the 
warrant  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  on  board 
one  of  Her  Majesty's  vessels  of  war,  or,  if  there 
is  no  such  vessel  available  then  on  board  any 
British  or  other  fit  vessel  bound  to  the  place  of 
deportation. 

The  warrant  of  the  Court  shall  be  sufficient 
authority  to  the  commander  or  master  of  such 
vessel  of  war,  or  other  vessel,  to  receive  and 
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detain  the  person  to  be  deported  and  carry  turn 
to  and  deliver  him  up  at  the  place  of  deportation, 
according  to  the  warrant. 

The  Supreme  or  other  Consular  Court  may 
order  the  person  to  be  deported  to  pay  all  or  any 
part  of  the  expenses  of  his  deportation.  Subject 
thereto,  the  expenses  of  deportation  shall  be 
defrayed  as  the  expenses  relating  to  distressed 
British  subjects  are  defrayed,  or  in  such  other 
manner  as  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secre- 
taries of  State  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

The  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  forthwith 
report  to  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secre- 
taries of  State  any  order  of  deportation  made  or 
confirmed  by  it  and  the  grounds  thereof,  and 
shall  also  inform  Her  Majesty's  Ambassador, 
Minister,  or  Charge  d' Affaires  at  the  Sublime 
Ottoman  Porte  of  the  same. 

If  any  person  deported  returns  to  the  Ottoman 
dominions  without  the  permission  of  one  of  Her 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State  (which 
permission  the  Secretary  of  State  may  give)  he 
shall  be  liable  on  conviction  thereof  to  punish- 
ment (in  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before  which 
he  is  convicted)  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  one  month,  with  or  without  hard  labour, 
and  with  or  without  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten 
pounds  sterling,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
twenty  pounds  sterling  alone,  and  also  to  be 
forthwith  again  deported  in  manner  hereinbefore 
provided.  . 

VII. — Registration  of  Residents  and  Others. 

62.  Every  British  subject  resident  in  the  Otto- 
man dominions, — being  of  the  ago  of  21  years  or 
upwards,— or  being  married  or  a  widower  or 
widow,  though  under  that  age, — shall,  in  the 
year  1863,  in  the  month  of  March,  and  in  every 
subsequent  year  in  the  month  of  January,  regit* 
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ter  himself  or  herself  in  a  register  to  be  kept*  at 
the  Consulate  of  the  Consular  district  within 
which  he  or  she  resides. 

Every  such  British  subject,  not  so  resident 
arriving  at  any  place  within  the  Ottoman  do- 
minions where  a  Consular  Office  is  maintained, 
unless  borne  on  the  muster-roll  of  a  British 
vessel  there  arriving,  shall,  within  one  month 
after  his  or  her  arrival,  register  himself  or  her- 
self in  a  register  to  be  kept  at  the  Consular 
Office, — but  so  that  no  person  shall  be  required 
to  register  himself  or  herself  more  than  onoe  in 
any  year,  reckoned  from  any  1st  day  of  January. 

Every  such  British  subject  shall  on  every  such 
registration  of  himself  or  herself  pay  a  fee  of 
five  shillings. 

Any  such  British  subject  failing  so  to  register 
himself  or  herself,  and  not  excusing  his  or  her 
failure  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Consular  Officer, 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  be  recognized  or  pro- 
tected as  a  British  subject  in  the  Ottoman  do* 
minions,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  forty  shillings  for  each  instance  of  such 
failure;  in  the  case  of  a  married  woman  (not 
living  apart  from  her  husband)  such  fine  to  be 
levied  on  her  husband's  property. 

The  Consular  Officer  shall  issue  to  every  British 
subject  so  registered  a  certificate  of  registration 
under  his  hand  and  Consular  seal. 

Yin. — Deaths  of   British   Subjects   Non- 

Resident. 

6&  Where  a  British  subject,  not  having  at  the 
time  of  death  his  fixed  place  of  abode  in  the  Otto* 
man  dominions,  dies  in  those  dominions,  the  Con- 
sular Court,  within  whose  district  he  dies,  shall, 
where  the  circumstanoes  of  the  caqe  appear  to 
the  Court  so  to  require,  forthwith  on  the  death 
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of  the  deceased,  or  as  soon  after  as  may  be,  take 
possession  of  his  personal  property  within  the 
particular  jurisdiction,  or  put  it  under  the  seal  of 
the  Court  (in  either  case,  if  the  nature  of  the 
property  or  other  circumstances  so  require,  mak- 
ing an  inventory),  and  so  keep  the  property  until 
it  can  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

IX. — Offences  against  Religion. 

64.  If  any  British  subject  is  guilty  of  pub- 
licly deriding,  mocking,  or  insulting  any  religion 
established  or  observed  within  the  Ottoman  do- 
minions,— or  of  publicly  offering  any  insult  to 
any  religious  service,  feast,  or  ceremony  estab- 
lished or  kept  in  any  part  of  those  dominions,  or 
to  any  place  of  worship,  tomb,  or  sanctuary  be- 
longing to  any  such  religion,  or  to  the  ministers 
or  professors  thereof ,— or  wilfully  commits  any 
act  tending  to  bring  any  such  religion,  or  its 
ceremonies,  mode  of  worship,  or  observances 
into  hatred,  ridicule,  or  contempt,  and  thereby  to 
provoke  a  breach  of  the  public  peace, — he  shall 
be  liable  (in  the  discretion  of  the  Court)  to  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  two  years,  with 
or  without  hard  labour,  and  with  or  without  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  pounds  ster- 
ling, or  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred 
pounds  sterling  alone. 

Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Order,  every 
charge  against  a  British  subject  of  having  com- 
mitted any  such  offence  shall  be  heard  and  deter- 
mined in  a  summary  way,  and  any  Provincial 
Consular  Court  shall  have  power  to  impose  the 
punishment  aforesaid. 

Her  Majesty's  Consular  Officers  shall  take  such 
precautionary  measures  as  may  seem  to  them 
proper  and  expedient  for  the  prevention  of  such 
offences. 
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X.— Foreigners.    Foreign  Tribunal?. 

65.  Where  a  foreigner  desires  to  institute  or 
take  any  suit  or  proceeding  of  a  civil  nature 
against  a  British  subject,  or  a  British  subject 
against  a  foreigner,  the  Supreme  or  other  Con- 
snlar  Court,  according  to  its  respective  jurisdic- 
tion, shall  entertain  the  same,  and  shall  hear  and 
determine  it,  either  by  the  Judge  or  proper  Con- 
sular Officer  sitting  alone,  or,  if  all  parties  desire, 
or  the  Court  think  fit  to  direct,  a  trial  with  a 
jury,  then  by  such  Judge  or  Officer  with  a  jury, 
but  in  all  other  respects  according  to  the  ordi- 
nary course  of  the  Court : 

Provided  that  the  foreigner  first  obtains  and 

files  in  the  Court  the  consent  in  writing  of  the 

competent  local  authority  on  behalf  of  the  Sub- 

Krae  Ottoman  Porte  or  of  the  Consul  of  his  own 

nation  (as  the  case  may  be)  to  his  submitting, 

and  does  submit,  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court, 

and,  if  required,  gives  security  to  the  satisfaction 

of  the  Court,  by  deposit  or  otherwise,  to  pay 

fees,  damages,  costs,  and  expenses,  and  abide  by 

and  perform  such  decision  as  may  be  given  by 

the  Supreme  or  other  Consular  Court  originally 

or  on  appeal  (as  the  case  may  require). 

66.  Where  it  is  shown  to  a  Consular  Court 
that  the  attendance  of  a  British  subject  to  give 
evidence,  or  for  any  other  purpose  connected 
with  the  administration  of  justice,  is  required  in 
a  Court  or  before  a  judicial  officer  of  the  Sublime 
Ottoman  Porte,  or  in  a  Court  or  before  a  judicial 
officer  in  the  Ottoman  dominions  of  any  State  in 
amity  with  Iler  Majesty,  the  Consular  Court 
may,  in  cases  and  under  circumstances  which 
would  require  the  attendance  of .  such  British 
subject  before  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Consular 
Courts  in  the  Ottoman  dominions,  and  if  it  seems 
to  the  Consular  Court  just  and  expedient  so  to 
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do,  make  an  order  for  the  attendance  of  such 
British  subject  fn  such  Court  or  before  such  judi- 
cial officer  and  for  such  purpose  as  aforesaid,— 
but  so  that  a  Provincial  Consular  Court  shall  not 
have  power  to  make  an  order  for  such  attend- 
ance of  a  British  subject  at  any  place  beyond 
the  particular  jurisdiction  of  the  Court. 

Any  British  subject,  duly  served  with  such  an 
order,  and  with  reasonable  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  at  which  his  attendance  is  required,  failing" 
to  attend  accordingly,  and  not  excusing'  his 
failure  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  making 
the  order,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
one  hundred  pounds  sterling,  or  to  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  one  month,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Court. 


XL — Appeal  to  Supreme  Consular  Court. 

i. — Ix  Civil  Cases. 

67.  Where  any  decision  of  a  Provincial  C<  >n- 
snlar  Court,  sitting  with  or  without  Assessors, 
is  given  in  a  civil  case  in  respect  of  a  sum  or 
matter  at  issue  of  the  amount  or  value  of  fifty 
pounds  sterling  or  upwards, — or  determines, 
directly  or  indirectly,  any  claim  or  question 
respecting  property  or  any  civil  right,  of  the 
amount  or  value  of  fifty  pounds  sterling  or 
upwards, — any  party  aggrieved  by  the  decision 
may  apply  to  the  Provincial  Consular  Court  for 
leave  to  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Consular  Court, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  leave  on  the  terms  pre- 
scribed by  the  Rules  made  under  this  Order,  and 
subject  to  such  restrictions  and  exceptions  as 
may  be  therein  contained. 

In  any  other  case  the  Provincial  Consular 
Court  may,  if  it  seems  just  and  expedient,  give 
leave  to  appeal  on  like  terms. 
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In  any  case  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  may 
give  leave  to  appeal  on  such  terms  aa  may  seem 
just. 

n. — Ik  CrtvnML  Cases. 

68.  Where  any  person  is  convicted  otherwise 
than  in  any  summary  way  of  a  crime  or  offence, 
the  Court  or  Consular  Officer  before  whom  he  is 
tried  may  reserve  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Supreme  Consular  Court  any  question  of  law 
arising  on  the  trial. 

The  Court  or  Officer  shall  then  state  a  special 
case  setting  out  the  question  reserved,  with  the 
facts  and  circumstances  on  which  it  arose,  and 
shall  send  the  case  to  the  Supreme  Consular 
Court. 

69.  Where  any  person  is  convicted  in  a  sum- 
mary way  of  a  crime  or  offence,  and  is  dissatisfied 
with  the  conviction  as  being  erroneous  in  point 
of  law,  the  Court  or  Consular  Officer  before 
whom  he  is  tried  shall,  on  his  application,  unless 
the  application  appears  merely  frivolous,  in 
which  case  the  Court  or  Officer  may  refuse  the 
application,  state  a  special  case  setting  out  the 
facto  and  the  grounds  of  the  conviction  for  the 
opinion  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court,  and  send 
it  to  that  Court. 

70.  In  any  such  case  the  Court  or  Consular 
Officer  shall,  as  may  seem  fit,  either  postpone 
judgment  on  the  conviction,  or  respite  execution 
of  the  judgmentt  and  either  commit  the  person 
convicted  to  prison,  or  take  proper  security  for 
him  to  appear  and  receive  judgment,  or  to  render 
himself  in  execution  (as  the  case  may  require) 
at  an  appointed  time  and  place. 

71.  The  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  hear 
and  finally  determine  the  matter,  and  thereupon 
shall  reverse,  affirm,  or  amend  any  judgment 
SiTen  at  the  trial, — or  set  aside  such  judgment, 
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and  order  an  entry  to  be  made  in  the  minutes  of 
proceedings  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme 
Consular  Court  the  person  ought  not  to  have 
been  convicted,— or  arrest  the  judgment,— or 
order  judgment  to  be  given  at  a  subsequent 
sitting  of  the  Court  or  Officer  by  whom  the  case 
is  stated,— or  make  such  other  order  as  justice 
may  require, — and  shall  also  give  all  necessary 
and  proper  consequential  directions. 

72.  The  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Consular 
Court  shall  be  delivered  in  open  court  after  the 
public  hearing  of  any  argument  offered  on  behalf 
of  the  prosecution  or  of  the  person  convicted. 

73.  feefore  delivering  judgment,  the  Supreme 
Consular  Court  may,  if  necessary,  cause  the 
special  case  to  be  amended  by  the  Court  or 
Consular  Officer  by  whom  it  was  stated. 

XII. — Appeal  to  Heb  Majesty  in  Council. 

74.  Where  any  decision  of  the  Supreme  Con- 
sular Court  is  given  in  a  civil  case  in  respect  of 
a  sum  or  matter  at  issue  of  the  amount  or  value 
of  five  hundred  pounds  sterling  or  upwards, — or 
determines  directly  or  indirectly  any  claim  or 
question  respecting  property  or  any  civil  right  of 
the  amount  or  value  of  five  hundred  pounds 
sterling  or  upwards, — any  party  aggrieved  by 
the  decision  may,  within  fifteen  days  after  the 
same  is  given,  apply  by  motion  to  the  Supreme 
Consular  Court  for  leave  to  appeal  to  Her 
Majesty  in  Council, 

If  leave  to  appeal  is  applied  for  by  a  party 
adjudged  to  pay  money  or  perform  a  duty,  the 
Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  direct  either  that 
the  decision  appealed  from  be  carried  into  execu- 
tion, or  that  the  execution  thereof  be  suspended, 
pending  the  appeal,  as  the  Court  may  consider 
to  be  consistent  with  real  and  substantial 
justice. 
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If  the  Court  directs  the  decision  to  be  carried 
into  execution,  the  party  in  whose  favour  it  is 
given  shall,  before  the  execution  of  it,  give 
security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  for  the 
doe  performance  of  such  order  as  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  may  think  fit  to  make. 

If  the  Court  directs  the  execution  of  the  de- 
cision to  be  suspended  pending  the  appeal,  the 
party  against  whom  the  decision  .is  given  shall, 
before  any  order  for  suspension  of  execution, 
give  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  for 
the  due  performance  of  such  order  as  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  may  think  fit  to  make. 

In  all  cases  security  shall  also  be  given  by  the 
appellant  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  pounds 
sterling,  for  the  prosecution  of  the  appeal,  and 
for  payment  of  ail  such  costs  as  may  be  awarded 
to  any  respondent  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  or 
by  the  Lords  of  the  Judicial  Committee  of  Her 
Majesty's  Privy  Council. 

If  the  last-mentioned  security  is  given  within 
one  month  from  the  filing  of  the  motion-paper 
for  leave  to  appeal,  then,  and  not  otherwise,  the 
Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  give  leave  to 
appeal,  and  the  appellant  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
prefer  and  prosecute  his  appeal  to  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  according  to  the  rules  for  the  time 
being  in  force  respecting  appeals  to  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  from  her  colonies,  or  such  other  rules 
as  Her  Majesty  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
think  fit  to  make  concerning  appeals  from  the 
Supreme  Consular  Court. 

In  any  case  other  than  the  cases  hereinbefore 
described,  the  Supreme  Consular  Court,  if  it 
considerB  it  just  or  expedient  to  do  so,  may  give 
leave  to  appeal  on  the  terms  and  in  the  manner 
aforesaid. 

This  Order  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  Her 
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Majesty  at  any  time,  on  the  humble  petition  of 
a  party  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Consular  Court,  to  admit  his  appeal  thereon,  on 
such  terms  and  in  such  manner  as  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  may  think  fit,  and  to  deal  with  the 
decision  appealed  from  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
just. 

XIII. — Bules. 

75.  The  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court 
may,  notwithstanding  anything  herein  contained, 
at  any  time  after  the  making  of  this  Order,  and 
from  time  to  time,  frame  Bules  for  the  effectual 
execution  of  this  Order,  and  for  the  observance 
of  the  Capitulations,  Articles  of  Peace,  and 
Treaties  between  Her  Majesty  and  the  Sublime 
Ottoman  Porte,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  order 
among  British  subjects  in  the  Ottoman  dominions, 
and  may  thereby  impose  reasonable  penalties ; 
and  also  Bules  for  the  regulation  of  procedure 
and  pleading,  forms  of  writs,  and  other  pro- 
ceedings, expenses  of  witnesses  and  prose- 
cutions, costs  and  fees,  in  civil  and  criminal 
cases,  in  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  and  other 
Consular  Courts,  and  the  regulation  of  appeals 
to  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  from  the  other 
Consular  Courts. 

The  Bules  affecting  the  conduct  of  civil  suits 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  secure,  as  far  as  may 
be,  that  cases  shall  be  decided  on  their  merits 
according  to  substantial  justice  without  excessive 
regard  to  technicalities  of  pleading  or  procedure 
and  without  unnecessary  delay. 

No  Bules  shall  take  effect  unless  and  until 
approved  by  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal 
Secretaries  of  State. 

A  copy  of  the  Bules  for  the  time  being  in 
force  snail  be  exhibited  in  some  conspicuous 
place  in  each  Consular  Court  and  Consulate  in 
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the  Ottoman  dominions.  Printed  copies  shall  be 
provided  and  sold  at  such  reasonable  price  as  the 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall  from 
tone  to  time  direct. 

No  penalty  shall  be  enforced  in  any  Court  for 
the  breach  of  any  Rule  until  the  Rule  has  been 
to  exhibited  in  the  Court  for  one  month. 

Pot  the  purpose  of  convicting  any  person  com- 
mitting a  breach  of  any  Rule,  and  for  all  other 
purposes  of  law,  a  printed  copy  of  the  Rule, 
purporting  to  be  certified  under  the  hand  of  the 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court,  and  the 
seal  of  the  Court,  or  under  the  hand  and  Consular 
seal  of  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Consular  Officers, 
shall  be  taken  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  same, 
and  no  proof  of  the  handwriting  or  seal  purport* 
ing  to  certify  the  same,  shall  be  required. 

XIV. — Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

76.  In  every  case,  civil  or  criminal,  heard  in  a 
Consular  Court,  proper  minutes  of  the  proceed- 
ings shall  be  drawn  up,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
tiie  Judge  or  Consular  Officer  before  whom  the 
proceedings  are  taken,  and  sealed  with  the  seal 
of  the  Court,  and  shall,  where  Assessors  are 
present,  be  open  for  their  inspection  and  for  their 
signature,  if  concurred  in  by  them. 

The  minutes,  with  depositions  of  witnesses 
and  notes  of  evidence  taken  at  the  trial  by  the 
Judge  or  Consular  Officer,  shall  be  preserved  in 
the  public  office  of  the  Court. 

77.  In  a  civil  case  a  Consular  Court  may  order 
such  costs,  or  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  as  to 
the  Court  seem  reasonable,  to  be  paid  by  any 
party  to  the  proceeding,  or  out  of  any  fund  to 
which  the  proceeding  relates. 

78.  A  Consular  Court,  either  of  its  own 
motion,  or  in  civil  cases,  on  the  application  of 
any  party  to  any  suit  or  proceeding  or  reference, 
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may  summon  as  a  witness  any' British  subject  in 
the  Ottoman  dominions, — but  so  that  a  Pro- 
vincial Consular  Court  shall  have  power  so  to 
summon  British  subjects  in  its  own  district 
only. 

Any  British  subject,  duly  served  with  such  a 
summons,  and  with  reasonable  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  at  which  his  attendance  is 
required,  failing  to  attend  accordingly,  and  not 
excusing  Ins  failure  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Court,  shall,  over  and  above  any  other  liability 
to  which  he  may  be  subject,  be  liable  to  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  one  hundred  pounds  sterling, 
or  to  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one 
month,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

79.  In  civil  cases  a  Consular  Court  may, 
where  the  circumstances  appear  to  justify  it, 
order  that  the  expenses  of  a  witness,  on  his  ap- 
pearing to  give  evidence/  shall  be  defrayed  by 
the  parties,  or  any  of  them. 

80.  Any  person  appearing  before  a  Consular 
Court  to  give  evidence  in  any  case,  civil  or 
criminal,  may  be  examined  or  give  evidence  on 
oath  in  such  form  or  with  such  ceremony  as  he 
may  declare  to  be  binding  on  his  conscience. 

81.  Any  British  subject  wilfully  giving  false 
evidence  in  any  suit  or  proceeding,  civil  or 
criminal,  or  on  any  reference,  shall  be  liable  to 
the  penalties  attaching  to  wilful  and  corrupt 
perjury. 

82.  All  costs  and  all  charges  and  expenses  of 
witnesses,  prosecutions,  punishments,  and  de- 
portations, and  other  charges  and  expenses,  and 
all  fees,  fines,  forfeitures,  and  pecuniary  penalties 
payable  under  this  Order,  may  be  levied  by  dis- 
tress and  seizure  and  sale  of  ships,  goods,  and 
lands ;  and  no  bill  of  sale,  or  mortgage,  or  trans- 
fer of  property,  made  with  a  view  to  security  in 
regard  to  crimes  or  offences  committed,  or  to  be 
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committed,  shall  be  of  any  avail  to  defeat  the 
provisions  of  this  Order. 

83.  All  fees,  fines,  forfeitures,  and  pecuniary 
penalties  levied  under  this  Order  shall  be  carried 
to  the  public  account,  and  be  applied  in  diminu- 
tion of  the  public  expenditure  on  account  of  Her 
Majesty's  Consular  service  in  the  Ottoman 
dominions. 

84.  A  copy  of  this  Order*  shall  be  exhibited  in 
each  Consular  Court  and  Consulate  in  the  Ot- 
toman dominions.  Printed  copies  shall  be  pro- 
vided and  sold  at  such  reasonable  price  as  the 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  shall*direct. 

85.  Any  suit  or  proceeding  shall  not  be  com- 
menced in  a  Consular  Court  against  any  person 
for  anything  done  or  omitted  under  this  Order, 
or  any  Rule  made  under  it,  unless  notice  in 
writing  is  given  by  the  intending  plaintiff  or 
prosecutor  to  the  intended  defendant  one  month 
at  least  before  the  commencement  of  the  suit  or 
proceeding,  nor  unless  it  is  commenced  within 
three  months  next  after  the  act  or  omission  com- 
plained of,  or  in  case  of  a  continuation  of  damage 
within  three  months  next  after  the  doing  of  such 
damage  has  ceased. 

The  plaintiff  in  any  such  suit  shall  not  succeed 
if  tender  of  sufficient  amends  is  made  by  the  de- 
fendant before  the  commencement  thereof ;  and 
if  no  tender  is  made  the  defendant  may  by  leave 
of  the  Court  at  any  time  pay  into  Court  such 
sum  of  money  as  he  may  think  fit,  whereupon 
such  proceeding  and  order  shall  be  had  and  made 
in  and  by  the  Court  as  may  be  had  and  made  on 
the  payment  of  money  into  Court  in  an  ordinary 
suit. 

XV. — Joint  Jurisdiction. 

86.  In  any  case  in  the  decision  of  which, 
under  the  Capitulation,  Articles  of  Peace,  and 
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Treaties  with  the  Sublime  Ottoman  Porte,  any  of 
Her  Majesty's  Consuls  may  or  ought  to  concur, 
the  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Consular  Court  or  a 
Consular  Officer  exercising  jurisdiction  under 
this  Order  shall  exclusively  act  on  the  part  and 
on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty. 

And  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  Russell 
and  the  Most  Noble  the  Duke  of  Newcastle,  two 
of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State, 
and  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty, 
are  to  give  the  necessary  directions  herein  as  to 
them  may  respectively  appertain.

PRESENT, 
The  QUEEN'S  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

WHEREAS  the  rules  and  practice  observed 
for  preventing  collisions  at  sea,  which  were 
formerly  adopted  by  maritime  nations,  have 
proved  insufficient  to  satisfy  the  requirements 
of  modern  navigation ;  and  whereas  various 
alterations  in  such  rules  and  practice,  have  from 
time  to  time  been  made  by  different  nations,  but 
the  rules  so  altered  have  been  found  to  be  in 
some  cases  inconsistent  with  each  other,  and  in 
other  cases  to  have  the  force  of  municipal  law 
only;  and  whereas  in  consequence  of  communica- 
tions from  the  Government  of  the  Emperor  of  the 
French  inviting  Her  Majesty's  Government  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  making  the  said  Roles 
uniform  and  international  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
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meat  prepared  a  project  of  regulations  for  pre- 
venting collisions  at  sea  and  submitted  it  to  the 
Government  of  the  Emperor  of  the  French;  and 
the  project  so  prepared  by  Her  Majesty's  Govern*- 
meat  was  approved  bj  the  Government  of  the 
Emperor  of  the  French  with  certain  modifications, 
which  were  assented  to  by  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment; and  whereas  the  said  Regulations  so  modified 
have  been  sanctioned  by  the  "  Merchant  Shipping 
Act  Amendment  Art,  1862  "  and  are  contained  in 
Table  C  io  the  schedule  to  that  Act:  and  whereas 
by  the  said  Act  it  is  provided  that  Her  Majesty 
may  from  time  to  time  on  the  joint  reconimendw- 
noa  of  the  Admiralty  and  the  Board  of  Trade  by 
Order  in  Council  modify  any  of  the  said  regula- 
tions or  make  new  regulations  in  substitution 
therefor:  and  whdreas  certain  clerical  errors  have 
been  discovered  in  the  regulations  contained  in 
the  schedule  to  the  said  Act  and  the  A  tmiralty 
and  the  Board  of  Trade  have  jointly  recommended 
Her  Majesty  to  modify  the  laid  Regulations  for 
the  purpose  of  correcting  the  said  clerical  errors; 
sod  the  Regulations  so  modified  are  appended  to 
this  Order:  and  whereas  by  virtue  of  the  said  Act 
and  of  this  Order  the  said  Regulations  appended 
hereto  will,  so  far  as  relates  to  British  ships  and 
also  so  far  as  relates  to  Foreign  ships  when  within 
British  jurisdiction,  come  into  operation  on  the 
first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-three:  and  whereas  it  is  provided  by  the 
same  Act  that  whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  to 
Her  Majesty  that  the  Government  of  any  Foreign 
country  is  willing  that  the  Regulations  for  pre- 
venting collision  contained  in  Table  C  in  the 
schedule  to  the  said  Act,  or  such  other  regulations 
for  preventing  collision  as  are  for  the  time  being 
io  farce  under  the  said  Act  should  apply  to  the 
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ships  of  such  country  when  beyond  the  limits  of 
British  jurisdiction  Her  Majesty  may  by  Order 
in  Council  direct  that  such  Regulations  shall 
apply  to  the  ships  of  the  said  foreign  country 
whether  within  British  j  urisdiction  or  not:  and  it 
is  further  provided  by  the  said  'Act  that,  whenever 
an  Order  in  Council  has  been  issued  applying  any 
regulation  made  by  or  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act 
to  the  ships  of  any  foreign  country  such  ships  shall 
in  all  cases  arising  in  any  British  Court  be  deemed 
to  be  subject  to  such  Regulation,  and  shall  for  the 
purpose  of  such  Regulation  be  treated  as  if  they 
were  British  ships:  and  whereas  it  has  been  made 
to  appear  to  Her  Majesty  that  the  Government 
of  the  Emperor  of  the  French  is  willing  that  the 
said  Regulations  appended  to  this  Order  should 
on  and  after  the  first  day  of  June  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-three  apply  to  French 
ships  when  beyond  the  limits  of  British  jurisdic- 
diction ; 

Now  therefore  Her  Majesty  by  virtue  of  the 
power  vested  in  Her  by  the  said  recited  Act,  and  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  is  pleased 
to  direct: — 

First* — That  the  Regulations  contained  in  the 
schedule  to  the  said  Act  shall  be  modified  by  the 
substitution  for  such  Regulations  of  the  Regula- 
tions appended  to  this  Order. 

Secondly,— That  the  said  Regulations  appended 
to  this  Order  shall  on  and  after  the  said  first 
day  of  June  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-three  apply  to  French  ships  whether  within 
British  jurisdiction  or  not.

In  the  following  Rules  every  Steam 
Ship  which  i*  under  sail  and  not  under  steam  is 
to  be  considered  a  Sailing  Ship;  and  every  Steam 
Ship  which  is  under  steam,  whether  under  sail  or 
not,  is  to  be  considered  a  ship  under  steam. 

Rules  CoNCEBwmo  Lights. 
lights, 

Art.  2.  The  Lights  mentioned  in  the  following 
Articles,  numbered  3,  4,  6,  6,  7,  8  and  9,  and  ho 
others,  shall  be  carried  in  all  weathers,  from  sun- 
set to  sunrise. 

Lights  for  Steam  Ships. 

Art.  3.  Sea-going  Steam-ships  when  under 
weigh  shall  carry: 

(a.)  At  the  Foremast  Head,  a  bright  White 
Itight,  30  fixed  as  to  show  an  uniform  and  unbroken 
Light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  20  points  of 
the  compass;  so  fi*$d  as  to  throw  the  light  10 
points  on  each  side  of  the  ship,  viz.,  from  right 
ahead  to  2  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either  side; 
and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on  a  dark 
night,  with  a  j>le*r  atmosphere,  at  a  distance  of 
at  least  five  miles: 

(6.)  On  the  Starboard  Side,  a  Green  Light  so 
constructed  as  to  throw  an  uniform  and  unbroken 
Light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  10  points  of 
the  com  pan;  so  fixed  as  co  throw  the  light  from 
right  ahead  to  2  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  star- 
board side;  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be 
visible  on  a  dark  night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere, 
at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  mils: 

(c.)  On  the  Port  Side9  a  Red  Light,  so  con- 
structed as  to  show  an  uniform  and  unbroken 
light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  10  points  of 
the  compass;  so*  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from 
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right  ahead  to  2  point*  abaft  the  beam  on  the 
port  side;  8ad  of  such  a  character,  as  to  be  visible 
on  a  dark  night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere,  at  a 
distance  of  at  least  two  miles: 

(d\)  The  said  Green  and  Red  Side  Lights  shall 
be  fitted  with  inboard  screens,  projecting  at  least 
three  fret  forward  from  the  Light,  so  as  to  prevent 
these  lights  from  being  seen  across  the  bow. 

Lights  for  Steam  Tugs* 

Art  4.  Steam  Ships,  when  towing  other  ships, 
shall  cany  two  bright  White  Mast-head  Lights 
vertically,  in  addition  to  their  side  lights,  so  as  to 
distinguish  tbem  from  other  Steam  Ships.  Each 
of  thsse  Mast-head  Lights  shall  be  of  the  same 
construction  and  character  as  the  Mast-head  Lights 
which  other  Steam-Ships  are  required  to  carry. 

Lights  for  Sailing  Ships* 

Art.  5.  Sailing  Ships  under  weigh,  or  being 
towed,  shall  carry  the  same  lights  as  Steam  Ships 
under  weigh,  with  the  exception  of  the  White 
Mast-head  Lights,  which  they  shall  never  carry. 

Exceptional  Lights  for  small  Sailing  Vessels* 

Art  6.  Whenever,  as  in  the  case  of  small 
▼easels  during  bad  weather,  the  Green  and  Red 
lights  cannot  be  fixed,  these  lights  shall  be  kept  on 
deck,  on  their  respective  sides  of  the  vessel,  ready 
for  instant  exhibition  ;  and  shall,  on  the  approach 
of  or  to  other  vessels,  be  exhibited  on  their  re- 
spective sides  in  sufficient  time  to  prevent  collision, 
in  such  manner  as  to  mate  them  most  visible,  and 
so  that  the  Green  light  shall  not  be  seen  on  the 
port  side,  nor  the  Bed  light  on  the  starboard  side. 

To  make  the  use  of  these  portable  lights  more 
certain  and  easy,  the  lanterns  containing  tbem 
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shall  each  be  painted  outside  with  the  colour  of 
the  light  they  respectively  contain,  and  shall  be 
provided  with  suitable  screens. 

Lights  for  Ships  at  Anchor. 

Art.  7.  Ships,  whether  steam  ships  or  sailing 
ships,  when  at  anchor  in  roadsteads  or  fairways, 
shall  exhibit,  where  it  can  best  be  seen,  but  at  a 
height  not  exceeding  twenty-feet  above  the  hull,  a 
White  Light,  in  a  globular  lantern  of  eight  inches 
in  diameter,  and  so  constructed  as  to  show  a  clear 
uniform  and  unbroken  light  visible  all  round  the 
horizon,  and  at  a  distance  of  at  least  one  mile. 

Lights/or  Pilot  Vessels. 

Art.  8.  Sailing  Pilot  Vessels  shall  not  carry  the 
lights  required  for  other  sailing  vessels,  but  shall 
carry  a  White  Light  at  the  mast  head,  visible  all 
round  the  horizon,  —and  shall  also  exhibit  a 
Flare-up  Light  every  fifteen  minutes. 

Lights  for  Fishing  Vessels  and  Boats. 

Art.  9.  Open  Fishing  Boats  and  other  open 
boats  shall  not  be  required  to  carry  the  side  lights 
required  for  other  vessels  ;  but  shall,  if  they  do 
not  carry  such  lights,  carry  a  lantern  having  a 
Green  Slide  on  the  one  side  and  a  Red  Slide  on 
the  other  side  ;  and  on  the  approach  of  or  to 
other  vessels,  such  lantern  shall  be  exhibited  in 
sufficient  time  to  prevent  collision,  so  that  the 
Green  light  shall  not  be  seen  on  the  port  side,  nor 
the  Red  light  on  the  starboard  side. 

Fishing  Vessels  and  open  boats  when  at  anchor, 
or  attached  to  their  nets  and  stationary,  shall  ex- 
hibit a  bright  White  Light. 

Fishing  Vessels  and  open  boats  shall,  however, 
not  be  prevented  from  using  a  Flare  up  in  ad- 
dition, if  considered  expedient. 
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Bulbs  concerning  Fog  Signals. 

Fog  Signals* 

Art  10.  Whenever  there  is  fog,  whether  by 
day  or  night,  the  Fog  Signals  described  below 
shall  be  carried  and  used,  and  shall  be  sounded  at 
least  every  fi?e  minutes ;  viz.  :— 

(a.)  Steam  Ships  under  weigh  shall  use  a 
Steam  Whistle  placed  before  the  funnel,  not  less 
than  eight  feet  from  the  deck  : 

(6.)  Sailing  ships  under  weigh  shall  use  a  Fog 
Horn: 

(c.)  Steam  Ships  and  Sailing  Ships  when  not 
under  weigh  shall  use  a  Bell. 

Steering  and  Sailing  Rules. 
Two  Sailing  Skips  meeting. 

Art  11.  If  Two  Sailing  Ships  are  meeting  end 
on  or  nearly  end  on  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  col- 
Hsiao,  the  helms  of  both  shall  be  put  to  port,  so 
that  each  may  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 

Two  Sailing  Ships  crossing. 

Art.  12.  When  two  sailing  ships  are  crossing 
so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  then,  if  they 
have  the  wind  on  different  sides,  the  ship  with 
the  wind  on  the  port  side  shall  keep  out  of  the 
way  of  the  ship  with  the  wind  on  the  starboard 
side ;  except  in  the  case  in  which  the  ship  with 
the  wind  on  the  port  side  is  close  hauled  and  the 
other  ship  five,  in  which  case  the  latter  ship  shall 
keep  our  of  the  way  ;  but  if  they  have  the  wind 
on  the  same  side,  or  if  one  of  them  has  the  wind 
aft,  the  ship  which  is  to  windward  shall  keep  out 
of  the  way  of  the  ship  which  is  to  leeward. 
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Two  Ships  under  Steam  Meeting. 

Art.  13.  If  two  ships  under  steam  are  meeting 
end  on  or  nearly  end  on  so  as  to  involve  risk  of 
collision,  the  helms  of  both  shall  be  put  to  port,  so 
that  each  may  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 

Two  Ships  under  Steam  Crossing. 

Art.  14.  If  two  ships  under  steam  are  crossing 
so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  the  ship  which 
has  the  other  on  her  own  starboard  side  shall  keep 
out  of  the  way  of  the  other. 

Sailing  Ship  and  Ship  under  Steam. 

Art.  15.  If  two  ships,  one  of  which  is  a  sailing 
ship,  and  the  other  a  steam  ship,  are  proceeding 
in  such  directions  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision, 
the  steam  ship  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  q€  the 
sailing  ship. 

Ships  under  Steam  to  slacken  Speed. 

Art  16.  Every  steam  ship,  when  approaching 
another  ship  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  shall 
slacken  her  speed,  or,  if  necessary,  stop  and 
reverse  ;  and  every  steam  ship  shall,  when  in  a 
fog,  go  at  a  moderate  speed. 

Vessels  overtaking  other  Vessels. 

Art.  17.  Every  vessel  overtaking  any  other 
vessel  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  said  last- 
mentioned  vessel. 

Construction  of  Articles t  12,  14,  15,  and  17. 

Art.  18.  Where  by  the  above  rules  one  of  two 
ships  is  to  keep  out  of  the  way,  the  other  shall 
keep  her  course,  subject  to  the  qualifications  con- 
tained in  the  following  Article. 
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iVovtM  to  save  special  cases. 

Art  19.  In  obeying  end  construing  these  rules, 
doe  regard  most  be  had  to  all  dangers  of  navi- 
gstion  ;  and  doe  regard  must  also  be  had  to  any 
special  circumstances  which  may  exist  in  any  par- 
ticular case  rendering  a  departure  from  the  above 
roles  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  immediate 
danger.

Art  20.  Nothing  in  these  Rules  shall  exonerate 
any  ship,  or  the  owner,  or  master,  or  crew  thereof, 
from  the  consequences  of  any  neglect  to  carry 
lights  or  signals,  or  of  any  neglect  to  keep  a 
proper  look-out,  or  of  the  neglect  of  any  pre- 
caution which  may  be  required  by  the  ordinary 
practice  of  seamen,  or  by  the  special  circumstances

WHEREAS  by  "The  Passengers  Act,  185o," 
it  is  amongst  other  things  enacted,  that  before 
any  passenger  ship  shall  be  cleared  out,  the 
emigration  officer  at  the  port  of  clearance  shall 
satisfy  himself  that  there  is  on  board  a  suf- 
ficient quantity  of  pure  water,  carried  in  tanks  or 
casks,  to  secure  throughout  the  intended  voyage 
the  issue  of  three  quarts  daily  to  each  statute 
adult,  for  the  use  of  the  passengers,  exclusive  of 
the  quantity  required  for  cooking. 

And  whereas  it  is  also  enacted,  that  it  shall  he 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty,  by  any  Order  in  Council, 
to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  as  to  Her 
Majesty  may  seem  fit,  for  permitting  the  use  on 
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board  passenger  ahips  of  an  apparatus  for  distilling 
water,  and  for  defining,  in  such  case,  the  quantity 
of  fresh  water  to  be  carried  in  tanks  or  casks  for 
the  passengers,  and  such  Order  in  Council  from 
time  to  time  to  alter,  amend,  and  revoke,  as  occa- 
sion ma/  require. 

And  whereas  Her  Majesty,  by  Orders  in 
Council,  dated,  respectively,  the  sixth  day  of  May, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  and 
the  thirteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-nine,  prescribed  certain  rules 
for  permitting  the  use  on  board  passenger  ships 
propelled  by  steam  engines  of  a  certain  power, 
and  on  board  passenger  ships  propelled  by  sails,  of 
a  certain  apparatus  for  distilling  fresh  water  from 
salt  water. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  repeal  the  said 
Order  in  Council  that  relates  to  passenger  ships 
propelled  by  sails,  and  to  issue  in  lieu  thereof  the 
Order  hereinafter  contained. 

Now,  therefore,  Her  Majesty  doth,  by,  and  with 
the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  and  in  pursuance 
&nd  in  exercise  o!  the  authority  vested  in  Her  by 
the  atid  *4  Passengers  Act,  1855,"  hereby  repeal 
the  said  Order  in  Council  of  the  thirteenth  day  of 
Hay,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-nine, 
and  order  as  follows  :— 

Any  passenger  ship  propelled  by  sails  only,  or 
by  steam  engines  of  less  power  than  is  sufficient, 
without  the  aid  of  sails,  to  propel  the  ship  at  the 
rate  of  five  statute  miles  an  hour  may  be  cleared 
oat  and  proceed  on  her  voyage,  having  on  board, 
in  tanks  or  casks,  only  half  the  quantity  of  pure 
water  required  by  the  said  Act  to  be  carried  for 
the  nse  of  the  passengers,  provided  the  following 
conditions  be  observed ;  that  is  to  say : 

1.  That  there  be  on  board  such  ship  an  efficient 
apparatus  for   distilling   fresh  water  from   salt 
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,water,  of  the  description  commonly  known  either 
as  Normandy's  Patent  or  Winchester  and  Grave- 
ley's  Patent. 

2.  That  the  owners*  charterers,  or  master  of 
such  ship,  before  clearance,  lodge  with  such  emi- 
gration officer  a  certificate  from  the  engineer  or 
surveyor  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  or  from  some 
other  competent  person  to  be  named  by  such 
emigration  officer,  declaring  that  within  seven 
days  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  such 
certificate,  the  apparatus  has  been  examined  by 
him  and  is  then  in  good  working  condition*  and 
stating  the  number  of  imperial  gallons  of  pure 
fresh  water  which  it  is  capable  of  producing  in 
ewery  twenty-four  hours,  and  further,  declaring 
that  the  apparatus  on  board  is  either  Normandy's 
or  Winchester  and  Graveley's  Patent,  as  the  case 
May  be. 

3.  That  in  every  case  such  emigration  officer 
shall  be  satisfied  that  the  number  of  gallons  of 
pare  water  which  the  apparatus  is  so  certified  to 
be  capable  of  producing,  is  not  less  than  the  whole 
number  of  persons  about  to  proceed  on  the  in* 
tended  voyage  of  such  ship, — that  is  to  say,  the 
whole  number  of  cabin-passengers,  passengers, 
and  crew. 

4.  That  there  is  rated  on  the  ship's  articles,  and 
that  there  is  on  board  the  ship,  some  person  or 
persons  who,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  emigra- 
tion officer,  shall  be  competent  for  the  proper 
management  and  repair  of  such  distilling  apparatus. 

And,  to  prevent  all  doubts  on  the  construction 
of  this  Order  in  Council,  it  is  hereby  further 
ordered,  that  the  terms  "  passenger  ship,"  "  emi- 
gration officer,"  "statute  adult,"  and  "master." 
shall  herein  have  the  same  significations  as  are 
assigned  to  them  respectively  in  the  said  "  Passen- 
gers Act,  1855."

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  made 
and  passed  in  the  session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  third  and  fourth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her 
Majesty,  chapter  96  for  the  regulation  of  the 
duties  of  postage,  certain  scales  of  weight  and 
rates  of  postage  were  fixed,  and  were  made 
chargeable  and  payable  upon,  for,  and  in  respect 
of  letters,  newspapers,  parliamentary  proceedings, 
and  printed  papers  transmitted  and  forwarded  by 
the  post,  and  various  regulations  were  made  for 
facilitating  the  transmission  of  such  letters  and 
papers  by  the  post ;  and  by  the  same  Act  power 
was  given  to  the  Postmaster-General  to  charge 
such  higher  rates  of  postage  on  certain  letters, 
newspapers,  and  other  printed  papers  therein 
mentioned,  as  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  by  Warrant  under  their  hands,  should 
from  time  to  time  deem  expedient;  and  also  to 
remit  any  of  the  rates  of  British  postage  or  inland 
postage  for  the  time  being  payable  by  law  on  the 
transmission  of  post  letters,  newspapers,  or  other 
printed  papers  to  such  extent  as  the  lords  of  the 
Treasury  should  from  time  to  time  direct ;  and  by

And  whereas  certain  orders,  regulations,  con- 
ditio**, and  restrictions  have  been  from  time  to 
time  made  and  issued  by  Her  Majesty's  Post* 
master-General  for  the  time  being,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Trea- 
sury, for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  receipt, 
transmission,  and  delivery  by  post  of  printed 
newspapers  And  certain  printed  periodical  publica- 
tions, under  the  provisions  of  the  said  last  herein- 
before recited  Act ; 

And  whereas  by  the  said  orders,  regulations. 
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conditions,  and  restrictions  so  made  and  issued  a* 
aforesaid,  it  was  ordered  and  declared  that  no 
newspapers  transmitted  by  the  post  should  have 
any  word  or  communication  printed  thereon  after 
the  publication  thereof,  or  upon  any  cover  thereof, 
nor  any  writing  or  marks  thereupon,  or  upon  the 
cover  thereof,  other  than  the  name  and  address  of 
the  person  to  whom  sent,  and  except  as  therein 
also  mentioned ;  and  it  was  further  ordered  and 
declared  that  if  any  of  the  said  regulations  should 
be  disregarded,  the  said  newspapers,  in  certain 
cases  therein  mentioned,  should  be  dealt  with  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  contained  in  cer- 
tain Treasury  Warrants  relating  to  the  transmis- 
sion by  the  post  of  book  packets  as  therein  men- 
tioned ; 

And  whereas  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's TYeasury,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  reserved 
to  them  in  and  by  the  said  several  hereinbefore 
recited  Acts,  some  or  one  of  them,  and  of  all 
other  powers  enabling  them  in  that  behalf,  have 
from  time  to  time,  by  divers  Warrants,  in  writing, 
under  their  hands,  duly  made,  issued  certain 
regulations,  orders,  directions,  and  conditions 
relating  to  the  rates  of  postage  and  the  mode  and 
time  of  payment  thereof,  and  to  the  mode  and 
time  of  sending,  under  and  subject  to  and  in  con- 
formity with  which  certain  newspapers  might 
respectively,  be  transmitted  by  the  post  at  lower 
rates  than  the  letter  rates  of  postage,  and  by 
which  regulations  newspapers  so  transmitted  are 
prohibited  in  like  manner  from  having  any  word 
or  communication  printed  thereon  after  their 
publication,  or  upon  the  cover  thereof,  or  any- 
writing  or  marks  upon  them,  or  upon  the  covers 
of  them,  except  the  name  and  address  of  the 
person  to  whom  sent ; 

And  whereas  in  and  by  the  said  recited  War* 
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rants,  some,  or  one  of  them,  provision  it  made 
that  where  newspapers  transmitted  by  the  post, 
under  the  authority  of  the  said  respective  War- 
rants, should  not  be  transmitted  in  conformity 
with,  and  under  and  subject  to,  the  regulations, 
orders,  directions,  and  conditions  therein,  or  in 
some  or  one  of  them  respectively  mentioned  and 
contained,  such  newspapers  should  in  certain  cases 
be  chargeable  with  a  postage  of  double  the  amount 
of  postage  to  which  they  would  have  been  liable 
as  letters  if  the  postage  had  been  paid  by  stamps 
when  posted,  and  in  certain  other  cases  with  cer- 
tain other  letter  rates  of  postage  therein,  or  in 
some  or  one  of  the  said  Warrants  respectively 
mentioned ; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  power  should 
be  given  to  the  Postmaster-General  to  charge 
newspapers  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
places  within  the  United  Kingdom,  and  news-v

Now  we,  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  to 
na  in  and  by  the  said  several  hereinbefore  recited 
Aets,  any  or  either  of  them,  and  of  all  other 
powers  enabling  as  in  this  behalf,  do  by  this  War- 
rant, under  the  hands  of  two  of  us,  the  said  Com- 
miskmers  (by  the  authority  of  the  Statute  in  that 
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case  made  and  provided),  order,  direct,  and  declare 
as  follows  :— 

1.  In  all  cases  where  any  newspapers,  British, 
Colonial,  or  Foreign,  brought  into  the  United 
Kingdom  by  British  packet-boat,  or  private  ship, 
or  transmitted  by  the  post  between  any  ports  or 
places  beyond  the  sea  through  the  United  King- 
dom, or  transmitted  by  British  packet-boat  be- 
tween any  ports  or  places  beyond  the  sea,  with- 
out  passing  through  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
in  all  cases  where  any  newspapers  transmitted  by 
the  post  between  places  within  the  United  King- 
dom shall  have  any  word  or  communication 
printed  thereon  after  the  publication  thereof,  or 
upon  any  cover  thereof,  or  any  writing  or  marks 
upon  any  such  newspaper,  or  the  cover  thereof, 
Qther  than  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to 
whom  sent  (except  the  name  or  title  of  the  news- 
paper, and  the  name  and  address  of  the  publisher, 
newsvender,  or  agent,  by  whom  sent,  printed  on 
the  cover  of  any  such  newspaper),  and  shall  by 
reason  thereof  have  become  liable  to  any  increased 
rate  of  postage  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  Warrant 
or  Warrants  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury  now  in  force,  or  under  or  by  virtue  of 
any  order,  regulation,  condition,  or  restriction 
heretofore  made  by  Her  Majesty's  Postmaster* 
General  for  the  time  being,  with  the  consent  of 
the  said  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury, 
the  Postmaster-General  for  the  time  being  shall, 
and  may,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered, at  his  discretion,  in  lieu  of  any  postage 
heretofore  charged  thereupon,  and  payable  under

regulations  in  force  relating  to  such  newspapers, 
anything  in  any  such  last-mentioned  Warrant  or 
Warrants,  order,  regulation,  condition,  or  restric- 
tion heretofore  made,  contained  to  the  contrary  in 
anywise  notwithstanding. 

And  whereas  by  a  certain  other  Warrant  under 
the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  and  bearing  date  at  Whitehall  Treasury 
Chambers,  the  21st  day  of  July,  1857,  and  by

Chambers,  the  16th  day  of  October,  1857,  and 
made  for  regulating  the  duties  of  postage  and 
transmission  by  the  post  of  packets,  consisting 
of  books,  publications,  and  works  of  literature 
and  art,  between  places  within  the  United  King- 
dom.    It    was    amongst    other    things    ordered, 
directed,  and  declared,  that  the  terms  "  books,

gether with  any  binding,  mounting,  or  covering  of 
or  upon,  or  belonging  to  any  such  article  or  pro- 
duction, or  any  portion  thereof,  or  of  or  belonging 
to  any  paper,  parchment,  or  vellum,  and  including 
also  any  cases  or  rollers  of  prints  or  maps,  book 
markers  (whether  of  paper  or  otherwise),  pencils,

under  the  privilege  so  given  in  and  by  the  said 
several  last  hereinbefore  recited  Warrants,  and  it 
is  expedient  to  make  other  regulations  for  pre- 
venting such  abuses  of  the  said  privilege  in  manner 
hereinafter  mentioned. 

Now  we,  the  said  Commissioners  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Treasury,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  re- 
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served  to  as  as  aforesaid,  do  hereby  further  order, 
diiect,  and  declare,  as  follows  : — 

2.  In  all  cases  where  packets  consisting  of 
books,  publications,  or  works  of  literature  or  art, 
may  be  transmitted  by  the  post  under  the  authority 
of  any  of  such  last-mentioned  Warrants,  whether 
the  same  be  transmitted  between  the  United 
Kingdom  and  any  of  Her  Majesty's  colonies,  or 
between  any  of  Her  Majesty's  colonies,  or  between 
any  places  within  the  United  Kingdom,  comprising 
prints  or  printed  matter,  such  prints  or  printed 
matter  shall  consist  only  of  prints  or  printed 
matter  on  paper,  parchment,  or  vellum,  and  shall 
not  comprise  or  include  any  printed  matter  on 
leather,  cloth,  canvas,  or  linen,  or  any  other  sub- 
stance or  thing  whatsoever,  except  paper,  parch- 
ment, or  vellum,  anything  in  the  said  last-men- 
tioned Warrants  respectively  relating  to  any  such 
packets,  or  any  or  either  of  them  contained  to  the 
eontrary  notwithstanding. 

3.  In  all  cases  in  which  any  question  shall  here- 
after arise,  whether  any  article,  matter,  or  thing 
transmitted  by  the  post,  under  or  by  virtue  of  the 
said  several  warrants  hereinbefore  last-mentioned, 
or  under  or  by  virtue  of  this  present  Warrant,  is 
entitled  to  the  book-post  privilege,  and  to  be  so 
transmitted  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
said  several  last-mentioned  Warrants,  or  of  this 
present  Warrant,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  such 
question  shall  be  referred  to  the  determination  of 
the  Postmaster- General,  whose  decision  there- 
upon shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all 
parties. 

4.  The  Commissioners  for  the  time  being  of 
Her  Majesty's  Treasury  may  by  Warrant  under 
their  hands,  duly  made  at  any  time,  hereafter 
alter,  repeal,  or  revoke  the  orders,  regulations, 
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and  directions  hereby  madt*,  and  may  make  and 
establish  any  new  or  other  rates,  regulations, 
orders,  directions,  and  conditions  in  lieu  thereof, 
and  from  time  to  time  appoint  at  what  time  the 
rates  which  may  be  payable  are  to  be  paid. 

This  Warrant  shall  come  into  operation  on  the 
second  day  of  February  next.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  a  large 
force  of  rebels,  left  Soochow,  Hangchow,  and 
Hoochow,  heading  by  the  Ting  Wang,  Mu  Wang, 
and  Ha  Wang,  for  the  purpose  of  attempting  the 
recapture  of  Kahding  and  Tsingpo,  and  take  if  pos- 
sible Sung  Keong,  Shanghae,  and  Paushun.  They 
were  to  have  assembled  at  Na-ziang  and  thence 
marched  in  three  separate  divisions  on  the  above- 
named  enterprise.  Information  being  received  that 
a  large  portion  of  this  force  had  already  reached 
Wangdo,  between  Tsingpo  and  Kahding,  the 
Governor  of  the  Province  marched  against  them 
from  this  city  in  person,  and  Colonel  Burgovine 
with  a  force  of  some  1,500  disciplined  Chinese, 
simultaneously  left  Sung  Keong  for  Tsingpo* 
Both  parties  fell  in  with  the  rebel  force  on  the 
16th  instant,  and  after  a  hard  fight  of  some  hours 
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the  main  body  of  rebels  were  dislodged  from  their 
position  in  a  strong  stockade  by  Colonel  Bnrgo- 
vine's  Artillery,  and  the  whole  force  was  utterly 
rooted  with  immense  loss.  The  Ting  Wong  was 
drowned,  the  Ma  Wong  badly  wounded,  and  an 
extraordinary  number  of  Chiefs  killed  and  taken 
prisoners,  the  rebels  having  incautiously  trusted 
to  a  floating  bridge,  which  gave  way  at  the  first 
rush  for  escape.  What  with  killed,  prisoners,  and 
deserters  (chiefly  the  last),  ten  thousand  only  are 
said  to  have  got  away,  and  the  Chinese  authorities 
express  their  confidence  that  this  victory  will  have 
the  effect  of  keeping  the  30  miles  round  Shanghae 
free  from  rebels  for  some  time  to  come. 

Colonel  Burgovine's  men  are  said  to  have 
behaved  extremely  well,  and  to  have  shewn  great 
confidence  in  their  officers.    Their  loss  was  trifling.

WHEREAS  it  appears  to  me,  the  Right 
Honourable  Sir  George  Grey,  Baronet,  one  of 
Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  that 
the  use  of  Locomotives,  unless  restricted  as  here- 
inafter mentioned,  on  any  highway  within  the 
parishes  of  Morden  and  Mitcham,  in  the  county 
of  Surrey,  is  dangerous  and  inconvenient  to  the 
public. 

I  do  hereby,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of 
"The  Locomotive  Act,  1861,"  by  this  Order, 
under  my  hand,  prohibit  the  use  of  any  kind  of 
Locomotive  whatever  propelled  by  steam,  or  any 
other  than  animal  power,  in  the  highways  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  parishes,  except  between 
the  hours  of  nine  at  night  and  eight  in  the 
morning.

THE  Bight  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  have  received, 
from  the  Secretary,  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
a  copy  of  Regulations  issued  by  the  European 
Commissioners  of  the  Danube  to  ensure  the  pay- 
ment of  the  navigation  dues  on  that  river,  of 
which  the  following  is  a  translation:  — 

Art.  1. — The  captain  or  master  of  every  sea- 
going vessel,  whatever  may  be  its  capacity,  is 
required  immediately  after  entering  the  Danube, 
to  present  his  papers  to  the  Accountant  Agent  of 
the  Navigation  Chest  at  Soulina.  The  Account- 
ant Agent  will  insert  in  a  register  kept  for  the 
purpose,  the  name,  nationality,  and  tonnage  of  the 
vessel,  the  nature  and  amount  of  the  cargo  (or 
state  that  she  is  in  ballast),  and  the  name  of  the 
captain  or  master.  The  vessels  are  inscribed  year 
by  year  under  a  single  series  of  numbers. 

Art.  2.— The  Accountant  Agent  will  place 
upon  the  muster  roll  of  every  vessel  entering  the 
Danube  a  stamp  bearing  the  words  "  Commission 
Europ6enne  du  Danube,  Caisse  de  Navigation  de 
Soulina,"  the  date,  and  the  number  under  which 
the  vessel  is  inscribed  upon  the  register  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  article. 

Art.  3.— The  muster  roll  must  be  presented 
to  the  Accountant  Agent  on  the  clearing  of  the 
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▼easel ;  the  stamp  affixed  in  accordance  with 
Art.  2  will  be  cancelled,  and  the  number  of  the 
counterfoil  receipt  will  be  delivered  to  the  cap- 
tain, or,  in  the  ease  of  vessels  under  30  tons, 
the  date  of  clearance  will  be  inserted  in  the 
register  referred  to  in  Art  1,  opposite  the  vessel's 
name. 

Art.  4.— Every  sea-going  ship  found  in  the 
Danube,  the  muster  roll  of  which  is  not  stamped 
in  conformity  with  Art.  2,  or  bears  only  cancelled 
stamps,  will  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  50  Dutch 
ducats. 

Abt.  5.— The  penalty  can  be  inflicted  either  by 
the  Inspector-General  of  Navigation,  or  by  the 
Captain  of  the  port  of  Soulina. 

These  two  officers  may  require  at  any  moment 
the  production  of  the  muster  rolls  of  any  vessels 
which  may  be  found  in  the  Danube. 

The  amount  of  the  fine  must  be  paid  into  the 
Navigation  Chest  of  Soulina  before  the  vessel 
clears ;  and  in  case  of  appeal,  the  fine  will  be 
placed  in  the  Chest  as'a  deposit. 

Abt.  6. — The  above  regulations  will  come  into 
force  on  the  1st  January,  1863,  and  are  not  appli- 
cable either  to  ships  of  war  or  to  steam-ships 
engaged  in  the  mail  service,  and  performing 
periodical  voyages  according  to  a  published  pro- 
gramme.

Belgian  import  duty  on  bottles  and  other  objects 
of  bottle  glass  of  French  origin  should  be  reduced 
to  1  fr.  per  100  kilos*,  in  the  event  of  the  abolition 
of  the  supplementary  duty  levied  in  France  by 
the  terms  of  Art  4  of  the  Treaty  on  similar 
articles  of  Belgian  manufacture." 

By  an  Imperial  (French)  Decree  this  supple* 
mentary  duty  has  been  suppressed  from  the  1st 
January,  1863. 

In  consequence  and  from  that  date,  the  import 
duty  (in  Belgium)  fixed  by  the  Treaty,  on  bottles 
and  other  objects  of  bottle  glass,  is  reduced  from 
2  firs,  to  1  fr.  per  100  kilos.

The  Speech  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  to  both 
Houses  of  Parliament,  on  Thursday,  Feb- 
ruary 5,  1863. 

« 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

HER  Majesty  commands  us  to  inform  yon 
that  since  you  were  last  assembled  She  has  de- 
clared Her  consent  to  a  Marriage  between  His 
Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  and  Her 
Royal  Highness  the  Princess  Alexandra,  daughter 
of  Prince  Christian  of  Denmark  ;  and  Her  Ma- 
jesty has  concluded  thereupon  a  Treaty  with  the 
King  of  Denmark,  which  will  be  laid  before  you. 

The  constant  proofs  which  Her  Majesty  has 
received  of  your  attachment  to  Her  person  and 
family  persuade  Her  that  you  will  participate  in 
Her  sentiments  on  an  event  so  interesting  to  Her 
Majesty,  and  which,  with  the  blessing  of  God, 
will,  She  trusts,  prove  so  conducive  to  the  happi- 
ness of  Her  family  and  to  the  welfare  of  Her 
people. 

Her  Majesty  doubts  not  that  you  will  enable 
Her  to  make  provision  for  such  an  establishment 
as  you  my  think  suitable  to  the  rank  and  dignity 
of  the  Heir  Apparent  to  the  Crown  of  these 
realms. 

A  revolution  having  taken  place  in  Greece,  by 
which  the  Throne  of  that  Kingdom  has  become 
vacant,  the  Greek  Nation  have  expressed  the 
strongest  desire  that  Her  Majesty's  son,  Prince 
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Alfred,  should  accept  the  Greek  Crown.  This 
unsolicited  and  spontaneous  manifestation  of  good- 
will towards  Her  Majesty  and  Her  Family,  and  of 
a  doe  appreciation  of  the  benefits  conferred  by  the 
principles  and  practice  of  the  British  Constitution, 
could  not  fail  to  be  highly  gratifying,  and  has  been 
deeply  felt  by  Her  Majesty. 

But  the  diplomatic  engagements  of  Her  Majesty's 
Crown,  together  with  other  weighty  considerations, 
have  prevented  Her  Majesty  from  yielding  to  this 
general  wish  of  the  Greek  Nation. 

Her  Majesty  trusts,  however,  that  the  same 
principles  of  choice  which  led  the  Greek  Nation  to 
direct  their  thoughts,  in  the  first  instance,  towards 
His  Royal  Highness  Prince  Alfred  may  guide  them 
to  the  selection  of  a  Sovereign  under  whose  sway 
the  Kingdom  of  Greece  may  enjoy  the  blessings  of 
internal  prosperity,  and  of  peaceful  relations  with 
other  States  ;  and  if  in  such  a  state  of  things  the 
Republic  of  the  seven  islands  should  declare  a 
deliberate  wish  to  be  united  to  the  Kingdom  of 
Greece,  Her  Majesty  would  be  prepared  to  take 
such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  for  a  revision  of 
the  Treaty  of  November,  1815,  by  which  that 
Republic  was  re-constituted  and  was  placed  under 
the  protection  of  the  British  Crown. 

Her  Majesty's  relations  with  foreign  Powers 
continue  to  be  friendly  and  satisfactory. 

Her  Majesty  has  abstained  from  taking  any 
step  with  a  view  to  induce  a  cessation  of  the  con- 
flict between  the  contending  parties  in  the  North 
American  states ;  because  it  has  not  yet  seemed 
to  Her  Majesty  that  any  such  overtures  could  be 
attended  with  a  probability  of  success. 

Her  Majesty  has  viewed  with  the  deepest  con* 
cern  the  desolating  warfare  which  still  rages  in 
those  regions  ;  and  She  has  witnessed  with  heartfelt 
the  severe  distress  and  suffering  which  tha+ 
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war  has  inflicted  upon  a  large  claw  of  Her  Majesty's 
subjects,  but  which  have  been  borne  by  them  with 
noble  fortitude  and  with  exemplary  resignation.  It 
is  some  consolation  to  Her  Majesty  to  be  led  to 
hope  that  this  suffering  and  this  distress  are  rather 
diminishing  than  increasing ;  and  that  some  revival 
of  employment  is  beginning  to  take  place  in  the 
manufacturing  districts. 

It  has  been  most  gratifying  to  Her  Majesty  to 
witness  the  abundant  generosity  with  which  all 
classes  of  Her  subjects  in  all  parts  of  Her  Empire 
have  contributed  to  relieve  the  wants  of  their 
suffering  fellow-countrymen  ;  and  the  liberality 
with  which  Her  Majesty's  Colonial  subjects  have, 
on  this  occasion,  given  their  aid  has  proved  that, 
although  their  dwelling-places  are  far  away,  their 
hearts  are  still  warm  with  unabated  affection  for 
the  land  of  their  fathers. 

The  relief  committees  have  superintended  with 
constant  and  laborious  attention  the  distribution 
of  the  funds  entrusted  to  their  charge. 

Her  Majesty  commands  us  to  inform  you  that 
she  has  concluded  with  the  King  of  the  Belgians  a 
Treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation,  and  a  Con- 
vention respecting  Joint  Stock  Companies.  That 
Treaty  and  that  Convention  will  be  laid  before 
you. 

Her  Majesty  has  likewise  given  directions  that 
there  shall  be  laid  before  you  papers  relating  to 
the  affairs  of  Italy,  of  Greece,  and  of  Denmark, 
and  that  papers  shall  also  be  laid  before  you  re* 
lating  to  occurrences  which  have  been  lately  taken 
place  in  Japan. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons, 

Her  Majesty  has  directed  that  the  estimates  far 
the  ensuing  year  shall  be  laid  before  you.  They 
have  been  prepared  with  a  due  regard  to  economy, 
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and  will  provide  for  such  redactions  of  expendi- 
ture as  hare  appeared  to  be  consistent  with  the 
proper  efficiency  of  the  Public  Service. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

We  are  commanded  by  Her  Majesty  to  inform 
you,  that  notwithstanding  the  continuance  of  the 
civil  war  in  North  America,  the  general  commerce 
of  the  country  during  the  past  year  has  not  sen- 
sibly diminished. 

The  Treaty  of  Commerce  which  Her  Majesty 
concluded  with  the  Emperor  of  the  French  has 
already  been  productive  of  results  highly  advan- 
tageous to  both  the  nations  to  which  it  applies; 
and  the  general  state  of  the  revenue,  notwith- 
standing many  unfavourable  circumstances,  has 
not  been  unsatisfactory. 

Her  Majesty  trusts  that  these  results  may  be 
taken  as  proofs  that  the  productive  resources  of 
the  country  are  unimpaired. 

It  has  been  gratifying  to  Her  Majesty  to  ob- 
serve the  spirit  of  order  which  happily  prevails 
throughout  Her  dominions,  and  which  is  so 
essential  an  element  in  the  well-being  and  pros- 
perity of  nations. 

Various  measures  of  public  usefulness  and  im- 
provement will  be  submitted  for  your  considera- 
tion; and  Her  Majesty  fervently  prays  that  in  all 
your  deliberations  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God 
may  guide  your  counsels  to  th6  promotion  of  the 
welfare  and  happiness  of  Her  people.

And  whereas  by  the 
411th  section  of  the  said  Act,  it  is  enacted 
that  no  dues  for  any  lighthouse,  buoy,  or 
beacon  to  be  erected  or  placed  in  or  near 
the  islands  of  Guernsey,  Jersey,  Sark  or  Al- 
derney,  shall  be  taken  in  the  said  Islands  of 
Guernsey  or  Jersey  without  the  consent  of 
the  States  of  the  said  islands  respectively,  nor 
shall  any  of  the  powers  thereinbefore  given  to 
the  Trinity  House,  in  respect  of  any  lighthouse,

Hague,  for  every  snch  voyage  the  toll  of  four- 
sixteenths  of  a  penny  per  ton  of  the  burden  of 
every  such  vessel.  And  that  the  said  tolls  in 
respect  of  the  said  lighthouse  shall  be  levied  by 
the  Corporation  of  the  Trinity  House  of  Dept- 
ford  Strond,  subject  to  the  restriction  on  taking 
does  in  the  islands  of  Guernsey  and  Jersey  con- 
tained in-  the  411th  section  of  the  said  re- 
cited Act,  and  also  subject  to  the  gross 
abatement  or  discount  of  sixty  per  cent.,  men- 
tioned in  an  Order  in  Council  made  under  the 
authority  of  the  said  recited  Act,  and  dated  the

WHEREAS  by  the  "Passengers'  Act,  1855," 
it  is  amongst  other  things  enacted,  that  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty,  by  any  Order  in 
Council,  to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
to  Her  Majesty  may  seem  fit,  for  preserving 
order,  promoting  health,  and  securing  cleanliness 
and  ventilation  on  board  of  passenger  ships  pro* 
ceeding  from  the  United  Kingdom,  to  any  port  or 
place  in  Her  Majesty's  possessions  abroad ;  and 
the  said  rules  and  regulations  from  time  to  time 
in  like  manner  to  alter,  amend,  and  revoke,  as 
occasion  may  require. 

And  whereas,  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision 
for  preserving  order  in  private  passenger  ships 
conveying  to  the  colony  of  Victoria,  in  Australia, 
as  many  as  ten  unprotected  female  passengers. 

Now,  therefore,  Her  Majesty  doth,  by,  and  with 
the  advice  of  her  Privy  Council,  and  in  pursuance 
and  exercise  of  the  authority  vested  in  her  by  the 
said  "  Passengers'  Act,  1855,"  order,  and  it  is 
hereby  ordered  that  in  addition  to  the  rules  pre- 
scribed in  the  Order  in  Council,  dated  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-six,  the  rules  hereinafter  contained  shall 
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be  observed  in  respect    to  unprotected  female 
passengers  on  board  such  ships  as  last  aforesaid. 

1.  La  the  construction,  and  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Order  in  Council,  the  term  "unprotected 
Female  Passengers,"  shall  signify  every  female 
passenger  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  thirty- 
five,  proceeding  to  the  colony  of  Victoria,  by 
virtue  of  a  Passenge  Warrant  issued  by  the 
Government  of  that  colony,  who,  if  married,  shall 
not  be  accompanied  by  her  husband,  or  if  un- 
married, shall  not  be  accompanied  by  her  father 
or  stepfather,  or  by  a  married  brother  with  his 
wife,  or  a  married  sister  with  her  husband,  or  by 
an  unmarried  brother  over  the  age  of  twenty-five; 
the  terms  *•  Passengers,"  "  Passenger  Ship,"  and 
**  Master,"  shall  have  the  same  significations  as 
are  assigned  to  them  respectively  in  the  said 
Passengers9  Act,  1855,  and  words  used  in  the 
plural  number  shall  import  the  singular  number 
also,  and  the  converse,  unless  inconsistent  with 
the  context. 

2.  All  unprotected  female  passengers  shall, 
during  the  voyage,  be  berthed  in  open  berths,  in 
a  compartment  in  the  aftermost  part  of  the  upper 
passenger  deck  of  the  ship,  effectually  divided  off 
by  substantial  bulkheads  from  the  other  portions 
of  such  deck ;  and  no  single  men,  or  men  without 
their  wives,  shall  be  berthed  next  to  the  bulkhead 
dividing  off  such  compartment 

3.  The  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  of 
married  female  passengers,  unaccompanied  by  their 
husbands,  shall  be  berthed  with  their  mothers. 

4.  There  shall  be  an  entrance  to  such  compart- 
ment from  the  upper  deck  -or  poop,  exclusively 
appropriated  to  the  use  of  such  female  passengers. 

6.  There  shall  be  carried  on  board  a  Matron, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  owner  or  master  of  the 
ship,  and  to  be  charged  with  the  maintenance  of 
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discipline  among  such  female  passengers  as  afore- 
said. 

6.  No  unprotected  female  passenger  shall  on  any 
account  be  allowed  to  act,  or  shall  act  as  servant 
or  attendant  on  the  surgeon,  master,  or  any  of 
the  officers  of  the  ship,  or  on  any  male  cabin 
passenger. 

7.  All  intercourse  between  unprotected  female 
passengers  and  any  of  the  officers  or  crew  of  the 
ship,  or  between  such  females  and  any  of  the 
male  passengers  (except  brothers  or  brothers-in- 
law,  and  in  case  of  unprotected  married  women, 
their  children)  is  hereby  strictly  prohibited. 

8.  The  master  of  the  ship,  before  sailing,  shall, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Emigration  Officer  at 
the  port  of  clearance,  mark  out  the  portion  of  the 
poop  or  main  deck  to  be  assigned  for  the  purpose 
of  exercise  to  such  unprotected  female  passengers, 
who,  during  the  voyage,  shall  keep  within  the 
limits  so  marked  out. 

9.  Before  dark,  all  such  female  passengers  as 
aforesaid  shall  go  below  to  their  own  compart- 
ment, and  as  soon  as  they  are  there  collected,  the 
master  shall  lock  the  entrance,  and  on  no  account 
shall  any  man  enter  the  compartment  during  the 
night,  except  the  surgeon  in  case  of  illness,  or  the 
officers  and  crew  in  case  danger  to  the  ship  shall 
render  their  entrance  necessary. 

10.  If  the  surgeon  is  required  to  attend  pro- 
fessionally any  of  such  unprotected  female  passen- 
gers at  night,  the  matron  shall  accompany  and 
remain  with  him  while  he  discharges  his  duties. 

1 1.  The  master  of  the  ship  shall  afford  to  the 
matron  and  to  the  surgeon  all  the  assistance  in 
his  power  in  carrying  these  regulations  into  effect.

A  DESPATCH  has  been  received  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  War,  from  Brigadier-General 
Staveley,  C.B.,  Commanding  Her  Majesty's  Troops 
in  China,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy : 

Head- Quarters,  Kading, 
Six,  December  5th,  1862. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  your  informa- 
tion, that  the  country  around  Shanghai  within 
the  circuit  of  the  captured  towns,  has  remained 
clear  of  the  rebels  since  my  last  report. 

I  am  now  patrolling  the  country  with  a  field 
force,  strength  as  per  margin,*  under  the  command 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hough,  2nd  Belooch  Regi- 
ment, accompanied  by  a  force  of  similar  strength 
under  Captain  Faneon,  of  the  French  navy,  with 

•  162  Rank  and  File,  31st  Regiment;  160  Rank  and 
Kit,  Sad  Belooeh  Regimentj  4  Mountain  Guns,  with 
proportion  of  Royal  Artillery  . 
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two  objects ;  one,  I  consider  that  our  appearance 
every  now  and  then  in  different  parts  of  the 
country  will  deter  the  rebels  from  entering  it ; 
and  the  other,  to  enable  Captain  Gordon,  R.E.,  to 
get  the'conntry  mapped  in. 

On  the  30th  ult.,the  force  marched  from  Shanghai 
to  Lukuhong ;  on  the  1st  instant,  from  Lukuhong 
to  Lotien ;  the  2nd,  being  wet,  the  force  remained 
at  Lotien  until  the  3rd,  when  it  marched  to  Kading, 
and  from  thence,  on  the  4  th,  to  Ludong. 

Captain  Gordon,  R.E.,  surveyed  the  road  from 
the  last-named  place  to  the  month  of  the  Leho 
River,  whither  a  gun-boat  had  been  sent  to  clear 
the  Town  of  Leho  of  rebels,  should  any  be  there. 

A  small  party  were  found  there,  as  also  at 
Ludong,  but  they  withdrew  so  soon  as  we  ap- 
peared. 

To-day  the  force  moves  back  to  Kading,  and 
goes  round  in  the  direction  of  Tsoing-poo,  back  to 
Shanghai,  which  latter  place  it  will  reach  in  fire 
days'  hence. 

The  health  of  the  field  force  is  excellent*  as  is 
also  that  of  the  troops  generally.

THE  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  have  received 
from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affaire, 
a  copy  of  a  Despatch  from  Major  Stokes,  enclosing 
the  following  translation  of  certain  Regulations 
which  have  been  issued  by  the  European  Commis- 
sion of  the  Danube,  relative  to  the  discharge  of 
ballast  in  the  waters  of  that  river  and  in  the 
Sulina  roads ;  these  Regulations  being  supple- 
mentary to  that  of  the  29th  April,  1858. 

Art.  I. — Vessels  are  peremptorily  forbidden  to 
discharge  their  ballast  either  in  the  bed  of  the 
river  or  in  the  Sulina  roadstead.  They  are  equally 
forbidden  to  discharge  ballast  in  the  sea  near  the 
roadstead  where  the  depth  is  less  than  10  fathoms. 

The  discharge  of  ballast  on  shore  above  the 
port  of  Sulina,  may  only  take  place  at  such  points 
along  the  river  bank  as  shall  be  decided  on  by  the 
Inspector- General  of  Navigation,— of  which  public 
notice  will  be  given. 

Ballast  so  discharged  must  be  so  far  removed 
from  the  river  that  the  foot  of  its  slope  shall  be  at 
least  20  feet  distant  from  the  natural  river  bank* 

Art.  2. — Every  infraction  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Regulation  of  29th  April,  1858,  and  of  those 
of  the  preceding  Article  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  from  10  to  50  Dutch  ducats.  The  fine 
shall  be  of  100  ducats  for  a  repetition  of  the  offence 
during  the  same  voyage. 

Art.  3.— The  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Sulina 
will  inflict  fines  incurred  for  infractions  committed 
in  the  Port  of  Sulina,  on  the  roadstead,  or  in  its 
neighbourhood.  Fines  incurred  for  infractions 
committed  in  the  river  between  Isaktchs  and  the 
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Port  of  Sulina,  will  be  inflicted  by  the  Inspector- 
General  of  the  Navigation. 

The  Inspector-General  and  his  superintendents 
are  authorized  to  demand  from  the  shipmasters 
the  certificates  prescribed  by  Art  3  of  the  Regu- 
lation of  29th  April,  1858. 

Art.  4.— The  fines  shall  be  paid  into  the  Sulina 
Navigation  Chest,  to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  Seamen's  Hospital. 

In  case  of  an  appeal  against  the  infliction  of  a 
fine,  the  amount  of  the  same  must  be  handed  over 
to  the  Navigation  Chest  as  a  deposit. 

If  the  appeal  is  not  lodged  within  15  days  from 
the  date  of  its  notification  to  the  offender,  the 
amount  thereof  shall  definitively  accrue  to  the 
Navigation  Chest. 

Art.  5.— Appeals  against  the  fines  inflicted  by 
the  Inspector-General  of  the  Navigation  and  the 
Captain  of  the  Port  of  Sulina  must  be  made  to 
the  European  Commission  of  the  Danube. 

Art.  6. — All  the  provisions  of  the  Regulation 
of  29th  April,  1858,  not  affected  by  these  present 
dispositions,  shall  still  remain  in  force. 

The  present  supplementary  provisions  shall  be 
enforced  on  and  after  the  1st  January,  1863.

" Investigator"  Lagos  Roads, 
Sib,  October  26,  1862. 

IN  compliance  with  orders  received   from  you, 
relative  to  the  Niger  Expedition,  dated  4th  August, 
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which  orders  I  received  from  the  senior  officer  on 
the  26th  August,  on  the  following  day,  being  man- 
ned, coaled,  and  provisioned  by  Her  Majesty's  ship 
"  Brisk,"  I  started  for  Fernando  Po,  to  pick  up  the 
remainder  of  Dr.  Baikie's  goods,  and  fill  up  with 
coals*  Arrived  off  the  Nun  river  on  the  evening 
of  the  31st,  and  communicated  with  Her  Majesty's 
ship  "  Brisk."  On  the  following  morning  received 
provisions  and  took  Mr.  McCoskry's  large  boat  in 
tow  with  coals.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  6ame  day, 
having  Captain  Luce,  R.N.,  on  board,  I  proceeded 
over  the  Nun  Bar,  and  found  it  very  heavy.  An- 
chored for  the  night  off  the  Rev.  Mr  Crowther*s 
Missionary  Establishment,  which  gentleman  came 
on  board,  and  begged  a  passage  for  himself  and 
thirty-six  of  his  followers,  as  far  as  the  Confluence, 
which  request  I  considered  judicious  to  grant  On 
the  2nd  September  I  commenced  the  ascent  of  the 
Niger.  When  about  two  miles  up,  stopped,  and 
Captain  Luce  left  for  the  Brass  River.  Proceeded 
at  full  speed.  Found  this  part  of  the  river  low, 
swampy,  aud  lined  by  the  mangrove  as  far  as  Suu- 
day  Sound.  Passed  a  few  small,  wretched  vil- 
lages, the  water  washing  round  them.  At  6*30 
p.m.,  anchored  a  mile  above  Akedo,  having  made 
twenty-eight  miles,  current  about  two  and  a- half 
knots. 

fFednesday,  September  3. — Got  under  weigh  at 
5*30  a.m.  General  aspect  of  country  same  as  day 
previous.  Ground  gradually  becoming  more 
elevated.  Pasted  the  hostile  villages,  Kpetema, 
which  we  found  temporarily  deserted,  the  inhabi- 
tants having  retired  into  the  bush  at  our  approach. 
After  passing,  observed  numbers  of  men  returning 
to  the  town  with  muskets,  and  shortly  after  heard 
report,  and  saw  smoke  of,  I  think,  a  6-pounder. 
Passed  the  villages  of  Opoporoma  ;  they  saluted 
with  three  guns,  and  seemed  glad  to  see  ns,  the 
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Chief  polling  after  t»  to  Angioma,  which  place  I 
stopped  at  for  a  few  minutes,  as  a  Treaty  had  bean 
made  by  "  Bloodhound  "  in  November  1860.  They 
seemed  anxious  to  communicate,  and  appeared  die 
appointed  we  were  not  a  trade  ship.  The  factory 
is  still  standing,  and  they  hope  for  trade  again. 
They  told  me  they  were  very  angry  with  the  traders 
from  Brass,  as  they  consider  they  were  the  means 
of  the  factory  being  broken  up,  for  which  cause 
they  will  not  trade  with  them.  At  all  the  other 
villages  we  observed  canoes  from  Brass  laden  with 
palm  oil.  Aetween  Asasi  and  Tuesday  Sound, 
where  the  "  Espoir "  got  aground,  we  had  3£ 
fathoms.  Most  of  the  villages  hoisted  a  white  flag, 
and  the  natives  of  all  stood  on  the  banks  as  we 
passed.  At  6  p.m.  anchored  about  two  miles  above 
Sabogrega.  Made  forty-four  miles  ;  strong  cur- 
rent against  us  all  day. 

September  4. — Started  at  5*80  a.m.  Passed  the 
hostile  villages  of  Oloberi,  also  those  of  Imblamah, 
which  had  white  flags  up,  and  the  natives  stood 
fearlessly  on  the  river  bank.  The  village  of 
Agberi,  which  fired  on  "Rainbow,"  had  a  white 
flag  hoisted,  I  also  observed  canoes  from 
Brass  with  palm-oil  casks.  After  passing 
Agberi,  I  found  less  current  in  centre  of  river. 
Found  it  very  hot  on  bridge  up  to  1  30  p.m.,  when 
we  bad  a  sharp  shower,  which  reduced  the  tempera- 
ture in  shade  from  90°  to  84°.  Above  Truro 
Island  the  aspect  of  the  country  changes,  trees  are 
not  ao  numerous,  with  a  fine  expanse  of  water ; 
the  first  grass-land  we  passed  at  2p.m.,  and  although 
not  actually  clear  of  the  Delta,  yet  it  is  a  decided 
improvement  on  the  sameness  of  the  lower  part  of. 
the  river.  3-30,  heavy  tornado  ;  wind  not  so  vio- 
lent as  at  sea,  but  torrents  of  rain  ;  it  lasted  some 
tune.  Abreast  of  second  grass-land,  the  country 
becomes  more  open  ;  trees  of  a  larger  description 
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present  tkettselvaa,.andV as  we  nearlbo,  the* river 
expands  considerably.  .  Anchored  at  6.30  pjavoff 
£&te  Farm.    Made  forty- two  miles.. . 

:•  September  5n-r-Started  at  5-30  a»m.  ;.  thermo- 
meter 73°  FahreniieU.Passed  Ibo  early./  This  is  the 
furthest  town  up  the  river  to  trade  with  by  the 
Brass  merchants,  and  evidently  the  Liverpool  of 
the  Delta,  as  it  has  a  targe  trade  up  and  down  the 
river.  Passed  the  town  of  Asonaro,  •  which  is  at 
war  with  lbo ;  also  Abenso,  from  where  we  observed 
for  'the  first  time  land  of  a  mountainous  nature  in 
the  distance*  Here  the  river  gets  broad  and  noble* 
looking.  We  arrived  at  6*15  at  Onitsha,  and  sent 
some  of  Mr.  Crowther's  Party  on  shore*  Made 
forty-eight  miles  ;  found  the  current  very  strong 
here.*  ;•• 

•  September  6. — Started  from  Onitsha  at  5*45 
a.m.  ;  thermometer  75°.  Heard  that  Aju,  Chief 
of  Ibo*  was  dead,  the  man  that  plundered  Mr. 
Laird's  factory  in  I860,  and  that  tried  to  detain 
Mr.  South  wick  when  Bent  on  shore  from  "  Espoir." 
The  first  open  land  appeared  below  Miller  Point, 
above  Walker  Island.  The  river  is  broad,  bat 
rather  shallow.  Monte  Video  Mountain  was  scarcely 
visible,  owing  to  the  .cloudiness  of  the  atmosphere. 
Thermometer  at  noon  84°,  and  at  3  p.  m.  89°  in  the 
shade.  •  We  generally  have  a  smart  shower  each 
afternoon,  which  cools  the  air. "  The  current  has 
not  been  eo  strong  to-day,  owing  to  the  course  being 
stcaighter  ;  we  have  been  going  eight  knots.  Just 
above/  Agane  a  large  sheet  of  water  presents  itself, 
and  the  land  around  us  very  mountainous.  Passed 
several  large  canoes  going  down  the  river.  An- 
chored at  6*30  p.m,  hear  the  head  o  Arka  Island, 
hoviug  made  fifty-  two  miles. 

September  7. — Started  at  5*30  a.m.  ;  thermo- 
meter 74°  in  shade.     At  7  a.m.  passed  the  large 
town  of  Iddah,  supposed  to  contain  upwards  o£ 
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lOyOOO  inhabitants,  situated  on  a  pretty  hill  127 
feet  in  height.  There  is  a  large  plain  on  the 
sooth  side.  The  houses  are  round,  and  the  natives 
dressed  in  the  blue  cloth  of  the  country.  This 
place  might  be  made  the  key  of  the  Niger,  as  the 
deep  water  channel  is  very  narrow,  so  that  the 
town  entirely  commands  it.  Igara  is  the  name  of 
the  country,  and  the  King  of  Iddah's  territory 
reaches  as  far  as  the  Confluence.  The  scenery 
about  Shooter's  Sound  is  of  a  fine  picturesque 
description  ;  hills,  thickly  wooded  valleys, 
and  mountains  steep  and  rocky.  Mount 
Preedy,  in  the  distance,  is  conical  shaped, 
about  800  feet  in  height.  The  natives  have  been 
down  on  the  banks  in  great  numbers  as  we  passed. 
The  country  here  might  be  turned  to  good  account, 
tad,  from  what  I  have  heard,  the  natives  would  be 
glad  to  work  the  ground,  only  they  are  prevented 
by  fear  of  King  Massaba,  who  sends  down  his 
horsemen  in  the  dry  season,  and  takes  them  for 
slaves.  The  land  opposite  Beauford  Sound  grows 
guinea  corn,  and  the  island  itself  has  several  farms 
on  it  The  navigation  here  is  very  unpleasant, 
owing  to  the  n archer  of  rocks,  and  some  of  them 
a  wash.  From  Beauford  Sound  upward  the 
country  still  continues  mountainous,  and  of  a  very 
rocky  nature.  Current  strong.  About  four  knots 
from  Maconachee  Sound  1  first  observed  Mount 
Patte,  at  the  foot  of  which  Dr.  Baikie  has  his  set- 
tlement, called  by  the  natives  Lukoja.  At  5*20 
p.m.  landed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crowther  and  party  at 
Gbebe  (Confluence),  and  then  proceeded  to  Dr. 
Baikie's  place,  three  miles  higher  up,  and  on  the 
west  side  of  the  river  ;  anchored  and  sent  the  gig 
on  shore.  Found  Dr.  Baikie  was  not  there  ;  men 
who  had  been  left  in  charge  of  his  place  said  he 
had  gone  up  the  country,  but  could  not  say  in 
what  direction  more  than  that  he  left  for  Bida  last 
September,  and  had  not  since  been  heard  of. 
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September  9.— Came  to  the  determination  it  was 
only  wasting  time  remaining  at  the  Confluence  ; 
determined  to  proceed  to  Rabba,  as  I  was  unlikely 
to  gain  any  information  respecting  Dr.  Batkiehere, 
and  knowing  King  Massaba  could  give  me  every 
particular  of  his  whereabouts,  and  also  in  case  of 
my  not  seeing  him  I  would  have  a  responsible 
Chief,  with  whom  to  leave  his  goods.  Weighed 
at  5  a.m.,  and  found  a  great  difference  not  having 
the  boat  in  tow,  being  able  to  go  9*8  knots.  The 
country  to-day  is  flat,  splendid  ground  for  rice. 
The  river  up  here  was  much  flooded.  At  5*20 
p.m.  anchored  off  Egga ;  sent  messenger  to  the 
King  requesting  he  would  send  fresh  beef  and 
wood  in  the  morning,  which  he  promised.  Made 
seventy-five  miles  this  day. 

September  10.— Remained  at  anchor  till  1*80 
p.m.,  in  hopes  of  getting  some  wood,  but  it  came 
off  in  such  small  quantities,  and  the  charges  were 
So  exorbitant,  I  did  not  consider  myself  justified 
in  purchasing  it.  At  1-30  p.m.  proceeded  up  the 
river.  At  5*15  p.m.  anchored  off  a  small  village 
called  Eghon,  and  sent  kroomen  on  shore  to  cat 
wood,  which  they  did  all  night. 

September  II.— 6.15  A..M.  started  this  day; 
having  come  to  the  last  of  Lieutenant  Glover's 
charts  that  are  printed,  we  had  to  proceed  with 
more  caution,  as  Lieutenant  Allen's  charts  are  of 
little  service,  owing  to  their  being  on  such  a  small 
scale.     Anchored  for  the  night  off  Pascha* 

Septemfter  12.— Started  for  Rabba  at  8  a.m. 
Rain  in  the  morning  very  heavy.  The  natives 
here  seem  much  finer,  better  featured,  and  not  so 
dark  as  the  coast  men.  The  women  rub  a  kind 
of  fine  red  clay  over  their  bodies.  At  1  P.M.  aa«» 
ehored  off  Rabba,  well  clear  of  the  shore.  It  is 
situated  on  high  ground,  with  red  cliffs  close  to  it* 
The  King  of  Rabba  sent  messengers  off  to  salute 
me,  and  Massaba's  headman  also  called  on  me. 
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Made  arrangements  for  sending  a  messenger  to 
King  Maasaba*  who  was  encamped  five  days' 
journey  from  Rabba,  informing  him  of  my  arrival* 
and  requesting  that  he  would  send  horses,  as  I 
intended  paying  him  a  visit. 

From  the  12th  to  the  17  th  September  nothing 
of  importance  occurred :    remained    at    anchor 
waiting  for  horses.     On  the  afternoon  of  the  latter 
date  the  messenger  arrived  with  them  ;  but  owing 
to  an  attack  of  fever,  I  was  unable  to  start  till  the 
19th,    when    we   commenced  our  journey,    and 
reached  the  village  of  Mokwa,  our  party  consist- 
ing o?  Air.    Southwick,  Acting  Second  Master, 
fire  kroomen,  three  guides,  and  m)self.     Started 
on  the  following  morning  at  7  a.m.  for  Dzuguma, 
a  town  distant  about  twenty  miles.     On  the  way 
met  War  Chiefs,  sent  by  King  Massaba  to  conduct 
me  to  bim,  accompaied  by  one  of  Dr.  Baikie'a 
men,  who  spoke  English  ;  passed  through  tracks 
of  colli  rated  land,   consisting  chiefly  of  guinea 
corn  and  cotton,  the  latter  particularly  is  raised  in . 
great  abundance  through  these  districts.     Reached 
Dioguma  at  noon,  having  travelled  during  the  day 
in  a  northerly  direction.    .This  town  is  situated 
on  a  very  fine  river  called  Accoa,  with  a  bridge 
serosa  it. 

On  the  21st  September  reached  the  town  of 
Bigs,  twelve  miles  distant  from  Dzuguma,  still 
proceeding  northward,  the  country  wild,  and  un- 
cultivated bush  land  and  high  grass,  road  so  nar- 
row, only  admitting  the  passage  of  one  horse. 

On  the  22nd  September  arrived  at  the  large 
town  of  Egbe,  containing  about  6,000  inhabitants, 
some  fourteen  miles  from  the  town  we  stopped  at 
the  night  previous  $  country  less  wooded,  and  of  a 
more  level  description  than  that  we  travelled 
through  the  day  before.  Egbe  is  situated  on  a 
small  stream  called  Damba.  Our  route  this  day 
lay  in  a  northerly  direction* 
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On  the  23rd  bad  a  long  dreary  ride  of  twenty- 
six  miles  under  a  scorching  son,  through  a  forest 
of  small  trees ;  saw  quantities  of  monkeys  and 
beautiful  birds.  Arrived  at  5  p.m.  at  the  village 
Tanga  Auxallos, .  on  the  river  Manuilar,  a  very 
fine-looking  stream.  We  are  out  of  Nupe  country 
to-day,  and  are  now  in  Ebb6.  All  the  villages 
we  passed  through  have  been  lately  taken  by 
Massaba.  Sent  this  morning  my  messenger  on 
to  the  King,  to  inform  him  of  my  approach.  Our 
journey  this  day  still  continued  in  a  north-easterly 
direction. 

September  24. — Feeling  rather  ill  this  morning, 
1  was  much  pleased  to  think  this  day  would  ter- 
minate my  tedious  journey,  but  was  sadly  disap 
pointed  at  reaching  Likoro  to  find  the  King'* 
messenger  waiting  to  inform  me  that  it  was  his  wish 
that  I  should  proceed  no  further  that  day,  but 
remain  and  sleep  for  the  night.  We  travelled 
twelve  miles  in  a  northerly  direction. . 

September  25.  At  7  a.m.  started  for  the  camp 
called  Eddo ;  met  a  number  of  war  chiefs  on 
horseback  sent  to  meet  me.  Arrived  at  1 1  a.m., 
when  the  King  sent  .to  salute  me,  and  said  if  1 
wished  he  would  see  me  at  once,  but  not  being 
prepared  I  appointed  4  p.m.,  and  employed  the 
interval  in  getting  ready  his  presents.  At  4,  Mr. 
South  wick  and  myself,  accompanied  by  a  guard  of 
five  kroomen,  together  with  the  head  chief  and 
others  the  King  had  sent  to  escort  me  to  his 
presence,  proceeded  to  the  King's  house,  where 
we  found  him  sitting  on  a  mat,  and  another  spread 
with  cushions  for  Mr.  Southwick  and  myself.  He 
is  a  fine-looking  man,  and  from  the  great  name  he 
bears  just  the  man  I  expected  to  see.  We  had  a 
little  palaver  and  exchange  of  compliments,  after 
which  I  presented  him  with  the  presents  I  brought. 
He  seemed  much  pleased  with  the  coat  of  mail, 
and  said  it  showed  him' he  was  not  forgotten  in 
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England.    He  then  requested  me  to  go  and  see 
his  sons,  whom  I  found  in  great  numbers  with  the 
second  King,  ready  to  receive  me  ;  some  of  them 
were  remarkably  fine  men.     I  was  then  presented 
with  some  cola-nuts  in  accordance  with  the  custom 
of  the  country,  which  broke  up  the  palaver,  and  I 
retained  to  King  Massaba,  with  whom  I  had  a 
long  palaver  about  Dr.  Baikie.     He  informed  me 
that  he  had  gone  to  Kano  after  the  papers  and 
effects  of  a  Dr.  Vogel,  who  had  been  murdered 
there,  and  that  h1  had  recovered  the  papers  ;  the 
King  had  given  him  horses  and  men,  but  did  not 
seem  pleased  at  his  going.     The  camp  here  is  on 
a  very  large  scale  ;  and  I  have  been  informed  he 
has  upwards  of  5,000  horsemen :  his  reason  for 
being  encamped  is  on  account  of  an  order  from 
the  Sultan  of  Socatoo  to  open  the  road  between 
Bida  and  Socatoo,  as  the  messengers  were  fre- 
quently robbed  and  murdered  passing  between 
those  places,  so  that  Massaba  has  taken  the  whole 
country,  dethroning  the  Kings,  and  placing  guards 
of  his  own  men  in  their  towns.     Came  twelve 
miles  in  a  northerly  direction  this  day.    The  camp 
is  situated  near  to  a  river  called  Talaware,  and 
the  country  named  Combalie. 

Friday,  September  26. — Had  a  long  palaver 
with  the  King  to-day  ;  he  spoke  a  good  deal  about 
Dr.  Baikie,  and  again  expressed  his  dissatisfaction 
at  him  going  away,  and  not  returning  in  time  for 
the  ship,  as  he  had  promised.  I  read  to  him  a 
letter  from  the  Governor  of  Lagos ;  and  he  re- 
plied, "  It  is  good,"  and  promised  on  his  return  to 
Bida  he  would  open  a  road  to  Lagos  He  then 
informed  me  he  was  going  to  send  a  large  present 
to  the  ship,  consisting  of  two  bullocks,  ten  sheep, 
yams,  honey,  rice,  butter,  &c,  for  which  I,  of 
course,  thanked  him. 

f,  September  27.— In  the  course  of  the 
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day  the  King  sent  six  of  his  great  war  chiefs  on 
horseback  to  my  house  ;  they  certainly  were 
ferocious-looking  fellows,  bat  the  quantity  of 
dress,  both  on  men  and  horses,  most  render  them 
useless  in  battle.  He  has  250  like  them,  and  they 
only  stand  still  in  battle  to  frighten  the  enemy. 

Called  on  the  -King  in  the  afternoon,  and  he 
told  me  he  felt  sure  I  would  neither  hear  nor  see 
Dr.  Baikie  this  year,  but  promised  to  send  hie 
letters  to  Lagos  whenever  be  received  an  answer, 
as  he  had  sent  a  messenger  to  Dr.  Baikie  on  nay 
arrival,  with  the  letters  and  despatches  I  had 
brought  up  for  htm. 

From  September  27  to  October  2,  nothing  of 
importance  occurred,  I  being  ill  from  an  attack  of 
fever  most  of  the  time. 

On  the  morning  of  the  2nd,  called  on  die  King 
to  wish  him  farewell.  He  sent  a  chief,  and  one  of 
Dr.  Baikie's  men,  who  understood  English,  to 
accompany  me  to  Rabba,  to  take  charge  of  Dr. 
Baikie's  things.  Arrived  at  noon  at  Likoro,  where 
I  remained  for  the  night. 

From  the  3rd  to  the  7th  of  October  I  again 
travelled  the  same  road  as  I  came  up,  so  there  is 
nothing  of  importance  to  relate.  On  the  afternoom 
of  the  7tb  I  again  reached  the  ship,  and  felt  very 
pleased  at  finding  all  well  on  board. 

October  8. — My  Kroomen,  and  the  chief  that 
Massaba  had  sent,  arrived,  so  made  preparations 
for  proceeding  down  the  river  on  tlie  following 
day.  Had  a  long  palaver  with  the  chief,  who 
informed  me  it  was  King  Massaba's  intention  to 
conquer  the  country  right  down  to  the  mouth  of 
the  river  for  trade  under  his  protection. 

Thursday,  October  9.  —  Weighed  at  6  a.m.,  and 
proceeded  close  to  the  shore ;  landed  forty -nine 
articles  belonging  to  Dr.  Baikie,  and  gave  them 
in  charge  of  a  chief  catted  Sonafadder.     This  chief 
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then  came  oft  and  we  bad  another  long  palaver, 
which  detaiaed  me  till  1  p.m.,  at  which  time  a 
messenger  from  Bang  Massaba  arrived,  informing 
me  that  the  King  bad  beard  from  Dr.  Baikie,  and 
that  he  was  on  his  way  back  to  the  camp,  and 
requested  roe  to  wait  a  few  days  longer  ;  but  this 
I  knew  would  be  of  no  use,  aa  I  could  not  possibly 
get  an  answer  from  the  eawp  under  ten  days ; 
and  the  water  having  already  fallen  2  feet  7  inches, 
I  did  not  consider  myself  just! 6ed  hi  remaining 
another  hour.  At  1*30  p.m.  started  from  Babba  ; 
found  it  difficult  to  steam  with  wpod ;  made  thirty- 
five  miles. 

October  10. —Anchored  at  Egga,  and  sent  on 
shore  a  messenger  from  King  Massaba  to  order 
some  wood.  Remained  at  Egga  Saturday  and 
Sunday  receiving  weed. 

On  the  morning  of  the  13th  started  for  the 
Confluence,  and  arrived  there  at  o  p.m. ;  picked 
up  coal-boat.  Anchored  off  Dr.  Ba;kie's  Settle- 
ment for  the  night 

October  14. — Weighed,  and  proceeded  to  Gbebe, 
where  I  remained  until  the  19th  wooding  ship, 
and  waiting  for  any  despatches  that  might  by 
chance  come  down  from  Dr.  Baikie. 

October  19. — I  was  so  ill  the  doctor  advised  my 
returning  down  the  river.  Started  for  the  mouth 
of  the  river :  made  sixty-three  miles. 

Octobei  20.— Anchored  off  Onitsba,  and  filled 
up  with  wood. 

October  21. — Proceeded  down  the  river,  and 
anchored  seven  miles  below  Ibo  ;  made  twenty- 
three  miles.  Found  the  river  here  had  not  fallen; 
in  fact,  it  was  more  flooded  than  on  our  ascent. 

Olato&tr  22.~~Started  for  the  mouth  of  the  river, 
at  which  place  we  anchored  at  5  p.m.,  having  made 
HI  miles. 
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October  23.— Remained  at  Akassa,  and  •  com* 
pleted  with  wood  and  prepared  lor  dea. 

October  24. — At  5  a.m.  started  to  cross  the 
Nun  bar,  which  we  found  very  smooth*  Proceeded 
for  Lagos  ;  weather  ver y  favourable.       ■ 

October  2d.— Proceeding  for  Lagos,  in  the  outer 
roads  of  which  place  we  anchored  at  7*16  p.m< 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  during  the  fifty -dhree 
days  Her  Majesty's  ship  "Investigator"  was  tip 
the  river,  the  health  of  the  ship V  company  was 
exceedingly  good,  only  a  few  cases  of  slight  fever 
occurring,  and  that  amongst  the  men  received 
frem  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Bri&k,"  who  had  not 
been  accustomed  to  the  river-work,  my  own*  men 
remaining  perfectly  healthy. 

Owing  to  the  clearness  and  correctness  of  Lien- 
tenant  Glover's  charts,  the  services  of  Mr.  Souths 
wick  as  Pilot  were  not  required ;  he,  however, 
was  most  zealous  and  useful  on  many  other  duties*

Translation  of  the  Ordinance  addressed  on  the 
29th  Redjeb,  1279  of  the  Hegira  (January  7, 
1863),  to  the  Board  of  Customs. 

THE  repose  and  security  of  the  Empire,  and  of 
all  the  people  residing  therein,  demanding  the 
prohibition  of  the  trade  in  arms  and  munitions  of 
war,  the  following  provisions  are  made  with  re- 
gard to  powder,  cannons,  arms,  and  all  sorts  of 
munitions  of  war  which  may  henceforward  arrive 
from  abroad,  and  of  which  the  importation  is  for- 
mally forbidden,  in  conformity  with  the  Treaties 
of  Commerce  recently  concluded  with  friendly 
Powers. 

1.  It  is  absolutely  forbidden  to  import  into  the 
Empire,  powder  in  grain,  whatever  may  be  the 
species  and  the  quantity,  and  whatever  be  the 
motive  of  the  importation. 

2.  The  introduction  of  powder-cartridges,  with 
or  without  balls,  is  equally  interdicted. 

3.  Neither  may  there  be  imported  into  the 
Empire  any  kinds  of  cannons,  mortars,  and 
howitzers  nor  their  charges,  such  as  bomb  shells, 
grape  shot,  cartridges,  and  all  sorts  of  projectiles, 
whether  or  not  containing  fulminating  matter, 
balls  for  rifled  guns,  with  or  without  bayonets, 
ordinary  guns,  carbines,  pistols,  lances,  and  salt* 
petre  used  by  troops  and  in  war.  Are  excepted, 
arms  for  shooting  and  ornament,  side  arms 
(armes  blanches)  such  as  sabres,  swords,  knives, 
and  powder  for  sporting  purposes,  in  small  quan- 
tities destined  for  private  use. 

4.  The  prohibited  articles,  enumerated  above

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TEEASUBY  WABEANT. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  made 
and  passed  in  the  session  of  Parliament  holden  in 
the  word  and  fourth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her 
Majesty,  chapter  ninety-six,  for  the  regulation  of 
the  duties  of  postage,  it  was  provided  that  all 
letters  and  newspapers,  and  other  printed  papers, 
which  should  be  posted  in  any  town  or  place 
within  the  United  Kingdom,  or  should  be  brought 
from  parts  beyond  the  seas,  to  any  port  or  place 
within  the  United  Kingdom,  or  should  be  sent  by 
the  post  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  places 
beyond  the  seas,  or  between  any  of  the  other 
places  thereinafter  mentioned,  or  should  pass 
through  the  United  Kingdom,  should  be  subject 
to  the  several  tegulations  and  rates  thereinafter 
contained;  and  that  letters  transmitted  by  the 
post  should  be  charged  by  weight  according  to  a 
certain  scale  and  number  of  rates  of  postage  to  be 
charged  as  therein  mentioned.  And  power  was 
given  to  Her  Majesty's  Postmaster- General  to 
charge  on  all  letters  conveyed  by  the  post  be- 
tween places  within  any  of  Her  Majesty's  colonies, 
or  conveyed  by  packet-boats  between  one  part  of 
Her  Majesty's  dominions  and  another  part  of  the 
same  dominions,  or  between  Her  Majesty's 
dominions  and  foreign  parts,  or  between  one  port 
in  any  foreign  country  and  another  port  in  the 
same,  or  any  other  foreign  country  where  post 
communications  should  be  established ;  and  also  to 
charge  on  all  letters  conveyed  by  any  vessels  to 
or  from  any  of  the  colonies,  or  between  any  of  the 
colonies,  or  between  any  of  the  colonies  and  a 
foreign  port,  and  on  all  letters  which  should  be 
brought  by  the  master  of  any  vessel  to  the  Post 
Office  in  any  of  the  colonies,  such  rates  of  postage 
as  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury, 
by  Warrant  under  their  hands,  should  from  time 
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to  time  direct ;  and  to  charge  for  the  use  of  Her 
Majesty  on  all  letters  sent  by  the  post  on  which 
the  postage  should  not  be  prepaid,  and  which 
should  not  be  duly  and  properly  stamped,  and 
also  on  all  letters  sent  by  the  post  without  being 
duly  and  properly  stamped,  although  the  postage 
thereon  should  be  wholly  or  in  part  prepaid,  such 
higher  rates  of  postage  than  would  otherwise  by 
law  be  payable  on  such  letters  as  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  by  Warrant 
under  their  hands,  should  from  time  to  time  deem 
expedient ;  and  power  was  also  given  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  from  time 
to  time,  by  Warrant  under  their  hands,  to  alter 
and  fix  any  of  the  rates  of  British  postage  or 
inland  postage  payable  by  law  on  the  trans- 
mission oy  the  post  of  foreign  or  colonial  letters 
or  newspapers,  or  of  any  other  printed  papers, 
and  to  subject  the  same  to  rates  of  postage 
according  to  the  weight  thereof  and  a  scale  of 
weight  to  be  contained  in  such  Warrant,  and 
from  time  to  time,  by  Warrant  as  aforesaid,  to 
alter  or  repeal  any  such  altered  rates,  and  make 
and  establish  any  new  or  other  rates  in  lieu 
thereof,  and  from  time  to  time,  by  Warrant  as 
aforesaid,  to  appoint  at  what  time  the  rates  which 
might  be  payable  were  to  be  paid,  and  the  power 
thereby  given  to  alter  and  fix  rates  of  postage  was 
to  extend  to  any  increase  or  reduction  or  remission 
of  postage. 

And  whereas,  by  another  Act  of  Parliament, 
made  and  passed  in  the  session  of  Parliament 
holden  in  the  tenth  and  eleventh  years  of  the 
reign  of  Her  Majesty,  chapter  eighty-five,  for 
giving  further  facilities  for  the  transmission  of 
letters  by  post,  and  for  the  regulating  the  duties 
of  postage  thereon,  and  for  other  purposes  re- 
lating to  the  Post  Office,  further  powers  were 
given  to  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
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Treasury,  and  (amongst  other  things)  power  was 
given  to  the  Postmaster-General  to  collect  and 
receive  the  foreign  and  colonial  postage  charged 
or  chargeable  on  any  letters  sent  by  the  post ;  and 
also,  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  to  require  the  postage 
(British,  colonial,  or  foreign)  of  any  letters  sent 
by  the  post  to  be  prepaid,  either  in  money  or  in 
stamps,  as  he  might  think  fit,  on  the  same  being 
put  into  the  Post  Office;  and  also,  with  such 
consent,  to  abolish  or  restrict  the  prepayment  in 
money  of  postage  on  letters  sent  by  the  post 
either  altogether  or  on  certain  letters,  ana  to 
require  the  prepayment  thereof  to  be  in  stamps, 
ana  to  refuse  to  receive  or  send  by  the  post  any 
letters  tendered  contrary  to  any  regulations  made 
under  that  enactment.  And  power  was  also 
given  to  the  Postmaster-General,  and  any  officer 
of  the  Post  Office,  to  detain  any  letters  which 
should  be  posted  or  sent  by  the  post  contrary  to 
the  regulations  therein  mentioned,  and  to  open 
such  letters,  and  either  to  return  them  to  the 
senders  thereof,  or  to  forward  them  to  the  places 
of  their  destination,  charged  in  either  case  with 
such  rates  of  postage  as  the  Postmaster-General, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury,  should  from  time  to  time 
direct. 

And  whereas,  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury  since  the  passing  of  the  said 
two  hereinbefore  recited  Acts,  and  by  virtue 
thereof,  have  from  time  to  time  by  divers 
Warrants  under  their  hands,  fixed,  made,  and 
established  certain  rates  of  British  postage  to  be 
paid  and  payable  on  the  transmission  by  the  post 
of  certain  colonial  letters  therein  respectively 
mentioned;  and  it  is  expedient  that  certain  of 
the  said  rates  on  certain  of  the  said  letters  should 
be  altered!  and  certain  other  rates  made  and  fixed 
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in  lieu  thereof,  and  that  certain  other  regulations 
should  he  made,  and,  for  that  purpose,  that  cer- 
tain of  the  said  former  rates,  and  also  that  certain 
of  the  said  Warrants  should  he  wholly,  and 
certain  other  of  the  said  Warrants  should  be  in 
part,  repealed  and  annulled  in  the  manner  herein- 
after mentioned.

be  charged  and  taken  in  lieu  of  any  rates  of 
British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on  such 
letters,  an  uniform  rate  of  British  postage  of 
eleven  pence.  . 

2.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one-half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Natal,  or  St.  Helena, 
and  any  other  of  Her  Majesty's  colonies  or  any 
foreign  country,  through  the  United  Kingdom 
direct,  or  through  any  British  colony  or  foreign 
country  (the  sea  conveyance  between  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  Natal,  or  St.  Helena  and  the 
United  Kingdom  being  by  British  packet-boat), 
there  shall  be  charged  ana  taken  in  lieu  of  any 
rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on 
such  letters,  a  like  rate  of  British  postage  of 
eleven  pence,  for  the  conveyance  of  every  such 
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letter,  between  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Natal, 
or  St.  Helena  and  any  part  of  the  United  King- 
dom. And  for  the  conveyance  of  every  such 
letter  between  the  port  in  the  United  Kingdom 
of  the  departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet-boat  or 
vessel  (not  being  a  packet-boat)  conveying  the 
same,  and  the  British  colony  or  foreign  country, 
to  or  from  which  the  same  Bhall  be  forwarded, 
such  a  further  or  additional  rate  of  postage  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  charged  and  payable 
for  British  postage,  on  letters  not  exceeding  half 
an  ounce  in  weight,  posted  or  delivered  at  the 
port  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  the  departure  or

by  law  on  such  letters,  an  uniform  rate  of  post- 
age of  one  shilling. 

4  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one-half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  Island  of  Ascension,  and  any  other  of  Her 
Majesty's  colonies  or  any  foreign  country  through 
the  United  Kingdom,  direct  or  through  any 
British  colony  or  foreign  country  (the  sea  con- 
veyance between  the  Island  of  Ascension  and  the 
United  Kingdom,  being  by  British  packet-boat), 
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there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  in  lieu  of  any 
rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on 
such  letters,  a  like  rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling 
for  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter  between 
the  Island  of  Ascension  and  any  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom*-    And  for  the  conveyance  of 
every  such  letter  between  the  port  in  the  United 
Kingdom  of  the  departure   or  arrival  of  the 
packet-boat  or  vessel  (not  being  a  packet-boat) 
conveying  the  same,  and  the  British  colony  or 
foreign  country  to  or  from  which  the  same  shall 
be  forwarded,  such  a  further  or  additional  rate  of 
postage  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  charged  and 
payable  for  British  postage  on  letters  not  exceed- 
ing half-an  ounce  in  weight,  posted  or  delivered 
at  the  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  the  depar- 
ture or  arrival  of  the  packet-boat  or  vessel  (not 
being  a  packet-boat)  conveying  the  same,  and 
transmitted  between    such  port  and  any  such 
colony  or  foreign  country.    Provided  that  in  all 
cases  where  such  additional  rate  includes  both 
inland  and  sea  services,  there  shall  bo  deducted 
therefrom  the  sum  of  one  penny,  in  respect  of  the 
inland  conveyance  under  this  clause,  of  every 
inch  letter  sent  through  the  United  Kingdom. 

5.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one-half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
Natal,  or  St.  Helena,  and  conveyed  by  a  vessel 
not  being  a  packet-boat,  there  snail  be  charged 
and  taken  in  lieu  of  any  rates  of  British  postage 
now  payable  by  law  on  such  letters,  an  uniform 
British  rate  of  postage  of  two  pence. 

6.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one-half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Natal,  or  St.  Helena, 
and  any  other  of  Her  Majesty's  colonies  or  any 
foreign  country,  through  the  United  Kingdom 
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(the  sea  conveyance  between  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  Natal,  or  St.  Helena  and  the  United  King- 
dom being  by  a  vessel  not  being  a  packet-boat), 
there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  in  lien  of  any 
rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on 
such  letters,  a  like  rate  of  postage  of  two  pence 
for  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter,  between 
the  Gape  of  Good  Hope,  Natal,  or  St.  Helena, 
and  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom.  And  for 
the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter  between  the 
port  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  the  departure  or 
arrival  of  the  packet-boat  or  vessel  (not  being  a 
packet-boat)  conveying  the  same,  and  the  British 
colony  or  foreign  country  to  or  from  which  the 
same  shall  be  forwarded,  such  a  further  or  addi- 
tional rate  of  postage,  as  shall  from  time  to  time # 
be  charged  and  payable  for  British  postage  on 
letters  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight, 
posted  or  delivered  at  the  port  in  the  United 
Kingdom  of  the  departure  or. arrival  of  the 
packet-boat  or  vessel  (not  being  a  packet-boat) 
conveying  the  same,  and  transmitted  between 
such  port  and  any  such  British  colony  or  foreign 
country.  Provided  that  in  all  cases  where  such 
additional  rate  includes  both  inland  and  sea 
services,  there  shall  be  deducted  therefrom  the 
sum  of  one  pennv,  in  respect  of  the  inland 
conveyance  under  this  clause,  of  every  such  letter 
sent  through  the  United  Kingdom. 

7.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one  half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Island  of  Ascen- 
sion, and  conveyed  by  a  vessel  not  being  a  packet- 
boat,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  in  lieu  of 
any  rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law 
on  such  letters,  an  uniform  British  rate  of  postage 
of  four  pence. 

8.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one  half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  between

the  Island  of  Ascension  and  any  other  of  Her 
Majesty's  colonies,  or  any  foreign  country  through 
the  United  Kingdom  (the  sea  conveyance  be- 
tween the  Island  of  Ascension  and  the  United 
Kingdom  being  by  a  vessel  not  being  a  packet- 
boat),  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  in  lieu  of 
any  rates  of  British  postage,  now  payable  by  law 
on  such  letters,  a  like  rate  of  postage  of  four  pence 
for  the  conveyance  of  every  Buch  letter  between 
the  Island  of  Ascension,  and  any  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  And  for  the  conveyance  of 
every  such  letter  between  the  port  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  of  the  departure  or  arrival  of  the 
packet-boat  or  vessel  (not  being  a  packet-boat) 
conveying  the  same,  and  the  British  colony  or 
foreign  country  to  or  from  which  the  same  shall 
be  forwarded,  such  a  further  or  additional  rate  of 
postage  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  charged 
and  payable  for  British  postage  on  letters  not 
exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight,  posted  or 
delivered  at  the  port  in  the  United  Kingdom,  of 
the  departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet-boat  or 
vessel  (not  being  a  packet-boat)  conveying  the 
same,  and  transmitted  between  such  port  and  any 
such  British  colony  or  foreign  country.  Provided 
that  in  all  cases  where  such  additional  rate  in- 
cludes both  inland  and  sea  services,  there  shall  be 
deducted  therefrom  the  sum  of  one  penny  in 
respect  of  the  inland  conveyance  under  this  clause 
of  every  such  letter  sent  through  the  United 
Kingdom. 

9.  All  such  respective  letters  so  transmitted,  as 
is  mentioned  in  this  Warrant,  if  exceeding  one 
half  of  an  ounce  in  weight,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  several  further  and  additional  and  progres- 
sive rates  of  postage  hereinafter  mentioned,  that 
is  to  say : 

On  every  letter  so  transmitted,  if  exceeding 
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one  half  of  an  ounce  in  weight,  and  nob  ex* 
ceeding  one  ounce  in  weight,  there  shall  be 
charged,    taken,    and   paid,    two    rates    of 
postage. 
And  on  every  letter  so  transmitted,  if  exceeding 
one  ounce,  and  not  exceeding  one  ounce  and 
one-half  of  another  ounce  in  weight,  three 
rates  of  postage. 
And  on  every  letter  so  transmitted,  if  exceed- 
ing one  ounce  and  one-half  of  another  ounce, 
and  not  exceeding  two  ounces  in  weight, 
four  rates  of  postage. 
And  for  every  additional  half  of  an  ounce  in 
weight  of  any  letters  so  transmitted  as  afore* 
said,  above  the  weight  of  two  ounces,  there 
shall  be  charged,  taken,  and  paid,  an  addi- 
tional rate  of  postage,  and  every  fractional 
part  of  such  additional  half  of  an  ounce  in 
weight,  shall  be  charged  as  an  additional 
half  of  an  ounce  in  weight.     And  each  pro- 
gressive   and    additional    rate,    chargeable 
under  this  clause,  shall  be  estimated  and 
charged  at  the  Bum  which  any  such  letter 
would  be  charged  with  under  this  Warrant, 
if  not  exceeding  one  half  of  an  ounce  in 
weight. 
10.  On  every  letter  posted    in   the  United 
Kingdom,  addressed  to  any  place  in  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  Natal,  or  St.  Helena,  and  on  every 
letter  posted  in  any  place  in  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  Natal,  or  St.  Helena,  addressed  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  postage  thereof  shall  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  the  same  being  posted,  either 
in  money  or  by  being  stamped  with  the  proper 
postage-stamp,  or  stamps  being  affixed  thereto, 
which  stamp  or  stamps  shall  in  every  case  bo 
affixed,  or  appear  on  the  outside  of  every  such*, 
letter,  near  the  address,  and  shall  be  of  the  valu* 
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or  amount  of  the  postage  duty  payable  thereon, 
under  or  by  rirtue  of  this  Warrant. 

11.  If  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  addressed  to  any  place  in  the  Gape  of 
Good  Hope,  Natal,  or  St.  Helena,  or  if  any  letter 
shall  be  posted  in  any  place  in  the  Gape  of  Good 
Hope,  Natal,  or  Saint  Helena,  addressed  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  without  the  postage  payable 
thereon  being  paid  at  the  time  of  the  same  being 
posted,  either  in  money,  or  by  being  stamped 
with  the  proper  postage-stamp,  or  stamps  being 
affixed  thereto,  every  such  letter  shall  be  charged 
with  the  postage  to  which  it  would  have  been 
liable  under  or  oy  virtue  of  this  Warrant,  if  the 
postage  had  been  fully  paid  thereon  when  posted, 
together  with  the  further  and  additional  rate  of 
postage  of  one  shilling,  when  conveyed  by  British 
packet-boat,  and  with  the  further  and  additional 
rate  of  postage  of  four  pence  when  conveyed  by 
a  vessel  not  being  a  packet-boat. 

12.  If  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in  the  United 

Kingdom,  addressed  to  any  place  in  the  Cape  of 

Good  Hope,  Natal,  or  St.  Helena,  or  if  any  fetter 

shall  be  posted  in  any  place  in  the  Cape  of  Good 

Hope,  Natal,  or  St.  Helena,  addressed  to  the 

United    Kingdom,  having   thereon,    or    affixed 

thereto,  a  postage-stamp  or  stamps,  the  value  of 

which  shall  be  less  in  amount  tnan  the  rate  of 

postage  to  which  the  same  would  be  liable  under 

or  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  Warrant, 

every  such  letter  shall  be  forwarded  charged  with 

the  amount  of  the  difference  between  the  postage 

paid  thereon,  and  the  postage  to  which  it  would 

have   been  liable,  under  or  by  virtue    of  the 

provisions  of  this  Warrant,  if  the  full  amount  of 

postage  payable  thereon  had  been  paid  when 

posted,  together  with  the  further  and  additional 

rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling,  when  conveyed  by 
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British  packet-boat,  and  with  the  farther  and 
additional  rate  of  postage  of  four  peace  when  con- 
veyed by  a  vessel  not  being  a  packet-boat. 

13.  On  every  letter  posted  in  the  United  King- 
dom  addressed  to  the  Island  of  Ascension  the 
postage  thereof  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  the 
same  being  posted,  either  in  money  or  by  being 
stamped  with  the  proper  postage  stamp,  or  stamps 
being  affixed  thereto,  which  stamp  or  stamps  shall 
in  every  case  be  affixed  or  appear  on  the  outside 
of  every  such  letter,  near  the  address,  and  shall 
be  of  the  value  or  amount  of  the  postage  duty 
payable  thereon  under  or  by  virtue  of  this  War- 
rant, but  on  letters  posted  in  the  Island  of  Ascen- 
sion, addressed  to  the  United  Kingdom,  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  that  the  postage  thereof  shall  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  the  same  being  posted. 

14.  If  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  addressed  to  the  Island  of  Ascension, 
without  the  postage  payable  thereon  being  paid 
at  the  time  of  the  same  being  posted,  either  in 
money  or  by  being  stamped  with  the  proper 
postage  stamp,  or  stamps  Deing  affixed  thereto, 
or  having  thereon  or  affixed  thereto  a  postage 
stamp  or  stamps,  the  value  of  which  shall  be  less 
in  amount  than  the  rate  of  postage  to  which  the 
same  would  be  liable  under  or  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Warrant,  every  such  letter  shall 
be  detained  and  opened,  and  shall  be  either  re- 
turned or  given  up  to  the  sender  thereof. 

15.  In  all  cases  where  letters  are  posted  in  the 
Gape  of  Good  Hope,  Natal,  or  St.  Helena,  ad- 
dressed to  any  department  or  office  in  or  con- 
nected with  the  public  service  of  Her  Majesty, 
which  shall  have  a  postage  account  with  the 
General  Post  Office  in  London,  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  that  the  postage  thereof  shall  be*  paid 
at  the  time  of  the  same  being  posted,  and  every 
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such  letter  so  posted  in  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
Natal,  or  St.  Helena,  addressed  as  last  aforesaid, 
8hall  and  may  be  forwarded  to  the  place  of  its 
destination,  without  any  additional  rate  of  post- 
age being  charged  thereon,  although  the  postage 
snail  not  have  been  paid  thereon  at  the  time  of 
the  same  being  posted,  and  the  postage  thereof 
shall  be  charged  in  such  postage  account. 

16.  In  all  cases  in  which  any  letter  in  respect 
of  which  any  rate  of  postage  is  chargeable,  under 
or  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  Warrant, 
shall  be  liable  to  any  colonial  or  foreign  postage, 
such  colonial  or  foreign  postage  shall  De  charged 
and  paid  thereon,  in  addition  to  the  British 
postage. 

17.  The  several  letters  transmitted  by  the  post 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Warrant  shall  be 
subject  to  the  several  orders,  directions,  and  re- 
gulations contained  in  a  certain  Warrant  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  bear- 
ing date  the  19th  day  of  February,  1855,  relating 
to  redirected  rates  of  postage  upon  letters  and 
packets  which  shall  be  redirected  and  again  for- 
warded by  the  post,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be 
applicable  to  such  letters. 

18.  Nothing  in  this  Warrant  contained  shall 
in  anywise  annul,  prejudice,  or  affect,  any  of  the 
exemptions  or  privileges  granted  by  or  under 
the  said  hereinbefore  recited  Acts,  or  either  of 
them,  or  by  or  under  any  other  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment relating  to  the  Post  Office,  or  any  of  the 
privileges  which  officers,  seamen,  and  soldiers, 
employed  in  Her  Majesty's  service,  are  "by  law 
entitled  to,  of  sending  and  receiving  by  the  post 
letters  subject  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions 
in  respect  of  the  same. 

19.  Nothing  in  this  Warrant  contained  shall 
be  deemed  or  construed  to  extend  to  any  letters 
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posted  in  France  or  Spain,  or  addressed  to  France 
or  Spain,  or  to  any  letters  transmitted  through 
France,  otherwise  than  in  closed  mails. 

20.  The  several  terms  and  expressions  used  in 
this  Warrant  shall  be  construed  to  have  the  like 
meaning  in  all  respects  as  they  would  have  had 
if  inserted  in  the  6aid  Act  passed  in  the  session 
of  Parliament  holden  in  the  third  and  fourth 
years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty,  for  the  regu- 
lation of  the  duties  on  postage. 

21.  The  following  rates  of  British  postage,  re- 
spectively fixed,  made,  and  established  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  following  Warrants,  under]  the 
hands  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  from  time  to  time  heretofore  made,  and 
the  regulations  affecting  the  said  rates  of  postage 
therein  respectively  mentioned,  and  also  the 
Warrants  and  parts  of  Warrants  hereinafter  re- 
spectively mentioned  and  particularized,  shall  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  revoked,  and 
annulled,  that  is  to  say : 

The  several  rates  of  British  postage  on  letters 
transmitted  by  the  post  between  any  place  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  colony  of  St.  Helena, 
direct  or  through  any  other  colony,  or  through 
any  foreign  country,  and  on  letters  transmitted  by 
the  post  between  the  said  colony  of  St.  Helena 
and  any  of  the  colonies  of  Canada,  Prince  Edward 
Island,  Bermuda,  the  Gold  Coast,  Ceylon,  Anti- 
gua, Grenada,  Berbice,  Demerara,  Trinidad,  Car- 
riacou,  Tobago,  Montserrat,  Nevis,  Tortola,  Domi- 
nica, St.  Kitts,  St.  Lucia,  St.  Vincent,  Jamaica, 
Bahamas,  Honduras,  Malta,  Gibraltar,  and  Hong 
Kong,  through  the  United  Kingdom  direct,  or 
through  any  other  colony  or  any  foreign  country, 
and  on  letters  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  said  colony  of  St.  Helena,  and  any  other  of 
Her  Majesty's  colonies,  or  any  foreign  country, 
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through  the  United  Kingdom  (whether  through 
any  colony  or  foreign  country  or  not),  payable 
under  or  by  virtue  of  a  certain  "Warrant,  bearing 
date  the  15th  day  of  March,  1854,  together  with  so 
much  of  the  said  Warrant  as  relates  to  the  said 
rates  of  postage,  and  the  regulations  therein  con- 
tained affecting  the  same. 

The  several  rates  of  British  postage  on  letters 
transmitted  by  the  post  between  any  place  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  colony  ot  Ascension 
(direct  or  through  any  other  colony,  or  through 
any  foreign  country),  and  on  letters  transmitted  by 
the  post  between  the  said  colony  of  Ascension  and 
any  other  of  Her  Majesty's  colonies  or  any  foreign 
country  through  the  United  Kingdom  (whether 
through  any  colony  or  foreign  country  or  not), 
payable  under  or  by  virtue  of  a  certain  other 
Warrant  bearing  date  the  21st  day  of  March, 
1857,  together  with  the  whole  of  the  said  last- 
mentioned  Warrant. 

The  several  rates  of  British  postage  on  letters 
transmitted  by  the  post  between  any  place  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
(direct  or  through  any  other  colony,  or  through 
any  foreign  country),  and  on  letters  transmitted 
by  the  post  between  the  Gape  of  Good  Hone  and 
any  other  of  Her  Majesty's  colonies,  or  any  foreign 
country,  through  the  United  Kingdom  (whether 
through  any  colony  or  foreign  country  or  not), 
payable  under  or  by  virtue  of  a  certain  other 
Warrant  bearing  date  the  20th  day  of  April, 
1857,  relating  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  together 
with  the  whole  of  the  said  last-mentioned  War- 
rant. 

The  several  rates  of  British  postage  on  letters 
transmitted  by  the  post  between  any  place  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  colony  of  Natal  (direct 
or  through  any  other  colony  or  through   any 
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foreign  country),  and  on  letters  transmitted  by 
the  post  between  the  said  colony  of  Natal  and  the 
other  colonies  of  the  Falkland  Islands,  Gambia, 
Labuan,  Vancouver's  Island,  Heligoland,  and  the 
Ionian  Islands,  and  any  other  of  Her  Majesty's 
colonies,  or  any  foreign  country,  through  the 
United  Kingdom  (whether  through  any  colony  or 
foreign  country  or  not),  payable  under  or  by 
virtue  of  a  certain  other  Warrant  bearing  date 
the  19th  day  of  Mar,  1857,  relating  to  the 
colonies  of  the  Falkland  Islands,  Gambia,  Lebuan, 
Vancouver's  Island,  Heligoland,  the  Ionian  Islands 
and  Natal,  respectively,  together  with  so  much  of 
the  said  last-mentioned  Warrant  as  relates  to  the 
said  last-mentioned  rates  of  postage  and  the 
regulations  therein  contained  affecting  the  same. 

The  several  rates  of  British  postage  on  letters 
transmitted  by  the  post  by  vessels,  not  being 
packet-boats,  between  the  United  Kingdom  and 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Natal,  St.  Helena,  or  the 
Island  of  Ascension,  and  on  letters  transmitted  by 
the  post  by  vessels,  not  being  packet-boats,,  be-

therein  contained  affecting  the  same. 

So  much  of  a  certain  other  Warrant  bearing 
date  the  16th  day  of  August,  1858,  as  relates  to 
letters  posted  in  the  United  Kingdom  addressed 
to  St.  Helena,  and  to  letters  posted  in  St.  Helena 
addressed  to  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  regu- 
lations therein  contained  affecting  the  same. 

So  much  of  a  certain  other  Warrant  bearing 
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date  the  6th  day  of  September,  1868,  and  relating 
to  the  prepayment  of  the  rates  of  postage  payable 
on  certain  letters  therein  mentioned,  as  relates  to 
letters  posted  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
addressed  to  St.  Helena,  and  the  regulations 
therein  contained  affecting  the  same. 

So  much  of  a  certain  other  Warrant  bearing  date 
the  7th  day  of  February,  1860,  as  relates  to  letters 
posted  in  the  United  Kingdom,  addressed  to 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  to  letters  posted 
in  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  addressed  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  the  regulations  therein 
contained  affecting  the  same. 

The  whole  of  a  certain  Warrant  bearing  date 
the  12th  day  of  November,  1861,  relating  to  the 
colony  of  Natal. 

And  so  much  of  a  certain  other  Warrant  bear- 
ing date  the  14th  day  of  June,  1859,  as  relates  to 
the  letters  authorised  to  be  transmitted  by  the 
post  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Warrant. 

22.  The  Commissioners  for  the  time  being  of 
Her  Majesty's  Treasury  may,  by  Warrant  under 
their  hands  duly  made,  at  any  time  hereafter, 
alter,  repeal,  or  revoke  any  of  the  rates  of  postage 
hereby  fixed  or  altered,  or  any  of  the  orders,  regu- 
lations, conditions,  and  restrictions  hereby  made, 
and  may  make  and  establish  any  new  or  other 
rates,  orders,  regulations,  conditions,  or  restric- 
tions in  lieu  thereof,  and  from  time  to  time  may 
appoint  at  what  time  the  rates  which  may  be  pay- 
able are  to  be  paid. 

23.  This  Warrant  shall  come  into  operation  on 
the  first  day  of  April  next.

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TREASURY  WARRANT. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and 
passed  in  the  session  of  Parliament  holden  in  the 
3rd  and  4th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty, 
chapter  96,  for  the  regulation  of  the  duties  of  post- 
age, it  was  provided  that  all  letters  and  newspapers 
and  other  printed  papers,  which  should  be  posted 
in  any  town  or  place  within  the  United  Kingdom, 
or  should  be  brought  from  parts  beyond  the  seas  to 
any  port  or  place  within  the  United  Kingdom,  or 
should  be  sent  by  the  post  between  the  United 
Kingdom  and  places  beyond  the  seas  or  between  any 
of  the  other  places  thereinafter  mentioned,  or  should 
pass  through  the  United  Kingdom,  should  be  sub- 
ject to  the  several  regulations  and  rates  thereinafter 
contained,  and  that  letters  transmitted  by  the  post 
should  be  charged  by  weight  according  to  a  cer- 
tain scale  and  numbers  of  rates  of  postage  to  be 
charged  as  therein  mentioned,  and  power  was  given 
to  Iter  Majesty's  Postmaster  General  to  charge  on 
all  letters  conveyed  by  the  post  between  places 
within  any  of  Her  Majesty's  colonies,  or  conveyed 
by  packet-boats  between  one  part  of  Her  Majesty's 
dominions  and  another  part  of  the  same  dominions, 
or  between  Her  Majesty's  dominions  and  foreign 
parts,  or  between  one  port  in  any  foreign  country 
and  another  port  in  the  same  or  any  other  foreign 
country  where  post  communications  should  be 
established,  and  also  to  charge  on  all  letters  con- 
veyed by  any  vessels  to  or  from  any  of  the  colo- 
nies, or  between  any  of  the  colonies,  or  between 
any  of  the  colonies  and  a  foreign  port,  and  on  all 
letters  which  should  be  brought  oy  the  master  of 
any  vessel  to  the  post  office  in  any  of  the  colonies, 
such  rates  of  postage  as  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury  by  Warrant  under  their  hands 
should  from  time  to  time  direct.  And  to  charge 
for  the  use  of  Her  Majesty  on  all  letters  sent  by 
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the  post  on  which  the  postage  should  not  be  pre- 
paid, and  which  should  not  be  duly  and  properly 
stamped,  and  also  on  all  letters  sent  by  the  post 
without  being  duly  and  properly  stamped,  although 
the  postage  thereon  should  be  wholly  or  in  part 
prepaid,  such  higher  rates  of  postage  than  would 
otherwise  by  law  be  payable  on  such  letters  as  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  by  War- 
rant under  their  hands  should  from  time  to  time 
deem  expedient,  and  power  was  also  given  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  from 
time  to  time  by  Warrant  under  their  hands  to 
alter  and  fix  any  of  the  rates  of  British  postage  or 
Inland  postage  payable  by  law  on  the  trans* 
mission  by  the  post  of  foreign  or  colonial  letters  or 
newspapers,  or  of  any  other  printed  papers,  and  to 
subject  the  same  to  rates  of  postage  according  to 
the  weight  thereof,  and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be 
contained  in  such  Warrant,  and  from  time  to  time, 
by  warrant  as  aforesaid,  to  alter  or  repeal  any 
such  altered  rates,  and  make  and  establish  any 
new  or  other  rates  in  lieu  thereof,  and  from  time 
to  time,  by  Warrant  as  aforesaid,  to  appoint  at 
what  time  the  rates  which  might  be  payable  were 
to  be  paid,  and  the  power  thereby  given  to  alter 
and  fix  rates  of  postage  was  to  extend  to  any  in- 
crease or  reduction  or  remission  of  postage, 

And  whereas,  by  another  Act  of  Parliament, 
made  and  passed  in  the  session  of  Parliament 
holden  in  the  10th  and  11th  years  of  the  reign  of 
Her  Majesty,  chapter  S5f  for  giving  further  facili- 
ties for  the  transmission  of  letters  by  post,  and  for 
the  regulating  the  duties  of  postage  thereon,  and  for 
other  purposes  relating  to  the  Post  Office,  farther 
powers  were  given  to  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury,  and  (amongst  other  things) 
power  was  given  to  the  Postmaster  General  to  col- 
lect and  receive  the  foreign  and  colonial  postage 
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charged  or  chargeable  on  any  letters  sent  by  the 
poet,  and  also  with  the  consent  of  the  Commission- 
ers of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  to  require  the  post- 
age (British,  Colonial  or  Foreign)  of  any  letters 
sent  oy  the  post  to  be  prepaid,  either  in  money  or 
in  stamps  (as  he  might  think  fit)  on  the  same  being 
pnt  into  the  Post  Office,  and  also  with  such 
consent  to  abolish  or  restrict  the  prepayment  in 
money  of  postage  on  letters  sent  by  the  post, 
oither  altogether  or  on  certain  letters,  and  to  re- 
quire the  prepayment  thereof  to  be  in  stamps,  and 
to  refuse  to  receive  or  send  by  the  post  any  letters 
tendered  contrary  to  any  regulations  made  under 
that  enactment.  And  power  was  also  given  to  the 
Postmaster  General  and  any  officer  of  the  Post 
Office  to  detain  any  letters  which  should  be  posted 
or  sent  by  the  post  contrary  to  the  regulations 
therein  mentioned,  and  to  open  such  letters,  and 
either  to  return  them  to  the  senders  thereof,  or  to 
forward  them  to  the  places  of  their  destination, 
charged  in  either  case  with  such  rates  of  postage 
as  the  Postmaster  General,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  should 
from  time  to  time  direct. 

And  whereas,  by  the  first  hereinbefore  recited 
Act,  certain  rates  of  British  postage  were  fixed, 
and  since  the  passing  of  the  said  two  recited  Acts, 
and  by  virtue  thereof,  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury  have,  from  time  to  time,  by 
divers  warrants  under  their  hands,  fixed,  made  and 
established  certain  other  rates  of  British  postage, 
to  be  paid  and  payable  on  the  transmission  by  the 
post  of  certain  colonial  letters  therein  respectively 
mentioned,  and  it  is  expedient  that  certain  of  the 
said  rates  on  certain  of  the  said  letters  should  be 
altered,  and  certain  other  rates  made  and  fixed  in 
lieu  thereof,  and  that  certain  other  regulations 
should  be  made,  and  for  that  purpose  that  certain 
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of  the  said  former  rate*,  and  also  that  certain  of 
the  said  warrants  should  be  wholly,  and  certain 
other  of  the  said  warrants  should  be  in  part  re- 
pealed and  annulled  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Now  we  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  in  exercise  of  the  power  or  authority  in 
ns  for  that  purpose  vested,  in  and  by  the  said 
hereinbefore  recited  Acts  of  Parliament,  or  either 
of  them,  and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  us  in 
this  behalf,  do,  by  this  warrant  (under  the  hands 
of  two  of  us  the  said  Commissioners,  by  the  autho- 
rity of  the  Statute  in  that  case  made  and  provided) 
order,  direct,  and  declare  as  follows. 

1.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one  half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  United  Kingdom  and  the  British  West  Indies, 
direct  or  through  any  British  colony  or  foreign 
country,  and  conveyed  by  British  packet-boat, 
there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  in  lieu  of  any 
rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on 
such  letters  an  uniform  rate  of  British  postage  of 
eleven  pence. 

2.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one  half  of  an 
onnce  in  weight  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  British  West  Indies  and  any  other  of  Her 
Majesty's  colonies,  or  any  foreign  country,  through 
the  United  Kingdom,  direct  or  through  any  British 
colony  or  foreign  country  (the  sea  conveyance  be- 
tween the  British  West  Indies  and  the  United 
Kingdom  being  by  British  packet-boat)  there  shall 
be  charged  and  taken  in  lieu  of  any  rates  of  British 
postage  now  payable  by  law  on  such  letters,  a  like 
rate  of  British  postage  of  eleven  pence  for  the  con- 
veyance of  every  such  letter  between  the  British 
West  Indies  and  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom. 
And  for  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter  be- 
tween the  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  the  de- 
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Earture  or  arrival  of  the  packet-boat  or  vessel  (not 
eing  a  packet-boat)  conveying  the  same,  and  the 
British  colony  or  foreign  country  to  or  from  which 
the  same  shall  be  forwarded  such  a  further  or  ad- 
ditional rate  of  postage  as  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  charged  and  payable  for  British  postage  on 
letters  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight  posted 
or  delivered  at  the  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  of 
the  departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet-boat  or  vessel 
(not  being  a  packet-boat)  conveying  the  same  and 
transmitted  between  such  port,  and  any  such 
colony  or  foreign  country,  provided  that  in  all 
cases  where  such  additional  rate  includes  both 
inland  and  sea  services  there  shall  be  deducted 
therefrom  the  sum  of  one  penny  in  respect  of  the 
inland  conveyance,  under  this  clause  of  every  such 
letter  sent  through  the  United  Kingdom. 

3.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one-half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  United  Kingdom  and  the  British  West  Indies, 
and  conveyed  by  a  vessel  not  being  a  packet-boat, 
there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  in  lieu  of  any 
rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on 
such  letters,  an  uniform  British  rate  of  postage  of 
one  penny  half-penny. 

4.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one- half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  British  West  Indies  and  any  other  of 
Her  Majesty's  colonies,  or  any  foreign  country 
through  the  United  Kingdom,  (the  sea  conveyance 
between  the  British  West  Indies  and  the  United 
Kingdom,  being  by  a  vessel  not  being  a  packet- 
boat,)  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  in  lieu  of 
any  rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law 
on  such  letters,  a  like  rate  of  postage  of  one  penny 
half-penny  for  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter 
between  the  British  West  Indies  and  any  part  of 
the  United  Kingdom.    And  for  the  conveyance  of 
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every  such  letter  between  the  port  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  of  the  departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet- 
boat  or  Teasel  niot  being  a  packet-boat)  conveying 
the  same,  and  the  British  colony  or  foreign 
country  to  or  from  which  the  same  shall  be  for- 
warded, snoh  a  further  or  additional  rate  of  postage 
as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  charged,  and  payable 
for  British  postage  on  letters  not  exceeding  half  an 
ounce  in  weight,  posted  or  delivered  at  the  port  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  of  the  departure  or  arrival 
of  the  packet-boat  or  vessel  (not  being  a  packet- 
boat)  conveying  the  same,  and  transmitted  be- 
tween such  port  and  any  such  British  colony  or 
foreign  country,  provided:  that  in  all  cases  where 
such  additional  rate  includes  both  inland  and  sea 
services,  there  shall  be  deducted  therefrom  the 
sum  of  one  penny,  in  respect  of  the  inland  con- 
veyance under  this  clause  of  every  such  letter  sent 
through  the  United  Kingdom. 

5.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one-half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  United  Kingdom  and  any  of  the  places  next 
hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to  say  :  St  Thomas, 
St.  Croix,  St.  Martins,  Martinique,  Guadeloupe, 
Curaeoa,  St.  Eustatius,  the  Mosquito  Territory, 
Cuba,  Porto  Rico,  and  Mexico,  and  conveyed  by 
British  packet-boat,  there  shall  be  charged  and 
taken  in  lieu  of  any  rates  of  British  postage  now 
payable  by  law  on  such  letters,  an  uniform  British 
rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling. 

6.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  one-half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
any  of  the  said  places  enumerated  in  the  next 
preceding  clause  of  this  Warrant,  and  any  of  Her 
Majesty's  colonies,  or  any  foreign  country  through 
the  United  Kingdom,  direct  or  through  any  British 
colony  or  foreign  country,  (the  sea  conveyance 
between  any  of  the  said  places  enumerated  in  the 
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next  preceding  clause  of  this  Warrant  and  the 
United  Kingdom,  being  by  British  packet-boat,) 
there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  in  lien  of  any 
rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on 
such  letters  a  like  rate  of  British  postage  of  one 
shilling,  for  the  conveyance  of  every  snob  letter 
between  any  of  the  said  places  enumerated  in  the 
next  preceding  clause  of  this  Warrant,  and  any 
part  of  the  United  Kingdom.  And  for  the  con- 
veyance of  every  such  letter  between  the  port  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  of  the  departure  or  arrival 
of  the  packet-boat  or  vessel  (not  being  a  packet- 
boat)  conveying  the  same,  and  the  British  colony 
or  foreign  country  to  or  from  which  the  same  shall 
be  forwarded,  such  a  further  or  additional  rate  of 
postage  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  charged  and 
payable  for  British  postage  on  letters  not  exceed- 
ing half  an  onnoe  in  weight,  posted  or  delivered 
at  the  port  in  the  United  Kingdom,  of  the  depar- 
ture or  arrival  of  the  packet-boat  or  vessel  (not 
being  a  packet-boat)  conveying  the  same,  and 
transmitted  between  such  port,  and  any  such 
British  colony  or  foreign  country,  provided  that  in 
all  cases  where  such  additional  rate  includes  both 
inland  and  sea  services,  there  shall  be  deducted 
therefrom  the  sum  of  one  penny  in  respect  of  the 
inland  conveyance  under  this  clause,  of  every  such 
letter  sent  through  the  United  Kingdom. 

7.  All  such  respective  letters  so  transmitted  as 
is  mentioned  in  this  Warranty  if  exceeding  one- 
half  of  an  ounce  in  weight,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
several  further  and  additional  and  progressive  rates 
of  postage  hereinafter  mentioned  (that  is  to  say)  : 
On  every  letter   so   transmitted,  if  exceeding 
one-half  of  an  ounce  in  weight,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding one  ounce  in  weight,  there  shall  be 
charged,  taken,  and  paid  two  rates  of  postage* 
And  on  every  letter  so  transmitted,  if  exceeding 
one  ounce,  and  not  exceeding  one  ounce  and 
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one-half  of  another  ounce  in  weight,  three 
rates  of  postage. 

And  on  every  letter  so  transmitted,  if  exceeding 
one  ounce  and  one- half  of  another  ounce,  and 
not  exceeding  two  ounces  in  weight,  four  rates 
of  postage. 

And  for  every  additional  half  an  ounce  in 
weight  of  any  letter  so  transmitted  as  afore- 
said, above  the  weight  of  two  ounces,  there 
shall  be  charged,  taken,  and  paid  one  additional 
rate  of  postage ;  and  every  fractional  part  of 
such  additional  half  of  an  ounce  in  weight, 
shall  be  charged  as  an  additional  half  an 
ounce  in  weight,  and  each  progressive  and 
additional  rate  chargeable  under  this  clause, 
shall  be  estimated  and  charged  at  the  sum 
which  any  such  letter  would  be  charged  with 
under  this  Warrant,  if  not  exceeding  one  half 
of  an  ounce  in  weight. 

8.  On  every  letter  posted  in  the  United  King- 
dom addressed  to  any  place  in  the  British  West 
Indies,  and  on  eyerj  letter  posted  in  any  place  in 
the  British  West  Indies  addressed  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  postage  thereof  shall  be  paid  at  the 
time  of  the  same  being  posted,  either  in  money  or 
by  being  stamped  with  the  proper  postage  stamp 
or  stamps  being  affixed  thereto,  which  stamp  or 
stamps  shall  in  every  case  be  affixed  or  appear  on 
the  outside  of  every  such  letter  near  the  address, 
and  shall  be  of  the  value  or  amount  of  the  postage 
duty  payable  thereon  under  or  by  virtue  of  this 
Warrant. 

9.  If  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in  the  United 
Kingdom  addressed  to  any  place  in  the  British 
West  Indies,  or  if  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in 
any  place  in  the  British  West  Indies  addressed 
to  the  United  Kingdom,  without  the  postage  pay- 
able thereon  being  paid  at  the  time  of  the  same 
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being  posted,  either  in  money,  or  by  being  stamped 
with  the  proper  postage  stamp  or  stamps  being 
affixed  thereto,  every  sach  letter  shall  be  charged 
with  the  postage  to  which  it  wonld  have  been  liable, 
under  or  by  virtue  of  this  Warrant,  if  the  postage 
had  been  fully  paid  thereon  when  posted  together 
with  the  farther  and  additional  rate  of  postage  of 
one  shilling,  when  conveyed  by  British  packet- 
boat,  and  with  the  further  and  additional  rate  of 
postage  of  three  pence,  when  conveyed  by  a  vessel 
not  being  a  packet-boat. 

10.  If  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in  the  United 
Kingdom  addressed  to  any  place  in  the  British 
West  Indies,  or  if  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in 
any  place  in  the  British  West  Indies  addressed  to 
the  United  Kingdom,  having  thereon  or  affixed 
thereto  a  postage  stamp  or  stamps,  the  value  of 
which  shall  be  less  in  amount  than  the  rate  of 
postage  to  which  the  same  would  be  liable, 
nnder  or  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Warrant,  every  such  letter  shall  be  charged  with 
the  amount  of  the  difference  between  the  postage 
paid  thereon,  and  the  postage  to  which  it  would 
have  been  liable,  under  or  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Warrant,  if  the  full  amount 
of  postage  payable  thereon  had  been  paid  when 
posted,  together  with  the  further  and  additional 
rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling  when  conveyed  by 
British  packet-boat,  and  with  the  further  and  ad- 
ditional rate  of  postage  of  three  pence  when  con- 
veyed by  a  vessel  not  being  a  packet-boat. 

11.  In  all  cases  where  letters  are  posted  in  the 
British  West  Indies,  addressed  to  any  department 
or  office  in  or  connected  with  the  public  service  of 
Her  Majesty,  which  shall  have  a  postage  account 
with  the  General  Post  Office  in  London,  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  that  the  postage  thereof  shall  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  the  same  being  posted,  and 
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every  each  letter  so  posted  in  the  British  West 
Indies,  addressed  as  last  aforesaid,  shall  and  may 
be  forwarded  to  the  place  of  its  destination  with- 
out any  additional  rate  of  postage  being  charged 
thereon,  although  the  postage  shall  not  have  been 
paid  thereon  at  the  time  of  the  same  being  posted, 
and  the  postage  thereof  shall  be  charged  in  such 
postage  account. 

12.  In  all  cases  in  which  any  letter  in  respect  of 
which  any  rate  of  postage  is  chargeable,  nnder  or 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  tips  Warrant,  shall 
be  liable  to  any  colonial  or  foreign  postage,  such 
colonial  or  foreign  postage  shall  be  charged  and 
paid  thereon,  in  addition  to  the  British  postage. 

13.  The  several  letters  transmitted  by  the  post 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Warrant  shall  be 
subject  to  the  several  orders,  directions,  and  regu- 
lations contained  in  a  certain  Warrant  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Uer  Majesty's  Treasury,  bearing 
date  the  19th  day  of  February,  1855,  relating  to 
re -directed  rates  of  postage  upon  letters  and 
packets,  which  shall  be  re-directed  and  again  for- 
warded by  the  post,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be 
applicable  to  such  letters. 

14.  All  letters  exceeding  half  an  ounoe  in 
weight  transmitted  from  any  port  in  the  Republic 
of  New  Granada  to  any  part  of  the  United  King- 
dom, or  transmitted  from  any  port  in  New  Granada 
to  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Colonies,  or  any  foreign 
country  through  the  United  Kingdom  under  or  by 
virtue  of  a  certain  Warrant  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  bearing  date  the  2nd 
day  of  December,  1857,  shall  be  charged  with  the 
postage  payable  thereon  under  6uch  Warrant, 
according  to  the  scale  of  weight  in  this  present 
Warrant  contained,  in  lieu  of  the  scale  of  weight 
contained  in  the  said  Warrant  of  the  2nd  day  of 
December,  1857. 
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15.  Nothing  in  this  Warrant  contained  shall  in 
any  wise  annul,  prejudice,  or  affect  any  of  the 
exemptions  or  privileges  granted  by  or  under  the 
said  hereinbefore  recited  Acts,  or  either  of  them, 
or  by  or  under  any  other  Acts  of  Parliament  re- 
lating to  the  Post  Office,  or  any  of  the  privileges 
which  officers,  seamen,  and  soldiers  employed  in 
Her  Majesty's  service  are  by  law  entitled  to,  of 
sending  and  receiving  by  the  post  letters  subject 
to  the  regulations  and  restrictions  in  respect  of  the 


16.  Nothing  in  this  Warrant  contained  shall  be 
deemed  or  construed  to  extend  to  any  letters  posted 
in  France  or  Spain,  or  addressed  to  France  or  Spain, 
or  to  any  letters  ttansmitted  through  France  other* 
wise  than  iu  closed  mails. 

17.  The  term  "  British  West  Indies'*  used  in 
this  Warrant  shall  be  construed  to  mean  and  in- 
clude the  following  colonies  and  places,  and  their 
respective  dependencies,  that  is  to  say, — Antigua, 
Bahamas,  Barbadoes,  Bermuda,  Berbice,  Carriacou, 
Demerara,  Dominica,  Grenada,  Honduras,  Jamaica, 
Montserrat,  Nevis,  St.  Kitts,  St.  Lucia,  St.  Vincent, 
Tobago,  Tortola,  Trinidad,  and  Turks  Islands,  and 
the  several  other  terms  and  expressions  used  in 
this  Warrant  shall  be  construed  to  have  the  like 
meaning  in  all  respects  as  they  would  have  had  if 
insertea  in  the  said  Act  passed  in  the  session  of 
Parliament  holden  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of 
the  reign  of  Her  Majesty  for  the  regulation  of  the 
duties  of  postage. 

18.  The  following  rates  of  British  postage,  re- 
spectively fixed  in  and  by  the  said  first  hereinbefore 
recited  Act,  and  the  following  rates  of  British 
postage  respectively  fixed,  made,  and  established 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  following  Warrants, 
under  the  haqds  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury  from  time  to  time  heretofore 
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made,  and  the  regulations  affecting  the  said  rates 
of  postage  therein  respectively  mentioned,  and 
also  the  Warrants  and  parts  of  Warrants  herein- 
after respectively  mentioned  and  particularized 
shall  he  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  revoked, 
and  annulled,  that  is  to  say, — 

The  rates  of  British  postage  of  two  shillings  and 
one  penny  for  every  letter  not  exceeding  half-an- 
ounoe  in  weight,  transmitted  by  packet-boats 
between  a  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  any 
port  in  the  Island  of  Cuba,  in  the  West  Indies,  or 
any  port  in  Mexico,  and  of  one  shilling  and  three 
pence  for  every  such  letter  so  transmitted  between 
any  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  any  ports  in 
the  islands  of  Martinique,  Guadaloupe.  St.  Thomas, 
St  Croix,  St.  Martin,  Curacoa,  St.  Eustatius,  and 
Porto  Rico,  and  the  additional  inland  rates  of  post- 
age on  every  such  letter  as  aforesaid  of  two  pence 
for  the  distance  any  such  letters  should  be  conveyed 
within  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  progressive 
and  additional  rates  of  British  postage  on  every 
snch  letter  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  scale  of 
weight  and  number  of  rates  in  that  Act  contained, 
as  to  letters  respectively  fixed  and  contained  in 
the  schedule  to  the  said  recited  Act,  passed  in  the 
said  session  of  Parliament,  holden  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty, 
chapter  96. 

The  several  rates  of  British  postage  on  letters 
transmitted  by  the  post  between  any  place  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  any  of  the  /allowing  colo- 
nies direct,  or  through  any  other  colony  or 
through  any  foreign  country,  that  is  to  say, — 
Bermuda,  Antigua,  Grenada,  Berbice,  Demerara, 
Trinidad,  Camacou,  Tobago,  Montserrat,  Nevis, 
Tortola,  Dominica,  St.  Kitts,  St.  Lucia,  St. 
Vincent,  Jamaica,  Bahamas  and  Honduras,  and  on 
letters  transmitted  by  the  post  between  any  of  the

THE  following  Despatch  has  been  received  by 
Earl  Russell  from  Mr.  Christie,  Her  Majesty's 
Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipoten- 
tiary in  Brazil : 

Rio  de  Janeiro, 
Mr  Lord,  February  15,  1863. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  enclose  a  copy  of  an 
Address  which  I  received  in  the  beginning  of  this 
month  from  a  number  of  British  Merchants  and 
Residents  in  Rio,  who  say  that  they  came  forward 
to  express  their  opinion  in  favour  of  my  recent 
action  in  the  questions  of  the  "  Prince  of  Wales  " 
and  the  •'  Forte,"  because  it  has  been  represented 
that  the  English  were  generally  opposed  to  the 
late  proceedings.  All  those  who  have  signed  the 
address  are  persons  of  known  respectability ;  and 
forty  being,  I  am  informed,  the  whole  number  of 
bouses  in  Rio,  eighteen  of  these  are  represented 
among  the  signatures.  I  am  told  that  several 
persons  have  refused  to  sign  because  they  did  not 
think  it  becoming  or  desirable  for  them  to  offer  an. 
opinion. 

I  inclose  a  copy  of  my  reply  to  the  address. 

Many  of  the  English  in  Rio  are  Brazilians  by 
birth  in  the  country  or  by  naturalization. 

I  mentioned  in  my  first  report  to  your  Lordship 
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that  I  had  been  much  pleased  with  the  general 
attitude  and  demeanour  of  the  British  community. 
I  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  publication 
of  the  correspondence  and  the  conduct  of  the 
Brazilian  Government,  with  reference  to  the 
arrangement  made  with  me,  have  greatly 
strengthened  the  general  feeling  of  satisfaction 
among  the  English  with  what  has  happened. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  a  few  dissentients  among 
the  English,  and  that  Brazilian  Agents  will  have 
done  everything  in  their  power  to  cause  it  to  be 
represented  in  England  that  the  English  com- 
munity generally  have  disapproved  of  what  has 
happened  ;  and  if  so,  your  Lordship  may  be  glad 
to  have  the  inclosed  address,  the  respectability  of 
all  the  signers  of  which  will  be  known  to  any  one 
who  knows  Rio.

WE,  the  undersigned,  British  merchants  and 
residents  in  this  city,  having  been  informed  of 
certain  rumours  purporting  to  imply  that  the 
British  subjects  here  have  almost  unanimously 
disapproved  of,  and  censured  the  proceedings  of 
your  Excellency  in,  the  late  diplomatic  difficulties 
with  the  Brazilian  Government,  it  behoves  us  to 
take  the  liberty  of  addressing  your  Excellency,  in 
order  to  disavow  any  opinions  that  may  have 
been  expressed  to  that  effect. 

Without  venturing  to  emit  any  opinion  upon 
the  merits  of  the  questions  discussed  between 
your  Excellency  and  the  Brazilian  Government* 
our  present  object  is  merely  to  state,  that  however 
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lamentable  such  difficulties  mast  always  be,  and 
however  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  those 
engaged  in  the  commerce  of  the  countries  in- 
volved, we  feel  satisfied  that,  in  conducting  the 
late  negotiations,  jour  Excellency  not  only  fol- 
lowed the  instructions  of  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, but  that  you  did  not  lose  sight  of  the 
interests  of  British  subjects  in  this  city. 

Having,  as  residents  here,  a  deep  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  this  country,  and  fostering  a  desire 
to  maintain  friendly  relations  with  its  native 
inhabitants,  whose  national  feelings  we  cannot 
wish  to  see  wounded,  we  venture  to  express  to 
your  Excellency  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  con- 
ciliatory spirit  with  which,  for  the  sake  of  peace 
and  amity,  you  agreed  to  submit  to  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Government  the  option  of  a  settlement  of 
the  pending  questions  in  a  different  form  from 
that  previously  proposed  by  your  Excellency, 
thus  giving  an  incontestable  proof  of  your 
prudence  and  moderation. 

In  expressing  these  sentiments,  and  recognizing 
the  service  which,  in  our  humble  opinion,  your 
Excellency  has  rendered  to  both  countries,  we 
consider  that  we  are  simply  doing  justice  to  Her 
Majesty's  representative. 

We  would  have  thought  it  unnecessary  to  offer 
onr  opinions  on  this  subject,  or  rather  to  disclaim 
any  censure  of  your  Excellency's  proceedings,  but 
for  the  circumstances  above  referred  to,  which 
may  have  given  rise  to  misconceptions  on  your 
part,  and  if  so,  we  think  it  our  duty  to  endea- 
vour to  dispel  them.

I  BEG  to  tbank  you  for  your  address  to  me  of 
the  3rd  instant,  expressing  your  approval  of  the 
mode  in  which  I  lately  conducted  proceedings 
necessarily  disagreeable  to  the  Brazilian  nation, 
on  the  refusal  of  the  Brazilian  Government  to 
satisfy  demands  which  I  had  been  instructed  to 
make.  It  is  peculiarly  gratifying  to  me  to  know 
that  so  many  of  my  countrymen,  interested  in 
peaceful  relations  with  Brazil,  think  that  my  con- 
duct was  prudent  and  moderate.  I  had  heard  of 
some,  but  certainly  not  of  general,  disapproval 
among  British  subjects.  Unanimity  can  never  be 
expected.  Almost  all  respectable  Englishmen,  I 
believe,  properly  understood  the  question  at  issue, 
and  their  duty.  Many  who  pass  for  Englishmen 
have  a  divided  allegiance,  being  either  by  natu- 
ralization or  birth  in  this  country  also  Brazilians. 
It  is  no  imputation  against  the  consciences  of  such 
persons  that  they  do  not  think  purely  as  English- 
men. I  took  an  early  occasion  to  report  to  Her 
Majesty's  Government  that  I  had  been  highly 
pleased  by  the  attitude  generally  taken  by  British 
subjects  during  the  late  proceedings.

WHEREAS  there  was  this  day  read  at  the 
Board    a  memorial    from    the    Bight   Honour- 
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able  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,

"  We  humbly  beg  to  lay  before  your  Majesty 
the  case  of  the  General  Officers  of  your  Majesty's 
Royal  Marine  Forces.  These  officers,  owing  to 
the  peculiar  nature  of  the  Marine  Service,  are 
debarred  from  all  further  advantages,  having  no 
lucrative  commands  or  appointments  to  look  for- 
ward to,  like  their  brother  officers  in  the  army— 
and  although  various  measures  have  been  sub- 
mitted, from  time  to  time,  for  improving  the 
position  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Corps, 
by  placing  them,  as  nearly  as  possible,  on  a  foot- 
ing with  the  army,  nothing  has  been  done  for  the 
Generals.  Under  these  circumstances,  we  pro- 
pose, with  your  Majesty's  sanction,  to  appoint  a 
General  Officer  as  Colonel  to  each  of  the  five 
divisions,  upon  the  principle  adopted  in  the  army 
in  the  case  of  colonelcies  of  regiments ;  and  to 
raise  the  pay  of  the  Officers  appointed  from 
£702  12*.  6tf.  to  £900  a-year.  This  measure 
will,  in  our  opinion,  give  general  satisfaction, 
as  it  will  not  only  afford  the  means  of  confer- 
ring a  reward  upon  a  very  meritorious  class  of 
old  officers ;  but  it  will  act  beneficially  upon  the 
whole  corps,  by  giving  it  the  advantage  of  a  few 
honorary  appointments,  an  advantage  not  hitherto 
possessed  by  that  valuable  branch  of  your  Ma- 
jesty's service.  We,  therefore,  trust  that  your 
Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased,  by  your  Order 
in  Council,  to  authorize  us  to  carry  our  proposal 
into  effect,  the  Lords  of  your  Majesty's  Treasury 
having  signified  their  concurrence."

M.  Tilghman,  Ksq.,  Solicitor  of  the  Surviving 
Trustee  of  the  North  American  Land  Company, 
established  in  this  city  by  the  Honourable  Robert 
Morris  and  others  in  1795,  enclosing  an  advertised 
notice  of  proceedings  in  Escheat  against  the 
absent  Shareholders  in  said  Company,  among 
whom  are  several  British  subjects  whose  interests 
amount  to  nearly  two  thousand  pounds. 

A  few  days  ago  the  Deputy  Escheator  decided 
on  escheating  all  the  stock  to  the  commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  ;  but  claims  by  the  rightful  holders 
or  their  representatives  will  be  allowed  and  held 
good  on  the  production  of  legal  proof  (namely, 
that  of  ownership,  or  descent  from  the  original 
holders  and  identity),  if  made  within  five  years 
from  the  date  of  the  decree  of  escheat. 

Being  persuaded  by  Mr.  Tilghman  that  the 
representatives  of  the  original  owners  of  this 
stock  are  residing  in  London,  and  will  be  able  to 
prove  their  title  to  it,  I  have  considered  it  my 
doty  to  lay  the  matter  before  your  Lordship's 
attention.

EARL  RUSSELL,  Her  Majesty's  Secretary

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M.  Musurus,  the  Turkish  Ambassador  at  this 
Court,  the  following  corrected  Translation  of  a 
Turkish  Ordinance,  to  be  substituted  for  the 
one  which  was  published  in  the  London  Gazette 
of  the  10th  of  March,  1863  : 

Translation  of  the  Ordinance  addressed  on  the 
29th  Redjeb,  1 279  of  the  Hegira  (January  7, 
1863),  to  the  Board  of  Customs. 

THE  repose  and  security  of  the  Empire,  and  of 
all  the  people  residing  therein,  demanding  the 
prohibition  of  the  trade  in  arms  and  munitions  of 
war,  the  following  provisions  are  made  with  re- 
gard to  powder,  cannons,  arms,  and  all  sorts  of 
munitions  of  war  which  may  henceforward  arrive 
from  abroad,  and  of  which  the  importation  is  for- 
mally forbidden,  in  conformity  with  the  Treaties 
of  Commerce  recently  concluded  with  friendly 
powers. 

1.  It  is  absolutely  forbidden  to  import  into  the 
Empire,  powder  in  grain,  whatever  may  be  the 
species  and  the  quantity,  and  whatever  be  the 
motive  of  the  importation. 

2.  The  introduction  of  powder-cartridges,  with 
or  without  balls,  is  equally  interdicted. 

3.  Neither  may  there  be  imported  into  the 
Empire  any  kinds  of  cannons,  mortars,  and 
howitzers  nor  their  charges,  such  as  bombs,  balls, 
chain-shot,  cartridges,  and  all  sorts  of  projectiles, 
whether  or  not  containing  fulminating  matter, 
bullets  for  muskets  and  for  pistols,  carbines,  lined 
muskets  with  or  without  bayonets,  smooth-bored 
muskets,  carbines  and  pistols,  lances,  and  salt- 
petre used  by  troops  and  in  war.  Are  excepted 
from  this  prohibition,  arms  for  shooting  and  orna- 
ment, side  arms  (armes  blanches)  such  as  sabres, 
swords,  knives,  and  powder  for  sporting  purposes, 
in  small  quantities  destined  for  private  use. 
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4.  The  prohibited  articles,  enumerated  above 
which,  from  the  date  of  the  present  publication, 
shall  be  introduced  by  sea  or  by  land  into  the 
Empire  in  greater  or  less  quantity,  will  be  imme- 
diately confiscated  by  the  State,  and  delirered 
over  to  the  military  magazines. 

The  regulations  contained  in  the  preceding 
Articles,  will,  in  conformity  with  the  decision  of 
the  Imperial  Government,  be  put  into  operation 
in  the  custom-houses  of  Constantinople  and  the 
whole  Empire,  from  the  date  of  the  present  ordi- 
nance.

respectively,  (1),  u  An  Act  to  prevent  and  punish 
frauds  upon  the  Revenue,  and  to  provide  for  the 
more  certain  and  speedy  collection  of  claims  in 
favour  of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses ;"  and  (2),  "  An  Act  to  modify  existing 
Laws  imposing  duties  on  imports,  and  for  other 
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purposes ;"  of  which  Acts  the  following  are  the 
most  important  provisions:— 

L 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  all  invoices  of  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandise  imported  from  any  foreign  country 
into  the  United  States  shall  be  made  in  triplicate, 
and  signed  by  the  person  or  persons  owning  or 
shipping  said  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  if  the 
same  have  actually  been  purchased,  or  by  the 
manufacturer  or  owner  thereof,  if  the  same  have 
been  procured  otherwise  than  by  purchase,  or  by 
the  duly  authorized  agent  of  such  purchaser, 
manufacturer,  or  owner ;  and  said  invoices  shall, 
at  or  before  the  shipment  thereof,  be  produced  to 
the  consul,  vice-consul,  or  commercial  agent  of 
the  United  States  nearest  the  place  of  shipment 
for  the  use  of  the  United  Statea^and  shall  have  in- 
dorsed thereon,  when  so  produced,  a  declaration 
signed  by  said  purchaser,  manufacturer,  owner, 
or  agent,  setting  forth  that  said  invoice  is  in  all 
respects  true;  that  it  contains  (if  the  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  mentioned  therein  are 
subject  to  ad  valorem  duty,  and  were  obtained  by 
purchase)  a  true  and  full  statement  of  the  time 
when  and  the  place  where  the  same  were  pur- 
chased, and  the  actual  cost  thereof,  and  ot  all 
charges  thereon ;  and  that  no  discounts,  bounties, 
or  drawbacks  are  contained  in  said  invoice  but 
such  as  have  actually  been  allowed  thereon ;  and 
when  obtained  in  any  other  manner  than  by  pur- 
chase, the  actual  market  value  thereof  at  the 
time  and  place  when  and  where  the  same  were 
procured  or  manufactured ;  and  if  subject  to 
specific  duty,  the  actual  quantity  thereof;  and  that 
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no  different  invoice  of  the  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandise mentioned  in  the  invoice  so  produced 
has  been  or  will  be  furnished  to  any  one.  If  said 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  have  been  actually 
purchased,  said  declaration  shall  also  contain  a 
statement  that  the  currency  in  which  said  invoice 
is  made  out  is  the  currency  which  was  actually 
paid  for  said  goods,  wareB,  or  merchandise  by  the 
purchaser.  And  the  person  so  producing  said  in- 
voice shall  at  the  Bame  time  declare  to  said  consul, 
vice-consul!  or  commercial  agent  the  port  in  the 
United  States  at  which  it  is  intended  to  make 
entry  of  said  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise ; 
whereupon  the  said  consul,  vice-consul,  or  com- 
mercial agent  shall  indorse  upon  each  of  said  tri- 
plicates a  certificate,  under  his  hand  and  official 
seal,  Btating  that  said  invoice  has  been  produced 
to  him,  with  the  date  of  such  production,  and  the 
name  of  the  person  by  whom  the  same  was  pro- 
duced, and  the  port  in  the  United  States  at  which 
it  shall  be  the  declared  intention  to  make  entry 
of  the  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  therein  men- 
tioned.

after provided,  unless  the  triplicate  transmitted 
by  said  consul,  vice-consul,  or  commercial  agent 
to  the  collector  shall  have  been  received  by  him. 
And  if  such  owner,  consignee,  or  agent,  of  any 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  shall  knowingly 
make,  or  attempt  to  make,  an  entry  thereof  by 
means  of  any  false  invoice,  or  false  certificate  of 
a  consul,  vice-consul,  or  commercial  agent,  or  of 
any  invoice  which  shall  not  contain  a  true  state- 
ment of  all  the  particulars  hereinbefore  required, 
or  by  means  of  any  other  false  or  fraudulent 
document  or  paper,  or  of  any  other  false  or 
fraudulent  practice  or  appliance  whatsoever, 
said  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  or  their 
value,  shall  be  forfeited  and  disposed  of  as  other 
forfeitures  for  violation  of  the  revenue  laws  : 
Provided,  That  where,  from  a  change  of  the 
destination  of  any  such  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise, after  the  production  of  the  invoice 
thereof  to  the  consul,  vice-consul,  or  commercial 
agent,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  from  other 
cause,  the  triplicate  transmitted  to  the  collector

parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  section 
fourteen  of  an  Act,  entituled,  "  An  Act  increasing 
temporarily  the  duties  on  importB,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  approved  July  fourteenth,  eighteen 
nundred  and  sixty-two,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is 
modified  so  aa^  to  allow  cotton  and  raw  silk  as 
reeled  from  the  cocoon,  of  the  growth  or  pro- 
duce of  countries  beyond  the  Cape  of   Grbod 
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Hope,  to  be  exempt  from  any  additional  duty 
when  imported  from  places  this  side  of  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  for  two  years  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so 
much  of  an  Act,  entituled,  "  An  Act  to  authorize 
protection  to  be  given  to  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  who  may  discover  deposits  of  guano,"  ap- 

E roved  August  eighteen,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fty-six,  as  prohibits  the  export  thereof,  is  hereby 
suspended  m  relation  to  all  persons  who  have 
complied  with  the  provisions  01  section  second  of 
said  Act  for  two  yean  from  and  after  July  four- 
teenth, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
proviso  in  section  fifteen  of  an  Act,  entituled, 
"  An  Act  increasing  temporarily  the  duties  on 
imports,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  July 
fourteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  shall  be 
construed  to  include  any  ship,  vessel,  or  steamer 
to  or  from  any  port  or  place  south  of  Mexico 
down  to  and  including  Aspinwall  and  Panama. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  lien 
of  the  duties  now  imposed  by  law  there  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  upon  printing  paper  unsized, 
used  for  books  and  newspapers  exclusively,  twenty 
per  centum  ad  valorem ;  upon  sudlac  and  sticklac 
the  same  duties  now  imposed  upon  gum  shellac ; 
upon  polishing  powders,  of  all  descriptions, 
Frankfort  black,  and  Berlin,  Chinese,  fig  and 
wash  blue,  twenty-five  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the  duty  on 
petroleum  and  coal  illuminating  oil,  crude  and  not 
refined,  when  imported  from  foreign  countries  in 
a  crude  state,  snail  be  twenty  per  centum  ad 
valorem  and  no  more. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  there  shall  be 
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allowed  a  drawback  on  foreign  saltpetre  manu- 
factured into  gunpowder  in  the  United  States  and 
exported  therefrom,  equal  in  amount  to  the  duty 
paid  on  the  foreign  saltpetre  from  which  it  shall 
be  manufactured,  to  be  ascertained  under  such 
regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  and  no  more :  rrovided,  That 
ten  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  all  drawbacks 
to  allowed  shall  be  retained  for  the  use  of  the 
United  States  by  the  collectors  paying  such  draw- 
backs respectively.

Lieutenant  (now  Captain)  Robert  Hope  Mon- 
crieff  Aitken. — For  various  acts  of  gallantry  per- 
formed during  the  defence  of  the  Residency  of 
Lucknow,  from  the  30th  of  June  to  the  22nd  of 
November,  1857. 

1.  On  three  different  occasions,  Lieutenant 
Aitken  went  into  the  garden  under  the  enemy's 
loopholes  in  the  "  Captain's  Bazaar."  On  two  of 
these  occasions,    he  brought   out  a  number  of 
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bullocks  which  had  been  left  in  the  garden; — 
subsequently,  on  the  3rd  of  July,  the  enemy 
having  set  fire  to  the  Bhoosa  Stock  in  the  garden 
and  it  being  apprehended  that  the  fire  would  reach 
the  Powder  Magazine  which  had  been  left  there, 
Lieutenant  Aitken,  accompanied  by  other  Officers, 
went  into  the  garden,  and  cut  down  all  the  tents 
which  might  have  communicated  the  fire  to  the 
powder.  This  was  done,  close  to  the  enemy's 
loopholes,  under  a  bright  light  from  the  flames. 
It  was  a  most  dangerous  service. 

2.  On  the  night  of  the  20th  of  August,  the 
enemy  having  set  fire  to  the  Baillie  Guard  Gate, 
Lieutenant  Aitken  was  the  first  man  in  the  gate- 
way, and,  assisted  by  some  sepoys  and  a  water- 
carrier  of  his  Regiment,  he  partially  opened  the 
gate  under  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry,  and,  having 
removed  the  burning  wood  and  straw,  saved  the 
gate. 

3.  On  the  evening  of  the  25th  of  September, 
this  Officer  led  on  twelve  sepoys  of  his  Regiment, 
for  the  purpose  of  attacking  two  guns  opposite  the 
gate  referred  to,  in  order  to  prevent  their  being 
turned  on*  the  late  Major-General  Havelock's 
second  column.  Having  captured  them,  he  at- 
tacked and  took  the  Teree  Kotee,  with  a  small 
force. 

4.  On  the  morning  of  the  26th  of  September, 
with  a  small  party  of  his  Regiment,  he' assaulted 
and  captured  the  barricaded  gateway  of  the  Fur- 
reed  Buksh  Palace,  and  the  Palace  itself.  On 
this  occasion,  he  sprang  up  against  a  small  wicket 
gate  on  the  right,  and  prevented  the  enemy  from 
shutting  it,  until,  with  assistance,  it  was  forced 
open,  and  the  assaulting  party  were  thus  enabled 
to  rush  in.  The  complete  success  of  the  attack 
was  solely  owing  to  this  Officer's  distinguished 
bravery. 
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5.  Id  a  subsequent  sortie  on  the  29th  of  Sep- 
tember, Lieutenant  Aitken  volunteered  to  take 
a  gun  which  still  continued  Bring,  taking  with 
him  four  soldiers  through  the  houses  and  lanes 
to  the  gun.  The  enemy  fired  on  this  party  from 
the  houses,  but  they  held  their  ground,  until  a 
stronger  party  coming  up,  the  gun  was  upset  from 
its  carriage,  and  taken  into  the  Residency.  An- 
other gun  was  subsequently  taken.

REGULATIONS   FOR   THE    REGISTRA- 
TION OF  POST  LETTERS. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made 
and  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament,  holden 
in  the  3rd  and  4th  years  of  the  reign  of  Her 
Majesty,  chapter  96,  for  the  regulation  of  the 
duties  of  postage!  it  was  enacted  by  section  39 

3  12 
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(after  reciting  that  it   might  be  expedient  thai 
certain  post  letters  should  be  registered),  that  in 
case  the  Postmaster-General  should  at  any  tune 
deem  it  expedient  that  all  or  any  post  letters 
should  be  registered  by  the  Post  Office,  the  Post- 
master-General, might,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  for- 
ward letters  so  registered  without  charging  any 
additional  rate  for  the  registration  thereof,  or  he 
might  charge  for  any  letter  so  registered  such  rate 
of  postage  in  addition  to  any  other  rates  payable 
under  the  Post  Office  Acts  as  the  Postmaster- 
General,  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  should  from  time  to 
time  direct  (but  such    registration  should    not 
render  the  Postmaster-General,  or  die  Post  Office 
Revenue,  in  any  manner  liable  for  the  loss  of  any 
such  post  letters  or  the  contents  thereof),  and  that 
all  registered  letters  should  be  delivered  to  the 
Post  Office,  and  ako  be  delivered  by  the  Post 
Office,  at  or  between  such  hours  in  the  day,  and 
under  all  such  regulations  in  every  respect,  aa  the 
Postmaster-General  should    from    time  to  time 
appoint ;  and  that  the  Postmaster- General  might 
therein  require  such  registration  rate  to  be  paid 
on  the  letter  being  put  into  the  Post  Office.  And 
by  section  60  it  was  further  enacted  that  in  all 
cases  in  which  the  postage  of  any  unstamped 
letter  should  not  have  been  paid  by  the  sender  it 
shouhfbe  paid  by  the  person  to  whom  the  letter 
is  addressed,  on  the  delivery  thereof  to  him,  but 
that  if  the  letter  should  be  refused,  or  the  party 
to  whom  it  is  addressed  should  be  dead,  or  could 
not  be  found,  the  writer  or  sender  should  pay  the 
postage;  and  that  the  now  reciting  enactment 
should  apply  to  every  packet,  newspaper,  and 
thing  whatsoever  chargeable  with  postage,  which 
should  be  transmitted  by  the  post   And  by  section 


853 

63  it  was  also  enacted  that  all  post  letters  shookl 
be  posted,  forwarded,  conveyed,  and  delivered 
under  and  subject  to  all  such  orders,  directions, 
and  regulations,  and  under  and  subject  to  all  such 
conditions,  limitations,  and  restrictions  as  to  the 
form,  nee,  dimensions,  enclosures,  or  otherwise, 
as  the  Postmaster-General,  with  the  oonsent  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury, 
should  from  time  to  time  direct. 

And  whereas  by  a  certain  other  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, made  and  passed  in  the  session  of  Parlia- 
ment holden  in  the  10th  and  11th  years  of  the 
reign  of  Her  Majesty,  chapter  85,  for  giving  fur- 
ther facilities  for  the  transmission  of  letters  by 
post,  and  for  the  regulating  the  duties  of  postage 
thereon,  and  for  other  purposes  relating  to  the 
Post-office,  after  reciting  the  said  hereinbefore 
recited  Act,  it  was  enacted  by  section  10  that  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  Postmaster-General,  and 
any  officer  of  the  Post  Office,  to  detain  any  letters 
which  should  be  posted  or  sent  by  the  post  con- 
trary to  the  regulations  of  the  said  now  recited 
Act  or  the  said  hereinbefore  recited  Act,  or  con- 
trary to  any  regulations  made  under  the  authority 
•f  the  said  aow  reciting  Act,  or  the  said  herein- 
before recited  Act,  or  contrary  to  the  regulations 
of  any  Treasury  Warrant  which  should  be  issued 
under  or  by  virtue  of  the  said  now  recited  Act, 
or  which  had  been  or  should  be  issued  under  or 
by  virtue  of  the  said  hereinbefore  recited  Act, 
and  to  forward  such  letters  to  the  places  of  their 
destination,  charged  with  such  rates  of  postage  as 
the  Postmaster-General,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  should 
from  time  to  time  direct. 

And  whereas  by  the  said  two  hereinbefore 
recited  Acts,  respectively,  it  was  provided  that 
whenever  the  order,  consent,  authority,  or  direc- 
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tion  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury  was  prescribed  by  the  said  Acta,  such 
order,  consent,  authority,  or  direction  (not  being 
by  Warrant),  might  be  signified,  either  under  the 
hands  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  or  any  three  of  them,  or  under  the 
hand  of  one  of  their  Secretaries  or  Assistant  Secre- 
taries. 

And  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  recited 
Acts,  a  system  of  registration  has  been  established, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury,  whereby  the  public  have 
been  and  are  entitled  to  forward  letters  by  the 
post  at  a  certain  charge  or  registration  rate  of 
postage,  in  addition  to  the  other  rates  payable 
thereon,  and  it  is  expedient  that  such  system  of 
registration  should  be  extended,  and  such  regis- 
tration rate  altered,  in.  manner  and  according  to 
the  regulations  hereinafter  mentioned  and  con- 
tained, and  that  certain  orders,  directions,  and 
regulations  for  that  purpose  heretofore  made, 
should  be  rescinded,  revoked,  repealed,  and  an- 
nulled. 

Now  I,  Edward  John,  Lord  Stanley  of  Aldorley, 
Her  Majesty's  Postmaster-General,  by  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Treasury,  signified  under  the  hand  of  one 
of  their  Secretaries,  whose  name  is  hereunto  set, 
do  hereby  rescind,  revoke,  repeal,  and  annul  ear* 
tain  orders,  directions,  and  regulations  heretofore 
by  me  made,  and  bearing  date  the  20th  day  of 
December,  1862,  except  so  far  as  the  same  shall 
have  rescinded,  revoked,  repealed,  or  annulled 
any  other  orders,  directions,  or  regulations  there- 
tofore made,  and  except  as  to  all  matters  and 
things  which  shall  have  been  made  or  done  pre- 
vious to  the  coming  into  operation  of  these  orders, 
directions,  and  regulations  as  to  which  the  said 
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orders,  directions,  and  regulations,  bearing  date 
the  20th  day  of  December,  1862,  shall  be  and 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  notwithstanding 
the  repeal  thereof,  which  is  onlj  to  operate  as 
from  the  day  on  which  these  orders,  directions, 
and  regulations  shall  come  into  operation;  and 
I  do  hereby,  by  and  with  such  consent  as  afore- 
said, order,  direct,  and  declare  as  follows : — 

1.  The  registration  rate  of  postage,  payable  at 
any  Post  Office  in  the  United  Kingdom  on  inland 
letters  registered  daring  the  ordinary  hours  ap- 
pointed for  the  registration  thereof  at  such  Post 
Office,  shall  be  four  pence,  and  such  registration 
rate  shall  be  payable  in  stamps,  but  this  regula- 
tion shall  not  extend  to  the  registration  rates 
chargeable  and  payable  on  colonial  or  foreign 
letters. 

2.  All  letters,  whether  inland,  colonial,  or 
foreign,  may  be  registered  at  the  metropolitan

3.  All  letters  containing  coin,  posted  in  any 
town  or  place  in  the  United  Kingdom,  addressed 
to  any  person,  town,  or  place  in  the  United  King- 
dom, and  all  letters  which  shall  have  written  or 
pot  thereon  the  word  "  registered,"  or  any  other 
word  or  words  of  the  like  meaning  or  to  the  like 
effect  when  posted,  whether  the  same  shall 
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or  contain  therein  coin  or  not,  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Post  Office  for  registration,  and  shall  be 
registered  by  the  Poet  Office  at  the  time  of  the 
same  being  posted,  and  a  rate  of  postage  of  four 
pence  for  every  letter  so  registered  shall  be 
charged  for  the  registration  thereof,  in  addition 
to  any  other  rates  of  postage  payable  thereon,  or 
which  may  become  chargeable  thereon  under  the 
regulations  hereinbefore,  in  the  2nd  clause  men- 
tioned, and  every  such  registration  rate  shall  be 
paid  in  stamps  at  the  time  of  such  letters  being 
posted. 

4.  If  any  such  letters  shall  be  put  into  the  Poet 
Office  without  being  registered  by  the  Post  Office, 
and  without  the  registration  rate  or  rates  charge- 
able thereon,  being  paid  in  stamps,  as  hereinbefore 
in  the  third  clause  is  mentioned  and  directed,  such 
letters  shall  be  registered  by  any  Poet  Office

EARL  RUSSELL,  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  has  received  from 
Sir  Arthur  C.  Magenis,  Her  Majesty's  Envoy 
Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  at 
Lisbon,  a  copy  of  a  Law  passed  by  the  Portuguese 
Government,  and  published  in  the  "  Diario  de 
Lisboa,"  of  April  7,  1863,  abolishing  passports  for 
the  Interior  of  Portugal,  the  Azores,  and  Maderia, 
of  which  the  following  is  a  translation  :— 


"  Dom  Lewis,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of 
*'  Portugal,  and  of  the  Algarves,  &c.,  we  make 
"  known  to  all  our  subjects  that  the  General 
"  Cortes  have  decreed,  and  that  we  sanction  the 
"  following  law  :— 

Article  1st  Passports  for  the  interior  of  the 
kingdom  of  Portugal  are  abolished. 

Article  2nd.  All  persons,  both  natives  and 
foreigners,  will  be  allowed  to  travel  and  pass  freely 
through  the  continent  and  the  adjacent  islands 
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without  being  dependent  upon  passports  or  any 
other  documents  of  a  similar  nature. 

Article  3rd.  The  Government  will  make  in  the 
Police  regulations  now  in  force  the  proper  modifi- 
cations, so  that,  firstly,  travellers  arriving  from 
foreign  countries  and  entering  the  kingdom  shall 
not  meet  with  unnecessary  obstructions,  or  pay 
any  fees  which  they  are  not  bound  to  pay  ;  and 
secondly,  for  the  purpose  of  harmonizing  the  fees 
paid  by  vessels  on  entering  and  quitting  the  ports 
of  the  kingdom,  so  that  in  equality  of  circum- 
stances native  vessels  shall  not  pay  greater  fees 
than  foreign  vessels,  and  no  greater  fees  shall  be 
exacted  at  one  port  than  at  another,  unless  there 
should  be  a  special  reason  for  it. 

Article  4th.  The  tax  of  600  reis,  which  is  paid 
at  present  by  foreigners  entering  the  bar  of  Lis- 
bon, is  repealed. 

Article  5th.  All  the  legislation  to  the  contrary, 
is  revoked. 

We  command,  therefore,  all  the  authorities  to 
whom  the  knowledge  of,  and  the  compliance  with, 
the  said  law  appertain,  that  they  do  comply  with 
it,  and  cause  it  to  be  complied  with,  and  observed 
exactly  as  is  contained  therein. 

The  Ministers  and  Secretaries  of  State  for  the 
Affairs  of  the  Interior  and  of  Finance,  shall  have 
it  printed,  published,  and  put  into  circulation.

In  order  to  facilitate  the  resort  of  foreigners, 
the  Senate  has  resolved  upon  the  following  regula- 
tions, which  shall  come  into  force  on  the  1st  of 
May  next. . 

1. 

Foreigners  who  arrive  in  the  Lubeck  territory 
shall  not  be  required  to  produce  a  Passport  or  any 
other  document  of  legitimation  of  their  journey,  or 
to  have  the  same  visa-ed  by  the  Lubeck  Police 
authorities  ;  but  they  shall  be  obliged,  as  hereto- 
fore, if  officially  required,  to  give  satisfactory 
proof  as  to  their  persons  and  means  of  living. 

After  a  term  of  residence  exceeding  one  month, 
the  regulations  of  the  Ordinance  of  November 
28th,  I860,  touching  the  residence  of  foreigners 
in  the  State  of  Lubeck,  and  the  necessity  of  cards 
of  residence  (aufenthaltskarten),  shall  come  into 
force. 

2. 

Foreign  handicraftsmen,  only  passing  through, 
shall,  in  consequence  of  the  above  general  regu- 
lations, also  be  exempted  from  the  necessity  of 
producing  their  travelling-book  to  the  Police 
Authorities,  or  of  having  it  visa*  ed  by  them ;  at  the 
desire  of  the  former,  however,  their  books  shall 
be  visa-ed,  as  has  hitherto  been  the  practice. 

3. 

Foreign  handicraftsmen,  workmen  in  factories, 
mechanics,  servants,  and  others  of  the  same  dam 
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who  arrive  in  the  Lttbeck  territory  in  search  of 
work,  livelihood,  or  service  ;  or  who  travel  in  the 
State  of  Liibeck  in  search  of  a  livelihood,  or  living, 
by  their  profession,  shall  still  be  subject  to  the 
respective  special  regulations,  and  shall  therefore, 
directly  on  their  arrival,  be  obliged  to  produce  to 
the  Police  authorities  the  necessary  papers  (viz., 
travelling-book,  work-book,  Passport,  or  certificate 
of  settlement). 

4. 

As  regards  the  admission  of  Foreigners  into  the 
houses  of  LQbeck  subjects,  the  regulations  of  the 
Ordinance  of  December  27th,  1851,  which  relates 
to  the  necessity  of  giving  notice  of  the  names  of 
foreigners  staying  in  the  inns  and  public  houses, 
as  well  as  the  Ordinances  of  August  25th,  1855, 
touching  the  admission  of  foreigners  and  the  rules 
for  servants,  dated  Jnne  25th,  1862,  shall  remain 
in  force.

Light,  so  fixed  as  to  show  an  uniform  and  unbroken 
Light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  20  points  of 
the  compass;  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  10 
points  on  each  side  of  the  ship,  viz.,  from  right 
ahead  to  2  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either  side; 
and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on  a  dark 
night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere,  at  a  distance  of 
at  least  five  miles: 

(b.)  On  the  Starboard  Side,  a  Green  Light  so 
constructed  as  to  throw  an  uniform  and  unbroken 
Light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  10  points  of 
the  compass;  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from 
right  ahead  to  2  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  star- 
board side;  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be 
visible  on  a  dark  night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere, 
at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles: 

(<?.)  On  the  Port  Side,  a  Red  Light,  so  con- 
structed as  to  show  an  uniform  and  unbroken 
light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  10  points  of 
the  compass;  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from 
right  ahead  to  2  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the 
port  side;  and  of  such  a  character,  as  to  be  visible 
on  a  dark  night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere,  at  a 
distance  of  at  least  two  miles: 

(d.)  The  said  Green  and  Red  Side  Lights  shall 
be  fitted  with  inboard  screens,  projecting  at  least 
three  feet  forward  from  the  Light,  so  as  to  prevent 
these  lights  from  being  seen  across  the  bow. 

Lights  for  Steam  Tugs. 

Art  4.  Steam  Ships,  when  towing  other  ships, 
shall  carry  two  bright  White  Mast-head  Lights 
vertically,  in  addition  to  their  side  lights,  so  as  to 
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distinguish  them  from  other  Steam  Ships.  Each 
of  these  Mast-head  Lights  shall  be  of  the  same 
construction  and  character  as  the  Mast-head  Lights 
which  other  Steam-Ships  are  required  to  carry. 

Lights  for  Scaling  Skips. 

Art.  5.  Sailing  Ships  under  weigh,  or  being 
towed,  shall  carry  the  same  lights  as  Steam  Ships 
under  weigh,  with  die  exception  of  the  White 
Mast-head  Lights,  which  they  shall  never  carry. 

Exceptional  Lights  for  small  Sailing  Vessels. 

Art  6.  Whenever,  as  in  the  case  of  small 
vessels  during  bad  weather,  the  Green  and  Red 
lights  cannot  be  fixed,  these  lights  shall  be  kept  on 
deck,  on  their  respective  sides  of  the  vessel,  ready 
for  instant  exhibition  ;  and  shall,  on  the  approach 
of  or  to  other  vessels,  be  exhibited  on  their  re- 
spective sides  in  sufficient  time  to  prevent  collision, 
in  such  manner  as  to  make  them  most  visible,  and 
so  that  the  Green  light  shall  not  be  seen  on  the 
port  side,  nor  the  Red  light  on  the  starboard  side. 

To  make  the  use  of  these  portable  lights  more 
certain  and  easy,  the  lanterns  containing  them 
shall  each  be  painted  outside  with  the  colour  of 
the  light  they  respectively  contain,  and  shall  be 
provided  with  suitable  screens. 

Lights  for  Ships  at  Anchor. 

Art.  7.  Ships,  whether  steam  ships  or  sailing 
ships,  when  at  anchor  in  roadsteads  or  fairways, 
shall  exhibit,  where  it  can  best  be  seen,  but  at  a 
height  not  exceeding  twenty-feet  above  the  hull,  a 
White  Light,  in  a  globular  lantern  of  eight  inches 
in  diameter,  and  so  constructed  as  to  show  a  clear 
uniform  and  unbroken  light  visible  all  round  the 
horizon,  and  at  a  distance  of  at  least  one  mile. 
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Lights  for  Pilot  Vessels. 

Art  8.  Sailing  Pilot  Vessels  shall  not  carry  the 
lights  required  for  other  sailing  vessels,  bat  shall 
carry  a  White  Light  at  the  mast  head,  visible  all 
round  the  horizon,-— and  shall  also  exhibit  a 
Flare-up  Light  every  fifteen  minutes. 

Lights  for  Fishing  Vessels  and  Boats. 

Art  9.  Open  Fishing  Boats  and  other  open 
boats  shall  not  be  required  to  carry  the  side  lights 
required  for  other  vessels ;  but  shall,  if  they  do 
not  carry  such  lights,  carry  a  lantern  having  a 
Green  Slide  on  the  one  side  and  a  Bed  Slide  on 
the  other  side ;  and  on  the  approach  of  or  to 
other  vessels,  such  lantern  shall  be  exhibited  in 
sufficient  time  to  prevent  collision,  so  that  the 
Green  light  shall  not  be  seen  on  the  port  side,  nor 
the  Bed  light  on  the  starboard  side. 

Fishing  Vessels  and  open  boats  when  at  anchor, 
or  attached  to  their  nets  and  stationary,  shall  ex- 
hibit a  bright  White  Light 

Fishing  Vessels  and  open  boats  shall,  however, 
not  be  prevented  from  using  a  Flare-  up  in  ad- 
dition, if  considered  expedient 

Rules  concerning  Fog  Signals. 

Fog  Signals* 

Art  10.  Whenever  there  is  fog,  whether  by 
day  or  night,  the  Fog  Signals  described  below 
shall  be  carried  and  used,  and  shall  be  sounded  at 
least  every  five  minutes ;  via.  :— 

(a.)  Steam  Ships  under  weigh  shall  use  a 
Steam  Whistle  placed  before  the  funnel,  not  less 
than  eight  feet  from  the  deck  : 

(6.)  Sailing  ships  under  weigh  shall  use  a  Fog 

Horn: 

(c.)  Steam  Ships  and  Sailing  Ships  when  not 
under  weigh  shall  use  a  BelL 
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Steering  and  Sailing  Rules. 

Two  Sailing  Ships  meeting. 

Art  11.  If  Two  Sailing  Ships  are  meeting  end 
on  or  nearly  end  on  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  col- 
lision, the  helms  of  both  shall  be  pat  to  port,  so 
that  each  may  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 

Two  Sailing  Ships  crossing. 

Art.  12.  When  two  sailing  ships  are  crossing 
so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  then,  if  they 
have  the  wind  on  different  sides,  the  ship  with 
the  wind  on  the  port  side  shall  keep  out  of  the 
way  of  the  ship  with  the  wind  on  the  starboard 
side  ;  except  in  the  case  in  which  the  ship  with 
the  wind  on  the  port  side  is  close  hauled  and  the 
other  ship  free,  in  which  case  the  latter  ship  shall 
keep  out  of  the  way  ;  but  if  they  have  the  wind 
on  the  same  side,  or  if  one  of  them  has  the  wind 
aft,  the  ship  which  is  to  windward  shall  keep  out 
of  the  way  of  the  ship  which  is  to  leeward. 

Two   Ships  under  Steam  Meeting. 

Art.  13.  If  two  ships  under  steam  are  meeting 
end  on  or  nearly  end  on  so  as  to  involve  risk  of 
collision,  the  helms  of  both  shall  be  put  to  port,  so 
that  each  may  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 

Two  Ships  under  Steam  Crossing. 

Art  14.  If  two  ships  under  steam  are  crossing 
so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  the  ship  which 
has  the  other  on  her  own  starboard  side  shall  keep 
out  of  the  way  of  the  other. 

Sailing  Ship  and  Ship  under  Steam* 

Art  15.  If  two  ships,  one  of  which  is  a  sailing 
ship,  and  the  other  a  steam  ship,  are  proceeding 
in  such  directions  as  to  involve  risk  of  ooUiaon, 
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the  steam  ship  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the 
sailing  ship. 

.    Skips  under  Steam  to  slacken  Speed. 

Art.  16.  Every  steam  ship,  when  approaching 
another  ship  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  shall 
slacken  her  speed,  or,  if  necessary,  stop  and 
reverse ;  and  every  steam  ship  shall,  when  in  a 
fog,  go  at  a  moderate  speed. 

Vessels  overtaking  other  Vessels. 

Art  17.  Every  vessel  overtaking  any  other 
vessel  shall  keep  oat  of  the  way  of  the  said  last- 
mentioned  vessel. 

Construction  of  Articles,  12,  14,  15,  and  17. 

Art  18.  Where  by  the  above  rules  one  of  two 
ships  is  to  keep  out  of -the  way,  the  other  shall 
keep  her  course,  subject  to  the  qualifications  con- 
tained in  the  following  Article. 

Proviso  to  save  special  cases. 

Art  19.  In  obeying  and  construing  these  rules, 
due  regard  must  be  had  to  all  dangers  of  navi- 
gation ;  and  due  regard  must  also  be  had  to  any 
special  circumstances  which  may  exist  in  any  par- 
ticular case  rendering  a  departure  from  the  above 
rules  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  immediate 
danger. 

No  Skip,  under  any  circumstances,  to  neglect 

proper  precautions. 

Art.  20.  Nothing  in  these  Rules  shall  exonerate 
any  ship,  or  the  owner,  or  master,  or  crew  thereof, 
from  the  consequences  of  any  neglect  to  carry 
lights  or  signals,  or  of  any  neglect  to  keep  a 
proper  look-out,  or  of  the  neglect  of  any  pre- 
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caution  which  may  be  required  by  the  ordinary 
practice  of  seamen,  or  by  the  special  circumstances 
of  the  case.

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Tariff  of  the  Navigation  Dues  levied  at  the  Soulina 
mouth  of  that  river :

THE  EUROPEAN  COMMISSION  OF  THE 

DANUBE.  . 

WHEEEAS  Article  XVI  of  the  Treaty  of  Paris 
of  30th  of  March,  1856,  stipulates  that  the  ex- 
penses of  the  works  performed  for  the  purpose 
of  clearing  the  mouths  of  the  Danuoe  and 
the  portions  of  sea  adjoining,  of  the  obstacles 
which  obstructed  them,  and  those  of  the  esta- 
blishments for  securing  and  facilitating  navigation, 
Bhall  be  covered  by  means  of  levying  the  fixed 
dues  determined  by  the  Commission. 

And  whereas  a  provisional  Tariff  was  in  con- 
sequence enacted  under  date  of  the  25th  July, 
1860. 

And  whereas  since  the  enforcement  of  the  Tariff, 
the  works  undertaken  at  the  mouth  of  the  Sulina 
have  been  completely  finished,  and  in  consequence 
of  the  increase  of  depth  which  has  resulted  there- 
from, the  obstacles  which  vessels  used  to  encoun- 
ter at  this  point  have  been  removed. 

And  whereas  the  works  of  correction  and  deep- 
ening undertaken  in  the  course  of  the  river,  and 
which  approach  completion,  and  the  improvements 
introduced  into  the  establishments  referred  to  in 
the  Treaty,  as  well  as  the  creation  of  a  Seaman's 
Hospital  at  Sulina,  into  which  sick  or  shipwrecked 
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sailors  will  be  in  future  admitted  free  of  charge 
assure  to  the  navigation  considerable  advantages. 

And  whereas  an  increase  of  five  centimes  per 
ton  to  the  dues  at  present  levied  upon  vessels,  an 
increase  of  which  tne  produce  will  oe  devoted  to 
covering  the  expenses  of  the  Seaman's  Hospital, 
appears  thereby  justified,  and  is  moreover  but  a 
slight  addition  to  the  charges  supported  by  the 
navigation. 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  in  view  of  dis- 
tributing these  charges  more  equitably,  to  impose 
a  toll  on  rafts  of  timber,  at  present  quite  free 
from  tolly  although  they  profit  equally  by  the 
improvement  realized  in  the  river  and  at  the 
mouth. 

And  whereas  experience  has  shown  that  there 
is  an  advantage  to  the  navigation  in  merging  in 
one  single  shipping  due,  the  tolls  levied  for  the 
improvements  and  the  pilotage  and  light  dues. 

The  Commission  enacts  the  following  provisional 
Tariff:— 

Art.  I. 

Every  sailing  vessel  of  more  than  90  tons  regis- 
ter quitting  the  port  of  Sulina  to  go  to  sea,  and 
which  has  according  to  her  manifest  more  than  a 
third  of  her  full  lading,  shall  pay  a  fixed  shipping- 
due  by  ton  register,  the  amount  of  which  shall  be 
hereinafter  determined  according  to  the  total 
tonnage  of  the  vessel  and  the  depth  on  the  bar  at 
the  Sulioa  mouth.

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Art.  II. 

Steam  vessels  belonging  to  a  public  Company 
specially  appropriated  to  the  transport  of  pas- 
sengers, and  making  periodical  voyages  according 
to  a  time  bill  published  beforehand  shall  pay  each 
time  on  leaving  the  river  a  fixed  toll  of  fifty  cen- 
times per  ton  register,  whether  the  lading  is  full 
or  partial. 

This  due  shall  be  calculated  on  the  total  ton- 
nage of  the  vessel,  after  making  a  deduction  for 
the  space  occupied  by  engines  aud  coal  bunkers. 

The  deduction  shall  amount  to  37  per  cent,  for 
paddle-wheel  steamers  and  32  per  cent,  for  screw 
steamers. 

It  shall  be  effected  only  after  the  conversion  of 
the  vessel's  tonnage  into  English  register  tons,  as 
prescribed  in  Article  XIII  following. 

These  vessels  will  be  free  from  all  dues  on 
entering  the  river. 

Art.  III. 

All  merchant  steam  vessels  others  than  those 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  Article,  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  the  same  dues  as  sailing  vessels,  with 
the  exception  of  the  deduction  on  account  of 
engines  and  coals,  which  shall  be  equally  effected 
upon  their  total  tonnage  in  accordance  with  the 
bases  established  in  the  preceding  Article. 

The  amount  of  the  fixed  dues  per  ton  register 
which  these  vessels  will  have  to  pay  shall  be  regu- 
lated according  as  they  ascend  the  river  above 
8ulina  or  not,  in  conformity  with  the  above 
Tables,  after  the  deduction  guaranteed  therein  by 
the  first  paragraph  of  the  present  Article. 

Art.  IV. 

Merchant  vessels  propelled  either  by  sail  or 
steam,  other  than  those  mentioned  in  Article  II., 
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which  shall  enter  the  port  of  Sulina  from  the  sea, 
and  which  shall  have  according  to  their  manifest 
more  than  a  third  of  their  lading,  shall  pay  for 
entering  the  river,  the  fourth  part  of  the  due 
imposed  on  them  for  the  outward  passage,  accord- 
ing to  the  above  Articles  I  and  III. 

This  entrance  due  shall  not  be  paid  by  them 
until  they  leave  the  river. 

Should,  however,  the  said  vessels  leave  the  river 
with  less  than  a  third  of  their  lading,  they  will  in 
this  case  have  to  pay  for  their  entrance  the  full 
amount  of  the  dues  fixed  by  Articles  I  and  III. 

Abt.  V. 

Lighters  chartered  for  the  passage  of  the  Sulina 
bar  by  vessels  which  shall  have  paid  the  dues  fixed 
by  the  preceding  Articles,  shall  pay  for  each 
passage  made  with  a  full  or  partial  lading  only 
the  following  tolls,  namely : — 

Lighters  of  10  to  50  tons  burden,  six  francs ; 

Those  of  more  than  50  tons  burden,  and  not 
exceeding  100  tons,  eight  francs ; 

And  those  of  more  than  100  tons  burden, 
twelve  francs. 

Abt.  VI. 

Vessels  remaining  at  anchor  in  the  Sulina 
roads  to  load  or  unload  the  whole  or  part  of  their 
cargo,  shall  not  be  subjected  to  the  dues  esta- 
blished by  the  preceding  Articles.  They  shall 
only  pay  an  uniform  due  of  one  hundred  francs 
each  vessel,  towards  covering  the  expenses  of  the 
establishments  from  which  they  derive  actual 
benefit. 

Lighters  chartered  to  transport  across  the 
mouth  the  cargo  of  the  said  vessels,  shall  pay  for 
every  passage  across  the  bar  with  whole  or  par- 
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tial  lading,  a  fixed  due  of  one  franc  per  ton  on 
their  total  tonnage. 

Steam  lighten  shall  be  allowed  the  deduction 
on  their  tonnage  mentioned  in  Article  II  pre- 
ceding, in  calculating  the  dues  they  will  have 
to  pay. 

Abt.  VII. 

Bafts  and  floats  of  timber  not  exceeding  100 
feet  English  in  length,  by  40  feet  English  in 
breadth,  shall  pay,  on  leaving  the  river,  if  towed, 
a  fixed  due  of  100  francs  per  raft. 

This  due  shall  be  increased  to  900  francs  for 
every  raft  or  float  of  timber  not  towed,  of  what- 
ever dimensions  it  may  be.  And  also  for  such 
rafts  or  floats  as  exceed*  100  feet  in  length  by  40 
in  breadth. 

Art.  VIII, 

Vessels  of  war  are  free  of  all  dues,  both  on 
entering  and  on  leaving  the  port  of  8ulina.

Vessels  of  more  than  60  tons  register,  which 
shall  enter  the  port  of  Sulina  and  leave  the  same 
with  less  than  a  third  of  their  full  lading,  and 
which  are  freed  in  consequence  from  the  dues 
established  by  Articles  I,  III,  and  IV  preceding, 
will  have  to  pay  on  leaving  the  river  a  toll  of  50 
centimes  per  ton  for  light  and  pilotage  dues. 

Sea  going  vessels  engaged  temporarily  in  the 
lighter  service  will  have  to  pay  this  same  toll,  in- 
dependently of  the  due  of  one  franc  per  ton  men- 
tioned in  the  second  clause  of  Art.  Iv. 

Sea  going  vessels,  or  lighters,  seeking  shelter 
in  the  port  of  Sulina,  from  bad  weather,  or  putting 
in  to  repair  damages,  and  those  which  shall  be 
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obliged,  in  consequence  of  any  accident  whatever, 
to  take  refuge  in  the  port,  and  shall  be  unable  to 
-continue  their  voyage,  shall  be  free  from  all  dues, 
provided  that  they  put  to  sea  again,  without 
engaging  in  any  mercantile  transactions. 


Art.  X. 

The  dues  fixed  by  the  preceding  Articles  shall 
^comprise  the  tax  imposed  on  vessels  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  works  and  other  improvements  car- 
t  ried  out  by  the  European  Commission. 

The  dues  actually  in  force  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  light-houses  composing  the  system  of  lights 
for  the  Danube  mouths,  and  the  dues  intended 
to  cover  the  expenses  of  the  pilot  service  for 
the  Sulina  entrance  and  of  the  other  establish- 
ments instituted  with  a  view  to  facilitate  the 
navigation. 

In  addition  to  these  dues,  vessels  shall  not  be 
subject  to  any  other  tax  or  charge  whatever, 
except  for  the  hire  of  the  river  pilots  for  the 
down  voyage,  which  they  will  have  to  pay  in  con- 
formity with  the  following  .Article. 


Abt.  XL 

Sailing  vessels  of  more  than  60  tons  register 
which  shall  have  ascended  the  river  above  the 
Sulina  port,  shall  pay,  on  leaving  the  river  for  the 
compulsory  pilotage  of  the  down  voyage,  a  fixed 
due  regulated  as  follows  : 

For  the  voyage  from  Galatz,  or  any  other  port 
higher  up,  to  Sulina,  120  francs. 

For  the  voyage  from  Seni  or  Ismail  to  Sulina, 
100  francs,  and  for  the  voyage  from  Toultcha  to 

1S6&  3  P 
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Sulina,  72  francs — these  does  shall  be  reduced  by 
one-half  for  steamers. 

The  steamers  mentioned  in  Art.  2  preceding, 
shall  be  free  of  this  tax,  provided  that  tneir  pilot* 
have  been  licensed  as  pilots  of  the  2nd  class. 

As  regards  pilotage  for  ascending  the  river, 
which  is  purely  optional,  tiro  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  pilot  is  to  be  a  matter  of  arrangement 
between  him  and  the  captain  of  the  vessel,  from 
whom  he  is  to  receive  the  amount  himself. 


Am.  XII. 

The  due  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  cashier  of  the 
Navigation  Cash  Office  at  Sulina,  who  will  give  a 
receipt  for  the  same. 

A  table  showing  the  conversion  into  francs  of 
the  monies  in  use  on  the  Lower  Danube  shall  be 
always  posted  up  in  the  cash  office.  This  table 
shall  be  revised  periodically. 

Art.  XHL 

By  the  term  "  ton  register"  shall  be  understood 
the  English  registered  ton. 

The  tonnage  of  vessels  shall  be  ascertained  from 
the  ship's  papers. 

The  reduction  of  the  tons  of  different  nations 
into  English  measurement,  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  the  table  annexed  to  the  present 
tariff. 

Art.  XIV. 

Vessels  entering  the  Danube  without  papers 
showing  their  tonnage,  shall  be  submitted,  with 
the  sole  view  of  fixing  the  navigation  dues  which 
they  will  be  bound  to  pay  in  accordance  with  the 
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present  tariff,  to  an  approximate  assessment  made 
under  the  direction  of  the  Captain  of  the  port,  and 
with  the  assistance  of  the  proper  consular  autho- 
rities, by  two  skilled  persons. 

The  Cashier  of  the  navigation  chest  shall  ha\e 
the  option  of  assisting  at  the  operation,  either 
personally  or  by  a  delegate. 

A  like  proceeding  shall  take  place  if  the  ship's 
papers  are  notoriously  incorrect,  or  if  there  is  a 
dispute  concerning  the  proportion  of  a  vessel's 
lading,  in  the  cases  provided  by  the  above  Arts. 
I  and  IV. 

The  assessment  of  tonnage  in  default  of  ship's 
papers  shall  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  vessel 
that  gives  rise  to  it.  The  same  rule  shall  hold 
good  if  an  assessment  proves  an  excess  of  more 
than  50  tons  above  the  capacity  indicated  by  the 
ship's  papers ;  or  if  it  is  proved  contrary  to  the 
declaration  of  the  captain  or  owner  that  the  vessel 
has  more  than  the  third  part  of  her  full  cargo.  If 
the  contrary  be  the  case,  the  said  expenses  shall 
be  charged  to  the  navigation  chest. 

In  any  case  these  assessments  shall  be  final, 
and  can  give  rise  to  no  appeal  whatever. 


Abt.  XV. 

The  depths,  according  to  which  the  dues  fixed 
by  the  present  tariff  shall  be  determined,  shall  be 
taken  on  the  bar  of  Sulina,  in  English  feet. 

The  soundings  shall  be  taken  under  the  direc- 
tion and  responsibility  of  the  engineer  charged 
with  the  works  of  improvement  at  the  river's 
mouth 

The  result  of  these  soundings  shall  be  posted 
op  at  the  Navigation  Cash  Office,  and  at  the 
office  of  the  Captain  of  the  port.

If  the  state  of  the  sea  does  not  allow  soundings 
to  be  taken,  the  amount  of  the  dues  to  be  levied 
shall  be  based  on  the  last  depth  ascertained. 

Art.  XVI. 

Every  vessel,  float  of  timber,  or  raft,  which 
shall  attempt  by  any  means  whatever  to  ev«de 
payment  (either  wholly  or  partially)  of  the  due* 
fixed  by  the  present  tariff,  shall  be  liable  beside* 
the  dues  which  it  will  have  to  pay  in  accordance 
with  the  preceding  provisions,  to  a  fine  equal  to 
four  times  the  amount  of  the  dues . 

If  the  tonnage  indicated  on  the  ship's  papers 
appears  to  be  fraudulent,  a  verification  of  the 
capacity  of  the  vessel  can  be  made,  as  prescribed 
by  the  above  Article  XIV. 

The  infliction  of  the  fine  will  be  pronounced 
by  the  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Sauna. 

Appeals  against  these  judgments  must  be 
brought  before  the  European  Commission  of 
the  Danube,  or  before  the  International  Authority, 
that  will  take  its  place. 

The  delay  within  which  such  appeals  mutt  be 
made,  and  the  form  of  proceeding  shall  be  deter- 
mined hereafter  by  special  provisions. 

The  judgments  pronounced  by  the  Captain  of 
the  Port  shall  take  effect,  notwithstanding  an 
appeal ;  in  which  case  the  amount  of  fine  shall 
be  paid  as  a  deposit  into  the  navigation  chest. 

The  amount  of  fines  adjudged  to  be  legal, 
shall  accrue  to  the  said  chest,  to  be  devoted  to 
the  maintenance  of  the  Seaman's  Hospital. 

Abt.  XVII. 

The  Commanders  of  vessels  of  war  stationed  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Danube,  agreeably  to  Article 
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XIX  of  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  will  be  called  upon 
to  insist  upon  the  payment  of  the  dues  fixed  by 
the  present  tariff,  and  of  the  fines  accruing  under 
its  stipulations,  by  Tessels  of  their  nations,  and  of 
those  whose  flag  they  shall  be  authorized  to  pro- 
tect, either  in  virtue  of  treaties  or  usages,  or  of  a 
general  or  special  delegation. 

The  assistance  of  the  vessels  of  war  shall  be 
demanded,  as  a  rule,  through  the  intervention  of 
the  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Sulina,  on  the  requi- 
sition of  the  Cashier  of  the  navigation  chest. 

In  default  of  a  vessel  of  war  authorized  to 
exercise  a  coercive  action  over  an  offending 
vessel,  the  Captain  of  the  Port  shall  have  recourse 
to  the  intervention  of  the  Turkish  ships  of  war 
stationed  at  Sulina.

1 .  The  time  of  discharge  is  regulated  by  the 
quantity  of  goods  to  be  discharged. 

2.  The  '•  ton  "  to  be  taken  as  the  basis  is  that 
according  to  which  the  freight  of  the  ship  is  stipu- 
lated ;  if,  however,  the  number  of  tons  laden  is 
not  to  be  ascertained,  then  the  size  of  the  ship  is 
to  be  taken  by  the  measure  oi  Hamburg  commer- 
cial lasts,  three  tons  being  reckoned  to  every  such 
last. 

3.  The  customary  time  of  discharge  is — 

Up  to  80  tons  (inclusive),  6  days,  not  reckoning 

Sundays  and  holidays. 
From  above  80  to  300  tons  inclusive,  9  days, 

not  reckoning  Sundays  and  holidays. 
From  above  300  to  600  tons  inclusive,  14  days, 

not  reckoning  Sundays  and  holidays. 

(Those  days  on  which  the  discharge  shall  be 
iiindered  by  force  majeure,  or  by  the  fault  of  the 
captain,  are  likewise  not  to  be  reckoned.) 

For  every  quantity  up  to  50  tons  more  than 
600  tons,  a  further  delay  of  one  day  shall  be 
granted. 
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The  time  of  discharge  begins  after  that  on  the 
preceding  working  day,  before  two  o'clock  p-m., 
the  captain  has  given  notice,  in  writing,  to  the 
receiver  of  the  cargo  that  he  is  ready  to  discharge. 

For  goods  "  to  order, n  on  the  day  after  public 
requisition  has  taken  place. 

4.  When  a  ship  before  her  arrival  in  port  shall 
have  discharged  a  part  of  her  cargo  into  lighters 
in  the  Elbe,  then  that  part  is  after  the  arrival  of 
the  lighter  here  to  be  taken  without  delay  from  on 
board  thereof:  as  concerns  the  time  of  discharge 
for  a  whole  cargo,  both  in  the  ship  and  in  lighters, 
the  above-mentioned  dispositions  are  to  be  applied. 

11.— Cargoes  for  several  Receivers. 

The  discharge  of  the  goods,  in  so  far  as  they  are 
in  hand,  is  to  begin  immediately,  but  at  the  latest 
on  the  day  after  the  necessary  notice  has  been 
given,  and  is  to  be  continued  until  its  end  with 
all  possible  dispatch. 

For  the  discharge  of  goods  "to  order,"  the 
same  disposition  is  applicable  after  the  public 
requisition  has  taken  place.

TREASURY  WARRANT. 

WHEREAS    by  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
"An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  duties  of  post- 
age," power  is  given  to  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury,  from  time  to  time,  by  War- 
rant under  their  hands,  to  alter  and  fix  any  of  the 
rates  of  British  postage  or  inland  postage  payable 
by  law  on  the  transmission  by  the  post  of  foreign 
or  colonial  letters  or  newspapers,  or  of  any  other 
printed  papers,  and  to  subject  the  same  to  rates  of 
postage  according  to  the    weight  thereof  and   a 
scale  of  weight  to  be  contained  in  such  Warrant ; 
and  from  time  to  time,  by  Warrant  as  aforesaid, 
to   alter  or  repeal  any   such   altered  rates,  and 
make  and  establish  any  new  or  other  rates  in  lien 
thereof,  and  from  time  to  time,  by  Warrant   as 
aforesaid,  to  appoint  at  what  time  the  rates  which 
may  be  payable  are  to  be  paid.     And  it  is  pro* 
vided  that  the  power  thereby  given  should  extend 
to  any   increase  or    reduction    or    remission     of 
postage. 

And  whereas  the  Commissioners  of  Her  &Ia~ 
jesty's  Treasury,  by  a  certain  Warrant  in  writing 
under  their  hands,  bearing  date  the  10th  day    of 
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December,  1850,  did  direct  (amongst  other  things) 
that  certain  rates  of  British  postage  therein  men- 
tioned should  be  charged  and  paid  upon  the  trans- 
mission bj  the  post  of  letters  between  any  part  of 
the  United  Kingdom  and  Sweden,  direct,  and 
between  Sweden  and  any  of  Her  Majesty's  colo- 
nies or  any  foreign  country,  through  the  United 
Kingdom,  conveyed  between  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Sweden  direct. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  reduce  the  rates 
of  British  postage  now  payable  under  the  said 
recited  Warrant  upon  letters  conveyed  between 
the  United  Kingdom  and  Sweden,  direct,  by 
Swedish  mail  packet  boat,  and  for  that  purpose  to 
repeal  so  much  of  the  said  recited  Warrant  as 
relates  to  or  affects  such  letters. 

Now  we,  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  in  exercise  of  the  power  or  authority 
in  us  for  such  purpose  vested  in  and  by  the  said 
recited  Act,  and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  us 
in  this  behalf,  do  by  this  Warrant  (under  the 
hands  of  two  of  us  the  said  Commissioners,  by  the 
authority  of  the  Statute  in  that  case  made  and 
provided)  order,  direct,  and  declare  as  follows  : 

1.  On  every  letter,  not  exceeding  one  half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  Sweden, 
direct  by  Swedish  mail  packet  boat,  there  shall  be 
charged,  and  taken  in  lieu  of  any  rates  of  British 
postage  now  payable  by  law  on  such  letters,  an 
uniform  rate  of  British  postage  of  four-pence. 

2.  On  every  letter,  not  exceeding  one  half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight,  posted  in,  or  addressed  to,  any 
part  of  Sweden,  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
Sweden  and  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Colonies  or  any 
foreign  country  through  the  United  Kingdom, 
conveyed  between  Sweden  and  the  United  King- 
dom, direct  by  Swedish  mail  packet  boat,  there 
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shall  be  charged,  and  taken  in  lieu  of  an y  rales  of 
British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on  such 
letters,  a  like  rate  of  British  postage  of  four  pence 
for  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter  between 
Sweden  and  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom ; 
and  for  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter 
between  the  port,  in  the  United  Kingdom,  of  the 
departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet  boat  or  vessel 
(not  being  a  packet  boat)  conveying  the  same, 
and  the  British  colony  or  foreign  country  to  or 
from  which  the  same  shall  be  forwarded,  such  a 
further  or  additional  rate  of  postage  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  chargeable  and  payable  for  British 
postage  on  letters  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in 
weight,  posted  or  delivered  at  the  port,  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  of  the  departure  or  arrival  of 
the  packet  boat  or  vessel  (not  being  a  packet  boat) 
conveying  the  same  and  transmitted  between  such 
port  and  any  such  colony  or  foreign  country,  pro- 
vided that  in  all  cases  where  such  additional  rate 
includes  both  inland  and  sea  services  there  shall 
be  deducted  therefrom  the  sum  of  one  penny,  in 
respect  of  the  inland  conveyance  under  this  clause 
of  every  such  letter  sent  through  the  United 
Kingdom. 

3.  On  every  letter  transmitted  as  is  hereinbefore 
in  this  Warrant  mentioned,  exceeding  one-half  of 
an  ounce  in  weight,  there  shall  be  charged,  taken, 
and  paid  progressive  and  additional  rates  of  post- 
age according  to  the  scale  of  weight  and  number 
of  rates  following  (that  is  to  say)  :— 

On  every  letter  so  transmitted  exceeding  one* 
half  of  an  ounce  in  weight,  and  not  exceeding 
one  ounce  in  weight,  two  rates  of  postage. 

On  every  letter  so  transmitted  exceeding  one 
ounce  and  not  exceeding  two  ounces  in 
weight,  four  rates  of  postage. 

On  every  letter  so  transmitted  exceeding  two 
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ounces  and  not  exceeding  three  ounces  in 
weight,  six  rates  of  postage. 

And  on  ever/  letter  so  transmitted  exceeding 
three  ounces  and  not  exceeding  four  ounces 
in  weight,  eight  rates  of  postage. 

And  for  every  ounce  in  weight  above  the  weight 
of  four  ounces,  there  6hall  be  charged  and 
taken,  upon  every  letter  so  transmitted,  two 
additional  rates  of  postage ;  and  every  frac- 
tion of  an  ounce  above  the  weight  of  four 
ounces  shall  be  charged  as  one  additional 
ounce,  and  each  progressive  and  additional 
rate,  chargeable  under  this  clause,  shall  be 
estimated  and  charged  at  the  sum  which  any 
such  letter  would  be  charged  with  under  this 
Warrant  if  not  exceeding  one-half  of  an 
ounce  in  weight. 

4.  The  respective  letters  transmitted  by  the 
post,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Warrant,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  several  orders,  directions,  regu- 
lations, and  rates  of  postage  respectively  contained 
in  a  certain  Warrant  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  under  the  hands  of  two 
of  the  said  Commissioners,  bearing  date  the  19th 
day  of  February,  1855,  relating  to  redirected 
rates  of  postage  upon  letters  which  shall  be 
redirected  and  again  forwarded  by  the  post 

5.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed 
or  construed  to  extend  to  any  letters  passing  by 
the  post  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  Sweden 
via  France,  or  any  other  foreign  country,  all 
which  letters  shall  be  charged  and  chargeable 
with  the  same  rates  of  postage  as  are  now  charge- 
Able  and  payable  thereon,  and  as  if  this  Warrant 
had  not  been  signed. 

6.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  deemed 
or  construed  to  annul,  prejudice,  or  affect  any  of 
the  exemptions  and  privileges  granted  by  the  said

recited  Act,  or  to  annul,  prejudice,  or  affect  any 
of  the  privileges  which  seamen  and  soldiers  em* 
ployed  in  Her  Majesty's  service  are  now  by  law 
entitled  to  of  sending  and  receiving  by  the  post 
letters  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight, 
subject  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions  in 
respect  of  the  same. 

7.  The  several  terms  and  expressions  used  in 
this  Warrant  shall  be  construed  to  have  the  like 
meaning  in  all  respects  as  they  would  have  had  if 
inserted  in  the  said  recited  Act. 

8.  So  much  of  the  said  recited  Warrant  of  the 
]0th  day  of  December,  1850,  as  relates  to  or 
affects  letters  transmitted  by  the  post  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Sweden  direct  by  Swedish 
mail  packet  boat,  and  between  Sweden  and  any  of 
Her  Majesty's  colonies,  or  any  foreign  country 
through  the  United  Kingdom,  conveyed  between 
Sweden  and  the  United  Kingdom,  direct  by 
Swedish  mail  packet  boat,  is  hereby  repealed. 

9.  This  Warrant  shall  come  into  operation  on 
the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixtv-three. 

10.  The  Commissioners  for  the  being  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury,  may,  by  Warrant  under  their 
hands  duly  made,  at  any  time  hereafter  alter, 
repeal,  or  revoke  any  of  the  rates  of  postage 
hereby  fixed  or  altered,  or  any  of  the  orders, 
regulations,  conditions,  and  restrictions  hereby 
made,  and  may  make  and  establish  any  new  or 
other  rates,  orders,  regulations,  conditions,  and 
restrictions  in  lieu  thereof,  and  may  from  time  to 
time  appoint  at  what  time  the  rates  which  may  be 
payable  are  to  be  paid.

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  regulations 
should  be  made  for  the  transmission  by  the  post  of 
the  letters  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Now,  we,  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  us, 
in  and  by  the  said  recited  Act,  and  of  all  other 
powers  enabling  us  in  this  behalf,  do,  by  this 
Warrant  under  the  hands  of  two  of  us  the  said 
Commissioners  by  the  authority  of  the  statute  in 
that  case  made  and  provided,  order  and  direct  as 
follows :  — 

1.  On  every  letter,  not  exceeding  one  quarter  of 
an  ounce  in  weight,  posted  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
addressed  to  the  Ionian  Islands,  or  posted  in  the 
Ionian  Islands,  addressed  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  transmitted  by  the  post  between  any  part  of 
the  United  Kingdom  and  any  place  in  the  Ionian 
Islands,  via  France  and  Italy,  there  shall  be 
charged  and  taken  a  rate  of  British  postage  of 
one  penny. 

2.  On  every  letter*  not  exceeding  one  quarter  of 
an  ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  be- 
tween the  Ionian  Islands  and  any  of  Her  Majesty's 
colonies  or  any  foreign  country  through  the  United 
Kingdom,   via  France  and  Italy,  there  shall  be 
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charged  and  taken  a  British  rate  of  postage  of  one 
penny  for  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter 
between  the  Ionian  Islands  and  any  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom ;  and  for  the  conveyance  of 
every  such  letter  between  the  port  in  the  United 
Kingdom  of  the  departure  or  arrival  of  the 
packet  boat  or  vessel  (not  being  a  packet

Royal  Decree,  published  in  the  Madrid  Gazette  of 
the  22nd  of  December,  1862,  by  which  the  system 
of  Passports  hitherto  in  force  in  Spain  has  been 
abrogated,  and  other  formalities  are  substituted 
for  ascertaining  the  identity  of  foreigners  entering 
Spain,  and  for  legalizing  their  residence  in  that 
country : 

The  following  is  translation  of  the  Royal  Decree 
in  question  : 

ROYAL  DECREE. 

IN  conformity  with  what  has  been  proposed  to 
me  by  the  ^Minister  of  the  Interior,  and  in  con- 
formity with  the  Council  of  Ministers,  I  decree  as 
follows : 

Art.  1 .  Tbe  passports  which  are  still  demanded 
of  travellers  proceeding  abroad  and  to  the  colonies, 
in  virtue  of  the  7th  Article  of  the  Royal  Decree  of 
February  15,  1854,  shall  be  suppressed  from  the 
1st  of  January  of  next  year,  1863. 

Art.  2.  AH  the  other  regulations  of  the  said 
decree  remain  in  force. 

Art.  3.  In  order  to  avoid  that  the  young  men 
subject  to  the  conscription  should  escape  that  re* 
sponsibility  by  leaving  the  kingdom,  no  certificate 
of  domicile  shall  be  granted  them  for  that  purpose, 
without  they  guarantee  their  return  to  take  part  in 
the  subscription  by  the  deposit  of  the  sum  of 
8000  reals,  or  delivering  a  deed  of  sufficient 
security  according  to  the  law  on  conscription  of 
January  30,  1856. 

Art.  4.  From  the  1st  of  January,  1863, 
foreigners  shall  no  longer  be  asked  for  their  pass* 
ports  on  entering  Spain,  but  they  must  be  pro* 
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servitude  if  they  be  servants,  artisans,  or  some 
other  document  to  testify  to  their  identity,  the 
place  they  come  from,  and  the  object  of  their 
journey  to  the  Kingdom.  The  Authorities  or 
their  agents  shall  exact  the  presentation  of  this 
document  whenever  they  may  deem  it  to  be 
necessary. 

Art.  5.  Any  foreigner  shall  also  be  admitted 
into  the  Kingdom  by  his  merely  presenting  himself 
to  the  Authorities,  although  not  possessing  any 
kind  of  document,  but  he  must  make  himself 
known  by  means  of  a  declaration,  signed  by  two 
inhabitants  or  persons  resident  in  the  town  or 
place  at  which  he  may  present  himself,  who  shall 
bear  witness  that  they  know  him,  and  that  his 
declaration  is  true  ;  and  he  must  also,  in  all  cases, 
state  where  he  came  from,  and  the  object  of  his 
journey. 

Art.  6.  The  vise*  of  passports  by  Spanish 
Consuls  is  suppressed,  as  also  the  fee  of  8  reals 
which,  according  to  the  85th  Article  of  the  Police 
Regulations  of  1824,  was  still  demanded  by  the 
employes  of  that  branch  of  the  service  in  the 
frontier  provinces  of  foreigners  entering  Spain, 
with  the  exception  of  Portuguese  subjects,  with 
respect  to  whom  it  was  abolished  by  the  law  of 
Jane  3,  1855. 

Art.  7.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  the  above  articles,  passports  will  con- 
tinue to  be  granted  to  those  who  ask  for  them,  to 
travel  in  countries  where  this  requirement  is  still 
in  force,  by  presenting  the  certificate  of  domicile 
in  the  form  required  by  existing  regulations  on 
this  matter. 

Art.  8.  This  Royal  Decree  shall  be  commu- 
nicated to  the  Cort£s,  and  the  Minister  of  the

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Interior  shall  issue  the  necessary  orders  for  its 
execution.

the  interior  of  Turkey  to  the  coast  for  exportation, 
and  of  which  the  following  is  a  translation  : 

Merchandize  arriving  at  a  port  of  embarkation 
may  be  privately  warehoused  (emmagasinie  a 
domicile)  without  deposit  of  duty,  provided  a 
declaration  be  made  stating  the  amount  of  con- 
sumption duty,  and  that  the  merchandize  is  in- 
tended for  exportation. 

Should  a  morchant  faU  to  make  such  a  decla- 
ration he  will  he  required  : 

1.  At  once  to  export  the  goods,  or, 

2.  To  deposit  tbem  in  the  Customs9  warehouses, 
in  case  such  warehouses  are  provided  for  the 
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purpose,  in  winch  event  the  goods  will  not 
t>e  required  to  pay  "ardie"  duty  unless  with- 
drawn for  internal  consumption,  or 

3.  To  deposit  them  in  a  private  warehouse, 
having  two  keys,  with  the  right  of  the  Cus- 
toms' authorities  to  place  upon  it  their  seal,  or 

4.  To  deposit  the  amount  of  Customs9  consump- 
tion duty,  the  difference  between  which  and 
the  export  duty  will  be  restored  in  the  event 
of  the  exportation  of  the  goods. 

If  the  merchant  confines  himself  to  furnishing 
simply  the  above  declaration,  he  will  be  obliged  to 
export  the  goods  within  six  months,  or  he  will  be 
compelled,  after  the  lapse  of  that  period,  to  adopt 
one  of  the  above  specified  four  conditions.  Other* 
wise  the  goods  will  be  regarded  as  consumed  in 
the  country,  and  the  merchant  will  be  required  to 
pay  the  internal  consumption  duties,  the  interest 
being  calculated  at  the.  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per 
month  upon  the  amount  of  the  said  consumption 
duties,  from  the  date  of  the  declaration  to  the  day 
of  payment. 

Should  the  owner  of  goods  destined  for  expor- 
tation be  desirous  of  giving  such  declaration  and 
not  be  known  to  the  Customs'  authorities,  such 
declaration  must  bear  the  guarantee  of  another 
merchant,  of  any  nationality,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Customs'  authorities.

between  that  port  and  Alexandria),  there  shall  be 
charged,  taken,  and  paid  the  rates  of  postage 
folio wiug,  that  is  to  say  : — 

For  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter  between 
Egypt  and  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom!  an 
uniform  rate  of  postage  (British  and  foreign  com* 
bined)  of  sixpence,  u  such  respective  letters  be

And  for  every  additonal  quarter  of  an  ounce  in 
weight  above  the  weight  of  one  ounce  there 
shall  be  charged,  taken,  and  paid  one  addi- 
tional rate  of  postage,  and  every  fractional 
part  of  an  additional  quarter  of  an  ounce 
above  the  weight  of  one  ounce  shall  be  charged

The  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the 
Committee  of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  have 
received  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs,  the  following  translation  of  a  Notification 
issued  by  the  Hamburg  Board  of  Commerce,  and 
forwarded  by  Her  Majesty's  Charge*  d' Affaires 
at  that  place. 

NOTIFICATION. 

With  reference  to  the  publication,  on  the  27th 
ultimo,  in  the  Official  Gazette  of  this  city,  of  the 
conventions  entered  into  on  the  4th  of  April  last 
by  all  the  Elbe- bordering  States,  the  undersigned 
deputation  deems  it  expedient  to  call  the  attention 
of  those  persons  who  are  interested  in  the  traffic 
of  the  Elbe  to  some  (in  a  practical  point  of  view) 
more  important  rules  of  the  said  convention. 

From  and  after  the  1  st  of  July  next,  instead  of 
all  hitherto  existing  Elbe-tolls,  including  the  equi- 
valent of  the  recognition  duty,  only  one  Elbe-toll 
at  Wittenberge  will  be  levied  for  all  the  river- 
bordering  States,  and  at  the  same  time  the  so- 
called  Essling-toll  will  be  discontinued. 
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The  obligation  to  pay  this  Elbe-toll  is  founded 
on  the  act  of  entering  the  Customs-district  at 
Wittenbergc,  which  begins  1,000  rods  above  the 
Chief  Custom-house  at  that  place,  and  ends  1,000 
rods  below  the  same. 

Goods,  which  are  sent  from  hence  up  the  river 
to  a  place  situated  below  the  above-mentioned 
Customs-district,  or  arrive  here  from  such  a  place, 
are  therefore,  from  the  1st  July,  not  subject  to 
the  payment  of  toll.  • 

The  new  Elbe*  toll  for  all  articles,  which  are 
not  enumerated  in  the  list  of  the  second  or  third 
class  or  in  that  of  the  articles  exempted  from 
tolls,  amounts  to  sixteen  tilber-pfennige  (I  siiber- 
groschen  4  pfennige,  or  l|d.  sterling  per  centner*), 
gross  weight. 

For  those  articles  which  will  in  future  belong 
to  the  second  class  (viz.,  those  which  belonged  to 
the  class  hitherto  paying  -fa  of  the  normal  rate, 
as  well  as  lie  of  all  sorts,  saltpetre  of  all  sorts,  and 
petroleum),  the  Elbe-toll  will  be  eight  sUber-pfe* 
nige  (8  pfe.,  or  0£d.  sterling) ; 

And  for  such  articles  as  in  future  will  belong 
to  the  third  class  (viz.,  those  belonging  to  the  class 
hitherto  paying  -fath  of  the  normal  rate,  as  also 
salt  of  every  kind  excepting  sodden),  the  toll  will 
be  two  silber  pfennige  (2  pfge.  or  0|d.  sterling) 
for  one  centner,  gross  weight. 

Ships  which  touch  the  Customs-district  at  Wit- 
tenberge,  will  have  to  exhibit  to  each  of  the  two 
Elbe-toll  Offices  (to  the  United  Elbe-toll  Office  for 
Austria,  Prussia,  Saxony,  Anhalt,  and  Hamburg, 
and  to  the  common  Elbe  toll  office  for  Hanover, 
Denmark,  and  Mecklenburg),  the  original  mani- 
fest* and  will  have  to  deliver  a  correct  copy  of  the 
same. 

Moreover,  such  ships  which  are  destined  for  a

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place  below  Wittenberge,  from  whatever  place  they 
come,  have,  at  the  place  of  discharge,  to  deliver 
their  original  manifest  to  the  proper  authorities  ; 
and  moreover,  such  ships  which  sail  from  places 
below  Wittenberge  must,  as  heretofore,  have  their 
manifests  attested. 

Except  in  the  above-mentioned  cases,  the  grant- 
ing and  delivering  of  manifests  hitherto  requisite 
for  the  Elbe-navigation,  will  be  discontinued  after 
the  1st  of  July  next,  as  also  as  a  matter  of  course 
the  obligation  of  the  ships  to  report  themselves  at 
the  hitherto  existing  Elbe-toll  offices,  excepting  at 
Wittenberge,  will  cease  when  the  new  Elbe-toll 
regulations  come  into  operation. 

With  reference  to  the  transition  from  the 
hitherto  existing  Elbe-toll  system  to  the  new  one, 
the  following  transitory  regulations  will  come  into 
operation  according  to  an  agreement  between  the 
Elbe-bordering  States. 

"  Those  ships  and  rafts  which  have  before  the 
\st  of  July  next  paid  the  toll  at  the  hitherto  exist- 
ing toll  offices  according  to  the  existing  regula- 
tions, if  they  should  on  or  after  the  1st  July  next 
on  the  Bame  voyage  pass  the  Customs-district  at 
Wittenberge.  will  only  be  obliged  to  pay  the  toll 
leviable  there,  in  so  far  as  the  same  amounts  to  a 
larger  sum  than  the  toll  paid  already  by  them  on 
the  same  voyage  according  to  the  old  rates." 

"  Those  ships  and  rafts,  however,  which  pass 
Wittenberge  before  the  1st  of  July  next,  but  do 
not  conclude  the  voyage  before  that  day  or  after 
it,  have  to  report  themselves  at  the  last  of  the 
hitherto  existing  Elbe* toll  offices,  which  they 
touch  on  their  voyage,  and  to  pay  in  addition  the 
Wittenberge  Elbe-toll  according  to  the  rates  fixed 
in  the  Convention,  in  so  far  as  they  have  not 
already  paid  an  equal  sum  for  Elbe-tolls  or  more 
on  the  entire  voyage."
